Ther⸗ 
foze was Plato wont to thank God that he was boꝛne a 
man, t not a beaſt:in Grecte, t not in Barbarp, e thanks 
ed foztune, that he was a[ſcholler vnto Socrates, which 
wapyes deſpiſed foztune and her fo2ce:fo2 foztune neuer 
doth a god deede, but ſhe requiteth y ſame with an euill 
turne. Pyrrhus that valiant king of Epyres, whom ſo fas 
mouſly foꝛtune guided, that he was counted by Hanibal 
the ſeconde ſouldier and inte foꝛ his magnanitie and 
courage vnto Alexander the great, whoſe ende by foꝛ⸗ 
tune was ſuch, that a ſiely ſimple argiue woman kilde 
hym with a litle Tileſtone.

fo2 the mariage of Lavinia, aing Latinus daughter, ſhe 
came bellona lyke vnto the fielde,refifting the violence 
and puiſſaunce of Troyans with the Rutiles, as an ayde 
vato Turnus. That noble Zenobia the famous Mugne 
of the Palmireians, a Pzinces of rare learning, of exces 
lent vertues, of moft valiau nt enterpꝛiſes after that 
hir huſbande named Odenatus had died, toke the em⸗ 
pire of Syria, and attempt > themagnanimitie uf Ro⸗ 
manes, that a long time thy withſtode in warres that 
pur Aurelian , by whome 
the Emperour was wont te ſaye when it was obiccted 
vnto him, that it was no commendacions fo2 a pꝛinte 
to ſubdue a woman : that it is moꝛe valiaunt to con⸗ 
quer a woman being ſo ſtout as Zenobia, than to van- 
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gutiſhe a King being ſo fearefull as 'Zerxes'. The ann 
tient Greekes, as Herodotus doth witneſſe were much accu; 
amazed at the magnanimitie of Artimeſia Qucne of 
Carta, after that the king hir hul bande died, did ewe 
ſuch foztituve againft the inhabitauntes of Rhodes, 
that being but a woman he ſubdued their ſtouteneſſe, 
ſhee burned their Names, waſted they: wealth, var⸗ 
quiſhed and deſtroyed the whole Jle , entered into the 
Citie ot Rhodes, cauſed hjyꝛ ymage to be made and ſet 
vp foꝛ a monument ot hir chiualrie aud pertuall meme- 
rie ot hir victozic : O renowmed Ladies, O wozthye 
women that with feaminine fcates , merited manlye 
fame. Howe famous Teuca Qutene of the Illiryaus, Teuca, 
gouerned hir ſubiectes after the death of hir huſbande 
king Argon, which being warred on dincrs times by 
the Nomanes, inkringed theyꝛ foꝛte, bꝛoke they) bonds, 
diſconifited their armies to hir perpetuall fame 4 com⸗ 
mendacion : ſhee gouerned the people of Illeria, no leſſe 
wilely, then ſhe defended the puiſſaunt foꝛce of the Ro⸗ 
manes ſtoutly, ſhe liued (as hiſtoꝛies repozt |) as ſo⸗

the other : This noble Roma 1 
of Rome to be ſo.ſavve, and he ſo merrye, they ſo hea⸗ 
uy with ſobbcs and ſighes, hee fo glad ol his triumphes 
And victo2tes,demaunded the cauſe, but being at length 
knowne, he then comfo2tcd them, that ſhouldecomfozt

another is pacient of iniurits done, J commende them 
both, but to be pacict in al kind of afflicttons + aduerſi⸗ 
tie, heauen + carthcommendeth him. That is a kinde 
of paciente, which Plini applyed to Anarchus, ſaying: 

Ok all men, one man Anarchus Auguſtus moſt paticnt 
in toꝛmentes. Df al women Lena, to keepe ſilence. So 
were the Egyptians people of great patience, they had 
rather die in toꝛmentes with patience, than to betraye 
any man, The Gimnoſophiſtes of India were ſo pati- 
ent, that from Sunne tiſing vntill night, vpon the hote 
ſande, without meate and dꝛinke ( ſayth Plini rom one 
ſeate to another, to beholde the heauens, the Hunne, 
the Bone. 4c , The Laceflemomians moſt pacient in 
trauayle,payne, winde, weather, and warces. The

of whote boyling water, and finiſhed his noble lyfe, 
with famous death. O renowined Democles / O vile 
and ſhamefull Demetrius! thy death is famous, his life 
is infamous : thy temperaunce and vertue commen- 
ded, his luſt and wickedneſſe,taſtly of all men condem⸗ 
ned. The like hiffozie doth Plutarch waite of. Trebo- Trebonius. 
nius, à young ſouldiour, ot᷑ a younger Capitaine named 
Lucius, and Nephew vnto that noble Romaine Caius 
Marius. This Lucius hauing a charge ouer certaine 


ſouldiours appoynted of his Uncle Marius then Gene- 
rall, hauing a long while deuiſed meancs to bzing hys 
purpoſe to paſſe, in accompliſhing his luſte with Trcbo- 
nius happened on ſuch a ſeaſon, that he found Treboni- 
us by him ſelfe alone, and offering violence vnto him, 
Trebonius vnderſtanding his Capitaines deſire, made 
as though he ſhoulde ſpeede, came imbzacing him, and 
thꝛuſt him to the heart with Lucius owne dagger, and 
ſo ſlue his Capitaine to auoyde infamie : which when 
it came to Marius his eare, that his nephew was flaine 
by Trebonius, the cauſe thereof being demaunded by

Vere lyeth Crus the great King of Perſea, contented 
nowe with ſcanuenfote, which coulde not be ſatiſficd 
ſometime with ſeauen kingdomes: what Keſar,King, 
92 Paince ſo cuer thou art, ſpare this place vnto Cirus: 
Which when Alexander the great,paſſing with his ar- 
mie vnto Scithia and India, had read this Epitaph, and Curtius in 
perceyuing the flipperie fate of Pances, the unter- 1 Alex. 
taintie of lye, and mutabilitie of foztune , he muche a 
doubted the ſtate of his owne life : howbeit, at that voy⸗ 
age he quite foꝛgat by meanes of Mars, the Epitaph of 
King Cirus, vntill he returned from India from hys 
warres vnto Babtlon, where he maried Statyra Bing Alexander. 
Darius daughter, whome befoꝛe he conquered : where 
fuch liberallitie was ſhewed, ſuch magnificencie done, ee 
ſuch giftes giuen, ſuch banquettes kept, that Alexander lib. 
vpon his owne charges maried the moſt part of the no⸗ 
bles of Macedonia, vnto the Ladies of Perſea, the feaſtes 
during ſiue dayes, ſurmounted vnto the ſome of th2ce 
and twentte thauſande Talentes, euery Talent valu- 
ed at foureſcoꝛe poundes, repeating oft the Epitaph of 
Cirus, woulde ſuffer none, though diuers Pꝛinces were 
pzeſent, to b at any charges but him ſelfe onelp,

{ns oftyzanny,and ſo of infinite Pʒinces, which fo2 one 
vice maye not be fozgottenfoz their diuers vertues: 
Uertue muſt not be hidden foz that vice is manifeſt, 
Phrine a Courtezaune ſometime of Greece , though of 
hir ſlaunderous lyfe wozthie repꝛehention, yet foz her 
liberalitye ought ſhe welktobe remembzed ,. foz after 
Alexander the great had ſubdued that famous Citie of 
Thebes, and made the walles thereof euen with the 
graunde: thee offered to redifie the fame vpon this con- 
dicton, that vpon euer p gart of the Cittie, this ſentence 
woulde be ſette. Ju C:tis Alexander the great threvoe 
dovvne, and this Citie Phripe the Curteicaune builded vp 
again. Che like of Qutene Rhodope ſometime a Curs 
tezaune and a lewd woman, made vp a bꝛaue and ſums 
teous wozke called Piramiddes in Egypt, where ſuch li⸗ 
beralitic ſhe vſed, ſuche kranke and free dealing of mo» 
ney, that foz hir noble liberalitie, ſhe was well woꝛthy 
to be commended,though foz vicious kuing otherwaies 
ſhe was to be blamed, Pen and women were deſirous 
then to be liberalt; Then Pꝛinces were as liberall and 
benefifia!dwith ſuche lenſtie and humanitie vnto the

of wheate, two hundꝛed thoſiſande of barlp, with great

What courage u vas in Scæuola, to withſtande 
that fireb2ande of Rome Silla, which after he had vrged 
the Senatours to pzonounce Marius enimie vnto Italy,

the Poets faine likelolſe that it burneth out in llaſhing 

flames of fire. Lethes and Acheron, two riuers, the one ee. 

in Affrica, the other in Epire: the one called the riner Acheron. 
of foꝛgetfulneſſe, the other the riuer of ſadneſſe. The 

lift called Cocytus a place where mourning neuer ces 
ſeth. Theſe fine riuers fo2 their hoꝛroꝛ and tertour that Cocyws. 
pꝛocteded from them, foꝛ the ſtraunge and wonderous 
effeces therof, are called infernall lakes, conſecrated 

and attributed vnto Ring Pluto, which Virgil at large 
deſcribeth. Diners welles foꝛ the ſtraungeneſſe of the 
waters, and foꝛ the pleaſauntneſſe thereof, were ſacri⸗ 
ſiced vnto the gods, as Ciſſuſa a Wir! where the nour⸗ 
ces of Bacchus vſed to waſh him, and therfoꝛe conſecra- 
ted vnto Bacchus: ſo Melas vinto Pallas, Aganippe vnte 
the Muſes ſo fw2th, not moleſting the reader furthe 
with natures ol water, but b2iefely Imeane to touct 
the ſtraunge nature ofthe carth. Plini affirmeth thai 1 
there was neuer man ſickte in Locris, noꝛ in Croton, 1 
neyther any earthquake euer hearde in Licia, after at 1 
earthquake they had fourtie fayze dayes. Ly Rome 1

in a place called Hirpinis,where the temple of Mephis 
is builded, oꝛ in Alia, by Ihetopolis, thep ſhall inconti- 
nently die. Againe there are places by the vertue of - 
grounde,in that place, that men may pꝛopheſie. Di⸗ 
uers where we reade that one pece of grounde deuou⸗ 
red another, as the hill Cibqras,and the Citie harde by 
called Curites were choked pp ct the earth. wm, 
a great mountaine in Aethjopia , and Sipilis, a hte hill 
in Magneſia, with the Cities named Tantalis and Gala- 
nis. There is a great rocke by the Citie Harpaſa in A- 
ſia, which may be moued eaſie with one finger, and yet 
if anp man put all his Trencrr therevnto, it will not 
ſtirre. To ſpeake of mount Actna in Sicilia: of Lypara, 
in Acolia: of Chimzra, in Lycia: of Vesbius,and Aeno- 
cauma, fine fierie mountaines , which daye and night 
bourne ſo terrible, that the flame therof neuer reaſteth. 
Ik anpe man will ſe moze of theſe merueplous and 
womerous effects of Elementes, let him reade the 
ſeconde bo te of Plini, where he ſhall haue aboundance 
of the like examples. There he ſhall ſ& that in ſome 
places it neuer rapned, as in Paphos vyon the temple 
of Venus: In Nea a towiſe in Phrigia vpon the Tem⸗ 
ple of Minerua, and in divers places eiſe, which is the 
nature of the grounde.

which all the Egyptians ſometime conſented vnto.⸗ 
riſtotle humſelfe the Pꝛince of all Philoſophers, and is 
maiſter Plato, ſhewed in this their ſhikting reaſon, 
which both agree chat the ſoule is a ſubſtaunce which 
mouecthit ſelfe. Some ſo rude and ſo farre from per⸗ 
fection in this poynt, that they thought the heart to bee 
the ſoule: ſome the bꝛaine. Yowe ridiculous and fro- 
uche ſermeth their aſſertion vnto this age concerning 
the ſoule, and as childiſhly they diſpute + reaſon ag; => 
avout the placing ot the ſame, where and in what place 
of the hodie the ſoule reſteth: Fox Democritus iudg A 
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rophilus in the ventricles of the bzaine : Strato doth 
thinke that the ſoule was in the ſpace betweene the eie 
bꝛowe: yea, ſome were ſofwliſhe,to iudge it to be the 
eare, as Zerxes king of Perſcadid;Epicurus in all the 
bꝛeaſt: Diogines ſuppoſed it to be in a we vaine of 
the heart: Empedocles in the blade : Plato, Ariſtotle, 
and other that were of the heſt and trueft philoſophers, 
iudged the ſoule to be indifffcrent in all partes of the bo⸗ 
dye: Some ſuppoſed of the wiſeſt, that euerp perce and 
parcell of the bodie hadde his pꝛoper ſoule. In this a- 
gaine they were much in ſteking a pꝛoper ſeate fo2 the 
ſoule deceyued, euen as befoze they erred ſhamefullp, 
and lied manifeſty about the eſſence and ſub ſtaunce of 
the ſoule ; ſo now were they moſt ſimplye beguiled in 
placing the ſoule,as you haue hearde , And. now aftcr 


Jhaue opened their ſeuerall opinions concerning what 


the ſoule is, and where the ſoule is, you ſhall here like- 
wiſe heare, whither the ſoule hall go after death,accoz- 
ding vnto the Philoſophers, which as diuerſly vary and 
diſagree in this, as you befoꝛe hearde their diuerſitie of 
opinions concerning the ſubſtance, the place. And firſt 
to begin with Democrit?, who iudgeth Þ ſoule to be mo2 


tall. æ that it ſhall periſh with the body: to this agree Epi- 


cur? 4 Plini. Pythagoras indged that the ſeule is immoz- 
tall, and when the body dieth, it fleeth vnto his kinde. A. 
riſtotle is in this, that ſome partes ef the ſoule which 
haue co2po2all ſeates muſt dye with the body, but that 
the vnderſtanding of the ſoule which is no inſtrument 
of the body, is perpetuali , The people called Drynda 


were of this iudgement, that ſoules ſhould not diſcende 


vnto Hell, but ſhoulde paſſe vnto another wozive, as 
the Philoſophers called Eſſei, which ſuppoſe that the 
ſoules of the dead do like in great felicity beyonde the 
Ocean Deas, The Egyptians, auntient people, iudged 


with Pythagoras that the ſonles of men ſhoulde paſſe 


from one plate vnto another, and then to enter vnts

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another man againe The Stoicks are of that ox nion Stolks. 


that the ſoule fozſaketh the body in ſuch ſoꝛt, that the 
ſoule which is diſeaſed in this life, and aduaunced by 
ſo vertuous death together with the body, but they 
iudge it if it bee adurned with noble and heroicall ver⸗ 
tues, that it bee accompanied with euerlaſting natures, 
Diuers of the Pagans holde that the ſoule is immoztal, 
but yet they ſuppoſe that reaſonable ſoules enter into 
vnreaſonable bodpes, as info Plantes 02 Trees foz a 
rerten ſpace. There were againe ſome friuolons Phi- 
loſophers as Euripides and Archelaus , which ſay that 
men firlf grew out of the earth it maner of Vearbes, = 
lyke vnto the fables ol Poets, which faine that men 
grew of the ſowen teeth of Serpentes. Some againe 
very childiſhly affirme that there bee nine degrees of 
puniſhment, oꝛ rather nine Panſtons in Hell appoin- 
ted and pꝛepared fo2 the ſoule ; The firſt ſeate is ap⸗ 
pointed foꝛ young Jnfantes : The ſeconde fo2 idiotes 
andfoles (J feare that place wyll bee well filled: The 
thirde fo2 them that kyll them ſelues : The fourth foz 
them that bee tozmented with lone : The fift fo2 thoſe 
that were founde gyltie befoze Judges: The ſixt ap⸗ 
pointed fo2 ſtrong men and champions: The ſeuenth 
is a place where the ſoules bee purged: The eight ſeate 
is where the ſoules beyng purged do reſt. The ninth: 
and laſt is the pleaſaunt flelde Eliſeus. And to iopne 
theſe Legendes of lyes of olde women with friuolous 
figmentes of | » which like wiſe affirme the like 
folly of fiery Phlegeton, of froſtye Cocytus,of the water 
of Stygia of the fled Lethes, and of Acheronta with 
other ſuch, when all Paganicall rites, and fonde foliſhe 
obſeruations firſt grewe,J meane of fables of the Po⸗ 
ets, and not by the reading of the holy Scriptures, O 
blinde baiardes, in ſeeking that which they coulde ne⸗ 
ner finde ſo. And as they coulde p2one and ſay that 
th>body came out of the earth, the moyſture out of the 
e 4 ter, 
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water, he bꝛeath of man hy the ayze, and the heate 
cf man bythe fire: lo coulde they net know the woꝛker 
thereof, how wit and wiſebome came from Ood, how 
all things was made by him of nothing. This knew 
they not, not that they wanted learnyng, but that they 
wanted grace. They could appoint plancts in their ſe- 
uerall places, in their due ſeates and iuſt Panſſons, as 
Iupiter inthe liuer, Saturiſe in the ſplene, Mars in blad, 
Selen the heart, the Pone in the Tomacke, and Venus 
in the reynes: but they coulde not agree in appointing 
a place foꝛ the ſoule. They coulde likewiſe appoint 
ſcatcs foz the be diet ſupericur in man, as the Ramme 
in the head, the Bull in the necke, and the Crab in the 
heart, the Lion in the bzpatt , and the fiſhe in the lte, 
and ſo of others: but they coulde in na wile find a ſcate 
foꝛ the ſoule. True is it (fide, that Cod reucaleth wiſe- 
dome vnto babes, and hideth the tame vnto the ſages 
of the woꝛlde, Hence eroweth the beginning ol all here⸗ 
ſies actoꝛding vnto the pfouerb: Che greateſt Philo⸗ 

ſophers, the greateſt Berttickes: Hereby J ſay grewe 
almoſt the inuention of Philoſophic, cocquall vnto the 
veritie of the goſpell, from the which Paule the Apo⸗ 
ffle crieth vpon all men to take herde or flattering Phi- 
lolophers. If in this plate I choulde ſht we their opini⸗ 
dus concerning our Coq and Creatour, I ſhould ſceme 
tedious: Fo2 Diagoras aud Theodorus affirme that 
there is no God. F picurus iudged that there is a God, 
but that he had no care oper earthly things, Thales ſayy 
that God was a minde which made all things of water. 

Alcincon 
indged the Sunne, the Pone, and the ffars to he onely 
Cod. Parmenides maketh God to be a continuall circle 
ef light, which is called Stephanen. Criſippus nameth

be an infinite minde , moucable by it ſelfe , ſo doth 

Pythagoras likewiſe iupge: Yea, Ariſtotle imagined

Jupiter, was ſuffered to paſſe though the middeſt 
of his enemies to mount Quirinal, where ſolempnitics 
and ſacrifices were done vnto Iupiter: and being ac⸗ 
compliſhed, he like wiſe went vnto the Capitol thzoigh 
the middelt of che armi with all his company , and by 
this mcanes got the vioxy vuerthis trim ies, moꝛe by 
religion then by ſtr Do much was ſuperſtition 
and idolatry honozed obſcrueyeucrywhere; that the 
Perſcans ſapled with a thouſande Nauyrs to go ſacri- 
— . — ti Apdllo at Delos: The Athe- 
all thoſe that enuitd ot xepug⸗ 
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gion and ſpeake againſt their Godves, Phidias that no- 
ble and cunning wozkeman was no longer ſuffred at 
Athens, but all the while he wꝛought the picture of Mi- 
nerua in marble, foꝛ that it was moze durable than yuo- 


rie, which when Phidias thought to dꝛawe hir i vuo⸗ phidias. 


rie, he was thzeatned to death, to vilipende ſo great a 
goddeſſe, to make hir in yuoꝛie which was wonte to be 
h noed in marble, The Romancs made lawes at the 
diſtructiõ of Canna, fo2 that great ſlaughter of Romans 
which at that warre happened, that the matrones of 
Rome bewapled and lamented the dcathes of their 
huſbandes, their childꝛen, their bzeth2en, and kriendes 
inceſſantly, that they ſhoulde not paſſe thirtie dayes in 
mourning, leaſt the OGoddes woulde be angr ye, aſcri⸗ 
bing all foztunes god and badde vnto their Goddes, 
UWherefaze it was decrede by the Senatours, that 
the Mothers and Miues, the ſiſters and the daugh⸗ 
ters of them that were ſlaine at Canna, at the thirty 
dayes ende, ſhoulde caſt awaye theyz mourning ap⸗ 
parelles, and baniſhe their teares , and come altogi- 
in white garments to dae ſacrifice vnto the God⸗ 
Ceres, fo2 it was thought and trulpe belened as 
\mong the Gentiles and Yeathens , that the Godves 
woulde iuſtly reuenge thoſe that woulde at any time 
neglect their ſacrifices and religions. Apollo fo that 
ſtout Brennus went to Delphos and ſpoiled his temple, 
and neglected his godhead, was plagued greeuouſl 


woꝛthyly reuenged: cuen as king Zerxes whoſe] Na- © 


uyes couered the whole Seas, whoſe armies of men 
dꝛyed vp riuerrs, ſhadowed almoſt the whole e 
fo2 that he ſent foure thouſande ſouldidurs vnto 
phos to robbe Apollo, het was thercfo2e diſcom 
his warres, fo2laken of his iours, pꝛaſecut 
his enemies, and compelled fo flee like a vagabonds 
from hyll to hyll, vatyll-he came vnto his kingdome

aſculapius. his injuries .-Yis ſonne Aeſculapius, a great god in di- 


ners countreps, foꝛ that [T urulius chefe ruler of the 
Nauyes of Antonius, hewed his woddes which was 
conſecrated vnto his temple , Aeſculapius reuenged it 
after this ſoꝛt. When. Antonius and Cæſar were at 
warres, after that the hoaſt and armye of Antonius 
were vanquiſhed, and Cæſar a victo;z , her b2ought Tu- 
rulius to bee murthered vnto that place in the weddes. 


Seres. were hee nogleged Aeſculapius. Ceres when the citie 


- Mileton was taken by Alexander the great., and her 
Temple therein ſpoyled and robbed of the ſouldiours, - 
the thꝛew flames of fire into their faces, and made as 
manpe blinde as neglected hir godhead-and maieſtie. 
Dioniſius king of Siracuſa, foz that he ſpoyled the tem- 


Proſerpina. ple of the goddeſſe Proſerpina,and robbed thts goddeſſe 
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ol her golden garments, flouting and ſcoffing her rites - 
-- andceremonies , nothing eſteeming her ſacrifice. And 
againe foꝛ that hee commaunded his ſouldiers to pluck 
and take away Ae ſculapius beard in Epidaurus a Citie 
in Peloponeſò in Greecezbecauſe his father Apollo had 
none. Mer was b2ought by the goddes from u king in 
Siracuſa to be a pœꝛe ſcholemaiſter in Corint!“, and 
wꝛetchedly to ende his like by the inſt indignation of 
che goddeſſe Proſerpina. Iuno ſhewed her anger vpon 
Fuluius Flaccus foz that when he was Cenſo2 of Rome, 
her cauſed the Parble Tiles to bee bzonght from the 
Templeœok Tuno in Lacinia, vnto the Temple of fo: 
tune in Rome. Yee hauing his two ſonnes in Illy ria at 
warres, the one by the wꝛath of Iuno llaine, the other 
vy her pleaſure plagued and tozmented vnto death, ha⸗ 
uing newes hereol, dyed loz ſoꝛowe and greefe:And the 
Henatozs 
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Senatoꝛs knowing the cauſe, reſtoꝛed to the ar 
Tiles with Embaſſadours vnto Lacinia age ne, 


wꝛath of Iuno was the canſe of the vnhappy ſucceſſe of 
that noble Conſul Varro in the warres cf Canna, Her- 
cules fozgot not to reuenge the contempt and deſpiſing 
of his ceremonies and lawes by Pontitius, which once 
he and his name reccaued as their god, but by Appius 
perſwaded, who then was Cenſo2 in Rome, to neglect 


him, was deftroycd, hee and all his name, which was 


in number aboue thyztye , and Appius foz his coun- 
ſell made blinde. Thus the Gentiles and Yeathens

Thus were the rude people deceaued by 


diſſumulations of the potentates , as Numa Pompilius Mena 


and the firſt idolaters that was in Rome, would make 
the people belteue that hee had warnings and admoni⸗ 


ons ofthe Nimph Aegeria, to whom her ſayde hq

acceſſe in the night time to bee inſtructed in the ccre-

tõmaunded him. Scipio would neuer take any publicke

{ar with flatterie,ſaying, that moztall men ought to 
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amongſt the Jewes, and a mightrxe God amonglt the

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nie nothutg,vnto thole whome the Coddes dor geaunt 
all:ſo did thefe foznamed Pꝛinces hunt foz ſuch honour 
as Cæſar oz Alexander had, Mahomet a great P2ophet 


Gentiles, whole lawes vntill this daye the moſt part 

of the woꝛlde obſerue, had his beginning as afoꝛcſayd, 
deſſembling with the people, that two Doues that her 
taught to come euer y daye vpon his ſhoulders, to fœde 

on certaine grapnes of wheate, which he alwayes dyd.

where a Tabernacle was made much like a Towze, 
all of dꝛie Mad, and there after much ſolemnity and 
ceremonies done, he that ſuct eded him as an Empe⸗ 
rour, ſhoulde firſt put fire in that woꝛke, and then all 
men buſie to ſee the body burned : And when they had 
burned him vnto aſhes, they woulde let an Eagle flee 
from the top of ſome high Towꝛe, which as they ſuppcs 
ſed ſhoulde cary his ſoule into heuuen. The Allyrians 
did vſe to annoynt the dead bodyes with honye and 
waxe, and with ſtudie and care to reſerue it from any 
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putrifaction. Such ſtraunge oꝛder of buriall was in In- ingen 
dia, that the women of that countrey thought no grea- 

ter fame noz wozthier renowme, then to ber burned 

and buried togither with their huſbandes , The Thi 
cians are much to bee commended herein, which at the 
birth of any of their friendes childzen, they wepe and 
waile the miſery of and calamity that her is boꝛne vn- 
to, and at the death ol any of their freendes , they ſo re- 
ioyce with ſuch mirth and gladnes, that they paſt theſe 

wezldly miſeries, that at the buriall therof, eucn when 
the coꝛps doth go out of the houſe, they altogither ſay 

with one voyce : Farre well frende, go befoze,and we 
folow after: And ſo the co2ps goeth befo2e , and all his 

fcendes folow after him with trumpets, muſicke, and 
great mirth foz ioy that hie is gone out of this vale of 

miſery, Plato that deuine Greeke and noble Philoſo-

pher,anade the like lawes in Athens, that whenany ur 


the. cheefe officers ſhoulde die, her appointed that no

mind, muſing what were beſt; to paſſe the water oꝛ no, . 
there appeared a comely tall man, piping on a Reede, 
vato whome the ſouldiours of Cæſar flocked about to 
heare him, and ſpecially the trumpetters , of whom hee 
ſodainely ſnatched one of their trumpettes, and leapt 
fozthwith into the riuer Rubico, and ſtraight ſounded 
out with a luſtie blaſt a larum, wherewith Cæſar was

One 
Viſto2y J muſt repeat , which Plutarch retiteth in the 
life of Cimon that one Pauſanias after hee had taken the 


Citie of Bizance, being in lone with a fayze damoſell 


named Cleonices, à mayde of noble parentage, he com⸗ 
maundyng her father whiche durſt not reſiſt him, to 
ſende his daughter vnto him to vle at his plcaſurc: 
which when the mayde came , hee being faſt a iepe in 
his bed, the Wirgin being ſhamefaſt and fearefull, put- 
ting out the candle, commyng in the darcke towarde 
Pauſanias, flumbled at the ſtole, which with the fall, 
ſodenly waked Pauſanias from fleepe,thinking ſome foe 
oʒ moztall enemie of his to hee there, hauing his woꝛd 
harde by, flue the Uirgine: but ſhe veing ſo llaine, 
woulde neuer after ſuffer Hauſanias to take any quiet

They which 
were pꝛeſent being amazed at his taulke, toulde the 
king thereof, which cauſed him to be app2chended and 
examined by that euidence, he confeſfed the murther, 
Theſe are the dꝛiktes of dinclles, the ſhiftes of Datan 
at all times, and in all countries. Paulina the chaſt wife 
ol Saturnius a Romane, was of ſuch 9 beautt j

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of ſuch noble parentage, and pf ſuch godlyc life, that 
when Decius Mundus, a young knight of Reme, who 
being ſo enamoꝛed with hir bqautic, with diucrs com⸗ 
paſſions a long time to none tc: foz neyther golde 


no treaſure coulde alure this ſober and chaſt Paulina 


to conſent to ſinne: he percequing how ſhee was bent 
to temperancpe, and to renounce all filthy luſt, gaue 
him ſelfe willing to die, in the meane time the deuill 
p2actiſed a feat with Ide, a mayde which dwelt in houſe 
with Mundus father, to bzingithis purpoſe to paſſe: this 
mayde knowing well the conſtancie and honeſt life of 
Paulina, and how religious (hee was to ſerue the Cod⸗ 
deſſe Ilis, inuented this fraude: ſhe went and talkt 
with ſome of Iſis Pzteſtes, opening the whole matter 
in ſccret vnto them, pꝛamiſing a great rewarde to faine 
that their God Anubis had ſeſit foʒ Paulina to lie and to 
accomyliſhe lone with him: This being done by the el- 
der Pꝛieſtes, hir huſbande Sqturnius was verpe iopfull 
that the great God Anubis hab vouchſafed to ſende fez 
his wife, he being as glad, hoaſted and-bzagged ef the 


ſame amongeſt her neighbours vnto the temple of 1fs 


where likewiſe Anubis was wozthipped, Paulina was 
ſent by hir hul bande very bzaue and goꝛgecus, where 
the young and luſtie knight Mundus by the aduice of 
the Pꝛieſtes hidde him elfe vntill Paulina came, which 
embꝛaſing hir in the darcke accompanied with hir till 
bee had ſatiſſicd luſt all the night. Then in the mozning 
the matter being knowne, ſhe rent hir heares end clo⸗ 
thes, and lolde hir huſband $aturnius how ſhee was delt 
withall: hir huſbande then declareth the whole matter 
vnto the Emperoꝛ Tiberi},whohauing thꝛough knows 
ledge by diligent examination, did hang the Pꝛieſtes 
t the mother of p miſchiefe Ide, tõmaunded the ymage 
of Iſis to be funke in the riuer of Tiber, and baniſhed 
Mundus out of Rome, ſo that vnder the couler and pꝛe⸗ 
tence of holincſſe, diaers Patrones and maydes were

chilles 4 What requeſt made Palinurus and Deiphobus 
vnto Aneas, which Homer and Vergil waite of, fo2 the 
buriall of their bodies. Suetonius wzityng of the liues 
of Emperours, ſheweth how Caligula ſometime Em- 
perour in Rame, after he was dead, being halfe burned 
and buried, foz that hee wanted due ſolempnity of bu⸗ 
riall, appeared in the Gardens ol Rome called Lauriani 
to the keepers, troublyng and moleſtyng them very 
much, vntyll his ſiſters cauſch him to be taken vp, and 
tcommaunded he ſhoulde bee thzoughly burned , and ſo⸗ 
temnly buried. There was in Athens by repozt an ex⸗ 
cellent faire houſe to ſale , foꝛ that no man durſt dwell 
within it, fo2 about midnight continuallyethere was 
hearde ſounde,.noyſe , claſhing of armour, and clatte⸗ 
ring of chaines , and there appeared an image oz ſhape 
like an olde man, leane and lothſome to beholde, with a 
long bearde, ſtaring heareß, and feattered legges. 
This houſe hauyng a pece of paper vppon the deze, 
wꝛitten of the ſale therof, foꝛ that no man woulde ven- 
ture to dwell, Athenodorus g Phtloſopher returnyng 
from Nome, where her abade a long time with the 
Emperour Auguſtus Cæſar pnto Athens, and reading 
the w2iting vpon the doꝛe, he hired the houſe;and com- 
maunded his ſeruaunt to make his bed in the higheſt 
chaumber in thehouſe, where hee ſetleth him ſcife fo 
marke and beholde things that woulde happen: being 
thus in ſtudy, firſt her hearde the ſounde and rafling of 
chaines, and then hee an olde man begging towarde 
him to folow, the Philoſopher went after him with his 
candle in his hande info an inner courf, where the 
imageleft him alone and vaniſhed. Athenodorus tl e

great hoſt and armie of men readie in fielde to fight, 


the one hauing the goddeſſe Minerua qs a leader, the o⸗ 
ther hauing the goddeſſe Ceres as their Capitaine, which 
after long conflictes and much murther of both parties, 
her thought that the ſouldioyrs of Ceres had the vicozy, 
and that they were crowned with the eares of co2ne in 
the holioz of Ceres, which is the goddefſe of co2ne : and 
bicauſe the countrie of Ladedemonia was moze fertill

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out, whereby it pꝛeſaged the flight of Zerxes from 
Greece with ſhame and repꝛoche. And afterwarde pur⸗ 
poſing againe befoze he woulde lay ſiege vnto Athens 
to deſtroy Sparta and all the countrey of Lacedemon , a 
ſtraunge warning hapned vnto this Pꝛince at ſupper: 
fo2 his wine befoze his face, was conuerted vnto blod 
as it was filled in the Cuppes, not once, but twiſe o: 
thꝛile: Whereat he being amazed, conſulted with 
wiſe men, of whom her was then admoniſhed to fo2- 
ſake his firſt entent , and to geue ouer the enterpꝛiſe 
which hee toke in hande againſt the Greekes, Midas uidas 
being yet in his cradle, the Antes were ſcene fo carye 
greynes and vicuals to fede him withall: whoſe pa- 
rentes being deſirous to know the effect therof, were 
certified by the ſothſayers that he ſhould bee the weal⸗ 
thieſt and richeſt man in all the woꝛlde: her ſhoulde bee 
He moſt monyed Pzince that euer ſhoulde raigne in 

dia. Plato that noble and diuine Philoſopher, While Plato. 
hee was an infant in lpke ſozt in his cradle, the Bees 
with hony fed his ſugred and ſwerte lippes, ſignifiyng 
the eloquence and learning in time to come of Plato. 
They were not Bers of mount Himettum , where ho- 
nye (as wziters thinke) was firſt founde : but rather cf 
Helicon, where the Puſes and Kadyes of learnyng de⸗ 
lighted to dwell, This was that Plato of whom his 
maiſter Socrates befoze her knew him, dꝛeamed of, that 
he helde faſt in his hande a young Swanne, which 
fledde fcom him away, and mounted the Skies, whoſe 
werte voyce and ſonges as a wonderfull melody and 
harmony repleniſhed the whole Skies. They thought 
it a ſufficient admonition to ſe ano thing happen be- 
twerne birdes oꝛ beaſtes, as a ſure and certaine ſhewe 
of their owne foꝛtune to come. M. Brutus when he was gu 
in campe againſt Cæſar and Antonius, and ſawe two * 
Eagles fighting togither: the one comming from Cæ-

tonius came vnto the very place, where he at that time 
was beheaded by — and Popilius , Foz in the 
night befoze Cicero dzeamed, being baniſhed from 
Rome, that he wandzed/diuers ſtraunge countries, 
where Caius Marius a noble Komaine as he thought 
mette him, demaunding of Cicero why and what was 
the canſe of his ſadde countenaunce, and wherfoze 
he trauailed ſuch ſtraunge countries: the cauſe being 
knowne vnto Marius, het take him faſt by the right 
hande and bꝛought him to the next officer where hee 
thought in his ſlerpe bee ſh baue died.

and did eate their young once, the noyſe and ſounde of 
trumpettes were hearde in the ayꝛe, with ſuch other te⸗ 
rible warnings as might well mwue amendement.. 
Againe befoze the ſeconde warres of Carthage an Dre 
ſpake, and ſayde: Rome take hede of thy ſclfe .. It is 
noted likewiſe when Torquimiꝰ the laſt king of tho Ro⸗ 
manes was dꝛiuen awape fcom Nome, and baniſhed 
the kingdome, that a dogge then ſpake, and a Serpent 
barked. To manp are of theſe to be reade if wer reade 
hiſtozies, foʒ ſignes and tokens were ſeene and marked 
in the heauens, accoꝛding vnto the natures and doings 
of P2inces, foz when Tiberins tame vnto the Empire 
of Rome, there happened ſuch great carthquakes that 
twelue famous Citties ol Aſia fell pꝛoſtrate vnto the 
grounde, two mountaines mued, ranne, and fought 
togither in a place by Rome called Mut menſes fielde,in

Nicippus, a Sheepe bꝛought fothj a Lyon in ſterde of a 
Lambe.  Phni doth witneſſe that he ſaw in a Cittie of 
Africa, a man chaunged vnto a woman in the ſame 
day hee was maryed, whoſe name was Cosſicius, a 
citizen/of T:fdria, Pontanus and diners aucthours af- 
firme that Tireſias the I heban, Ceneus and Iphis were 
chaunged from men vnto women, krom males-vnto 
femalcs bv alteration of kinde. Againe, ſome thinke 
aught, Zenophantes neuer 
and ſtraunge vnto nature. 
And as L. Pomponiusncufr belcht, fo Antonia neuer 
ſpit, There was a det ſqmettme dwelling in Cous, 
of ſuch mall growing and ſlender body, that leade was 
put in the ſole of his Dhocs,leſt the winde thouldbeare 
him krom the grounde, and blowe him vnto the ay2e, 
And as hee was ſmall and light of ſubſtaumce by na⸗ 
ture: ſo by the ſelfe ſame nature was founde in a cer⸗ 
ten hyll of Creete, the body of Orion, which was fourtie 
and ſixe cubites in length. What Albertus Magnus 
wꝛote of the wonders and ſecretes of nature, J wyll 
omit; better it is J ſuppoſe to bee ignoꝛaunt in ſome 
things, then to be ſkilful in all things. He ſaithamonglt 
other things, that there was a woman in Germanp 
that had thze&eſcoze ſonnes , ſiue cuery time at a bur⸗ 
then: and there was another woman named Agrip- 
pina, in Colonia, that t ther eate noꝛ dꝛinke foꝛ 
the ſpace: of thirty dayeg., Beſides theſe, there was 
a man named Philinus , that neuer ate noꝛ dꝛanke all 
the dayes ol his life but mylke onely. Cicero ſaith that 
all the Iliades of Homer was witten and placed with⸗ 
in the ſhellofa Nut, Pl! repozteth that there was

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gearbe called Acheminis „if it coulde o2 were thzowne 
amongſt the enimies, they ſtraight woulde take their 


flight therupon, Mermecides made a Wagon ſo artifi ferme! 


cially and ſo ſinall, that a Fl& might couer it wich her 
wing, Strabodid ſee-ſo well that he coulde ſc the ſh: 

that departcdfrom Carthage from a pꝛomutoꝛ in Ci- 
cilia, which was aboue a hundꝛed x thirtie miles. Cor- 


nelius Agrippa in his firſt boke of hidden Philoſophic, 


wꝛiteth a hiſtoꝛie of one Cippus Ning in Italp, who be- 
ing in lleepe, dꝛeamed of Bulles fighting all night, that 
in the moꝛnyng he had two hoznes growyng in his 
head. The learned holde opinion, that imagination 
and vapours of dꝛeames may alter thinges into ſome 
kinde of other ſubſfaunce, as Caicta and Acnulia, two 
maried women, became men, and that Medea by a 
dꝛeame wared ſo whot in toue with Iaſon : and ſo ima⸗ 
gination by operation of naturall vapours doe effect 
things wonderfully ; as ſome do by fight aſſure them 


ſelues molt tertaine, and ſome by conicctares aſlirme 
things to be true, but becauſe imagination is a thing 


that nerdeth at large to be ſpoken of, conſidering. 
howe dinerſly it woꝛketh in diuers 
men, wyll in another place 
ſpeake of it.

dle, and Flare revie, as one after that day neuer to bee 

idle, but occupied alwayes in the affaires of her houſe, 

The Greekes and the Romanes alſo had this cuſtome, 

they girded the loynes of their daughters alwaies until 

the day of their marpages, and then that night her hul⸗ 

bande ſhoulde loſe the knot, and vnbinde that which of 

long time the Uirgines of Greece kept faſt vonde. A- 

mongſt divers countreys , where ſundzy ſolemnities 

in matrunonie is vſed, J reade not in any hiſto2ye ſo

her huſbande. The like was obſerued in Boetia and 
Locreſia, that befo2e their youth ſhoulde marry , thep 
ſhoulde d2inke one vnto a r- at the alter conſecra- 
ted vnto Euelia. Jn Hetruria they vſed to kylla Bogge 
to ſacrifice their gods, and to call vppon Iunofo2 god 
.. ſuccefſe to come. Jn Lucitania the Bꝛide goeth to the 
Church with a diſtatfe and a ſpindle in her hande , and 
one of her kinſmen going befoze her with a firebzande 
of Pine tree, In Sparta by the law of Licurgus, the 
maydes that thoulde mary , ſhoulde ſhaue the — of 
their heades, and weare mans apparell ; and by the 
ſame law they were fozbidden to geue any ſubſtaunce 
with their daughters, but that loue and god wyl ſhould 
be the whole cauſe of mariage. Mozeouer, they vſed 
theſe ceremonies , to deuide a peece of b2cad in Mace- 
donia,andin the molt part of Greece foz the Bꝛide and 
Bꝛidegrome to eate befoze they choulde bee marped. 
The like in Rome in Romulus time was vſed, ſo that 
they had water mo2e to their b2cead then the Greckes 
had. Jn Galatia they ſhoulde dꝛinke firſt of one Cuppe 
appointed foꝛ that purpoſe only, and ſo fozth in diuers 
countreys they vſeddiuers ceremonies, as in Carme- 
nia no man might mary without he bꝛought the head of 
ſome enemie oz other to the Bing, as a pꝛofe of his 
loue to ward his countrey. In Mæotis no mayde might 
mary without ſhe had ſubuerted one cnimte o2 other of 
her countrey:but in ſome countrey they maried not, as 
Fſleni, people ow geuen to abſtainc W 
ine 
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maunded what was beſt, to mary oz no, aunſwered: 
To mary vou ſhall ſuffer bꝛawling and chiding, to bee 
ſingle vou ſhall be ſolitary and comfoꝛtleſſe. Therefoꝛe 


Pompeiꝰ the great comming amog the Maſlagets, who Pompeius“ 


vſed once a werke to company their wiues, demaunded 
the catiſe thereof, they aunſwering ſaide: bicauſe wee 
ſhoulde not heare their chidings in the daye time, noꝛ 
their complayntes in the night time. But to ende, lette

But Numa was as carefull to inſtruct the Romanes 
in all gadnefizend vertne,ſo-that Rome bare witneſſe 
ol Numa, and Sparta of Licurg?, which foz their ſeuerall 
and ſundꝛie lawes , their — wn liues and dwings 
compared by Plutarch, they may wel fo their tontempt 
and neglecting the honozs « nd dignities due vnto them,

So did Numa likewiſe followe Li- 
curgus in all doings, imitating his lawes and oꝛders in 
Rome, What compariſon is made. betweene noble 
Scipio 4 Haniball, the one defending the ſtats of Rome, 
the other Carthage, and eyther of them in open warre 
with the other, that to reade their liues and fo2tunes 
about the affay2es of their countries, what is it elſe buf 
to ſee two noble Captfaines one like vnto an other in

and ſtout ſeruice towardes their countries was ſuche 
that they both were baniſhed Rome Carthage: And 
as they in life were moſt like of Plutarch compared, 
ſo did they emb2ace their death likewiſe. Cuen ſo 
was that ſtoute Greeke Alcibiades, which Thucydedes Alcibiade 
moſt woꝛthylp pꝛapſeth, and Macoriolan? that famous 0s 
Komane compared foz the like magnanimity and ſtate las 
of foʒtune. Pericles that renowmed Greeke , and Fabius pericles. 
Maximus the Romane, whoſe doings Athens e Rome Fabius 
did long rule, were likewiſe noted one to be like an Narcimug. 
other. Plutarch in his boke intituled the lines of Em⸗ 
perours, compareth Silla the Romane vnto Ly ſander File 4e, 
king ol Sparta: compareth Sertorius vnto Eumenks, and 33 
like wiſe Pompeius the great, vnto Ageſilaus king like- Ageſilaus. 
wiſe of Lacedemonia , Jf reſped be duely had vnto the 
marſhall feates and noble aces of Greekes. and Ro- 
manes: It their liues, honours, and dignities be waied? 
If on the contrarie, miſhappe, euill foztune , baniſhe- 
ment, and ſuch like be conſidered, we muſt thinke and 
tudge truely of Plutarch in comparing theſe iolly cham- Alerandct = 
ions and puiſſant Pzinces as Alexander the great and Cr.

Some againe compared one vnto an other foꝛ their li- 
beralitie and franke giuing, as that famous and libe⸗ 
rall Phocion, was iudged to be like vnto that fre and 


franke Athinian Cimon: fome likened by miſfoztune 
and chaunces, as Dion who gouerned Sicilia a long 
tinte in fauour and great honour with Dioniſius then 
ding, to Brutus which likewiſe might cõmaund Cæſar to 
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I he pilgrimage 
doe what he would at Rome, z both at length baniſhed, 
We reade moꝛeouer that ſome were ſo like in counte⸗ 
naunce and face, in pꝛopoꝛtion of out ward ſhewes, that 
one could not be knowen from the other. As Antiochus 
king of Siria had a ſeruaunt named Arteon, ſo lyke 
of face, of perſon in all partes, that when King Antio- 
chus died, the Nueenc Laodices diſſembled the matter, 
hauing the pꝛeſence of Arteon in ſterde of her huſbande 
the Ning, to blinde and deceane the people, vntyll ſhe of 
her owne decree had made another King in Siria. Cor- 
nelius Scipio, though hee was of noble familie, of paſ- 
ſing pꝛowiſſe, of excellent qualities: pet foz that hes 
was like in perſon to defoꝛmed Serapion hee was called 
ofthe people Scipio Serapion. Pompeius father was ſo 
like to his Coke Menogenis that foz all his honoꝛ and 
dignitie he was of the vulgar ſoꝛt named a nother Me⸗ 
nogenis. Cruell Nero cauſed Sporus foz that hee was 
moſt like vnto a Sabin maide that Nero loued, moſt de⸗ 
teſtable to bee made like a woman to vſe his filthy luſt 
withall . They ſay that Ephæſtion was ſo like vnto 
Alexander the great in pzopoztion of perſon, that Siſi- 
gambis King Darius his mother, who well knew Alex. 
ander aſwell foꝛ the long warres that was betweene 
her ſonne Darius and him; as alſo being in one houſe 
with Alexander as a captiue, hauing continuall fight 
and talks with him: yet was ſhs deceaued oftentimes 
to know Alexander from Ephæſtion, foz that ſhe knees 
led vnto Ephæſtion in ſtede of Alexander diuers times 
to ſpeake with Alexander, As foz Pompeius the great, 
and one Vibius a man of baſe birth, of lender pzogeny, 
and ſo like vnto that noble Pompeius, that when bg 
tame at any time where Pompeius were not, hee was 
honoured and ſaluted of euerp man as Pompeius by 
name, and ſuppoſed of all men to bee euen Pompeius: 
in ſo much hee ſo eſterm et him, that hes aduaunced him 
vnto honour and dignitte, that cuerywhere

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called Pompeius oftentimes by the name of Vibius, 
and Vibius by the name of Pompeius: ſo loke were 
theſe two one vnto the other, as euen Plancus the Oꝛa⸗ 
toꝛ was like vnto Rubrius the tage player, who in like au. 


wers theſe two; that Plaucus was called Rubrus, and 
Rubrius called Plancus as befoze mentioned of Pom- 
ius and Vibms.

Socrates , Ageſilaus, oz tas, Were in thoſe dayes 
moſt renownied fo2 their wiſedome and knowledge, 
and vet refuſed they not the company of young infants, 
That mightie and ſtrong Hercules, though hee was the 
ſonne of lupiter, and counted in all the woꝛlde moſt fa⸗ 
mous, rather a God — ban a man, as Euripides doth. 
teſtiſie, woulde be often founde amongſt childzen and 
voung innocent inlantes p tying, ſaying this ſentence 
with a childe in his hande : A play with, childꝛen which 
foz the chaunge thereof is fo gratefull vnto mee, as 
though A were in the games of Olimpia. The ſelf ſame 
famous Hercules went to ſchole vnto Liuius to learne 
to play vpon the Narpe to ſolace bum in his ſadneſſe, and 
to make him mery when he was comnpclled to mourne. 
An the middeſt of his triumph went that great conque⸗ 
rer Alexander likewiſe to learne muſiche. That de⸗ 
wine and godly Pꝛophet Dauid played vpon his Harpe 
d ſeryed his God with mery ſongues and .

rr — 
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lades . It is wꝛitten that in the mariage of king 
mus the lonne of Agenor which buitded Thebes i E- 
tia, the Muſes played on inſtrumentes. In Greece! mus 
ſicke was ſo eſteemed that thoir ſages and wiſe ghilo- 
ſophers addicted themſelues wholy to muſicke. The 
Arcadians, the Lacedemonians, and the T hracians peo⸗ 
ple, though they were much giuen to warres, ſenere in 
dealing, hardie in all trauayles, and in learning moſt 
rude : vet woulde they acquaint themſelues with mu⸗ 
ficke vntill they were thirtie yeres olde. The people of 
Crete bzought vp their youth in all kinde of melodye 
and harmony. Lhe moſt part ofthe woꝛide dyd learne 
muſicke ſane in Egypt, as Diodorus in his ſetond b — 
affirmeth,thatmulſicke was foꝛbidden, leaſt the tex 
and ſoft mindes of their youfh ſhoulde bee intiſed te — 
much plcaſure. And though ſome contemne muſicke 
with Diogines, and (aye that it were moꝛe p:ofitable to 
mende maners than to learne muſicke: And ſome that 
will with Alabiades taunt. muſicke, who was won 
to ſay that the Thebans were miete men to learne mu⸗ 
ſicke, foꝛ that they toulde not ſpeake, but that the A - 
maus ſhoulb hate ſuch wanton tunes,foz that thei ſpe 
without inftrument, Likewiſe King Pirrhus being — 
maunded which was the beſt muſition, Python oz Cha- 
nſius, he deſpiling them and their mullcke, pꝛelerr d a 
great war rio acco:ding to his owne mind named Po- 
lyſperches, Though theſe I ſay with diners others vey 
ſpiſed muſicke ſometime, yet wee reade againe as wiſe 
as they, as ſtout as they vſed much muſick,as Achilles, 
Alexander the great, Nero, Silla, M. Cato, Socrates, Ci- 
mon.

Thus was the auntient 
mulſicke in the beginning ſo neceſſarp, that euer cdun⸗ 
trey endeuoured to haue ſkyll in muſicke: then Mars 
claimed muſicke in the feelde,, nowe Venus occupteth 
muſicke in Chaumbers, that kinde of gentle and ſofte 
muſicke the Egyptians fozbad the youth to bee taught 


therein, leſtfrom. men they woulde become anai 


women. But ſhall wee topne the olde auncient games, 
the mirth, the ſolate and the plapes that they vſed in 
thoſe dapes, together with their muſicke, to pzoue the 
agilitie of that time, and the adiuities of that age to bee 
much eſteemed amogſt the Greekes and Gentiles, The 
Greekes at ſome time had foure gi eat games appoin- 
ted: the firſt in mount Olimpia in Arcadia, harde by the Olimpia 
Citie Piſa, which Hercules inuented ſtrſt to honour lu- 

piter. This was ſo famous amonſt the Greekes that 
euen as the Romanes vſed to accompt the time by 

their Conſuls, ſo did the Greekes vſe to number by the 
games of Olimpia, which was appointed euerpe firſt 

vere: Unto this game came all the youth of the wo2lde 

both on hozſebacke and on fote to do maiſterics, the 

reward was appointed foꝛ the victozs a Garland made 

of Dline teaues, faz they came not there foꝛ money, 

but faz mirth and ercrciſe , in ſo much that when 1 

granes king Artabanus ſonne harde of the fame therof, 

and of the Garlandes of Oliue, be ſapde: Mell woꝛ⸗ 

thy were the Greekes to be ſpoken of, that ſo litle eſt&e- 

med money, that Dliue was pzeferred fo2 the chafe re⸗ 

ward in Olxmpia, This ſame:monevfirſt King Zerxcs 

to warre againſt the Greekes to his loſſe and decaye. 

The ſeconde games were called Pithij und invented 51; 
of Apollo in uremozy that her killed the great Serpent 

Python, which was of.luno ſent to kyll Latona Apollo 

his mother: Here was appointed fo2 the victoꝛies ey- 

cher a fote oꝛ a hoꝛſebacke, a Garlande made of Oken 

lcaues. Here like wile all the youth of Greece exerciſed

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feates, pꝛactiʒed policies, vſed maiſteries, and pzoucy 
them ſelues in any thing that they felt them apt to do: 
as in running, leaping, wꝛaſtling, ciding, ſwmming oz 
ſuch like as then wee vſed. The thirde was called Iith· 
mia, inuented of Lheſeus in the honaur of Neptune. In 
this play was appointed foz þ. pidoꝛs, certen garlands 
made of Pine leaues hauyng the name of Iſthmos, a 
place in Achaia where Neptune is woxſhipped , where 
the Temple of Neptune is compaſſed, The fourth 
game is called Nemea, which the Argmes make in me- 
mozy of Hercules,foz that hee killed a great and a fearce 
Lion in the woods of Nemca, accozding vnto the name 
of the play. Here da lixewiſe the Argiues come to exer⸗ 
ciſe ycuth,+ p2acize feates as the reft do. Theſe foure 
playes were long in Greece ohſcrued,as cauſes and oc- 
caſions foʒ men to come together , to ſhewe fcates and 
to trye qualities. The firſt in Ohmpus toʒ Iupiter, the 
ſeconde in Delos fo Apollo, the thirde in Iſthmos, a 
place in Achaia foz Neptune the fourth amongſt the 
Argiues to Hercules, In the ſirſt play the Garlande of 
vicoꝛy was of Dlive, in the ſeconde play the Garland 
of vico2y was of Dke,in the thirde play they had their 
Garlandes of Pine, the fourth play of Poply, and 
thus then they triumphed in their mirth, they bꝛagged 
their victozies,they gloꝛied in their garlandes, while 

et Lawzcl as Ouid ſapde was not knowen. Beſides 
theſe foure famous playes , there were dmers others, 
as Pirrhus play which hee invented in Creete , fo2 the 
ſouldiours to exertiſe them ſelues in arntes, wherein 
„her taught divers ie ſtures and ſundzy ſhiftes in mw⸗ 
uings, wherfec firſt pꝛocteded much the vſe of warres: 
this was a kinde ol dauncyng in armes, as Diomwſfi: s 
Hali. in his ſeuenth boke ſaith , which was of the peo- 
ple called Curetes, mainteyyed in the memozy of Pu- 
rhus, Licaon likewiſe inuonted other kinde of playee,

inne nted then diners kindes of dite play, as Herodotus Picepliy 


ger, foꝛ they fed one day, ⁊ they came togither the ſecend 

baye to plape : thus eating a little one daye to ſatiſfie 

nature, they played the ſeconde days fo avoyde hunger.

thee two hundꝛed ? fiftye pence , which J gene amongſt

| Here all kindes of paſtime and ſpoꝛtes were vſed,run- 
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His hande a ſcurge oꝛ a whip made of Goates ſkinnes, 


running one vnto another, and hee that was moſt ſwift 
ol fote eſcaped ſtripes: fo2 cucry one ſhould runne vn⸗ 
to another in oꝛder, cucry one his length befoze the o⸗ 
ther: and thus they made them lwifter in running by 
reaſon of his ſtripes, foꝛ he that was ouertaken by the 
wap, was ſure to ſpeede: Cuery man ranne naked, to 
this ende, that they might vſe to be ſwift, The women 
likewiſe thinkyng thereby to become moe fruitful 
and fertill, offered them ſelues wyllpngly to receaue 
fripes. Thel e ſcurges and whippes that they had in 
their handes, made ſuch ratling noyſe by reaſon they 
were made of dꝛie ſkinnes, that it made him that — 
befoꝛe to ſtraine him ſelfe, hearing the nopſe, and f 
ring the ſtripes. The ſeconde game that the Roma Ies 


vſed, was called Circenſes, as ſome ſay ſpꝛong vpf — Circenſis: 


amongſt the Komanes them ſelues, a place appoin 
by Rome, enuironed about with huge x ſtrong wall 5: 


ning with Yozſes and fighting on Yo2ſcbacke in the 
one ende, in the middeſt the champions were placed in 
armes a fate to fight, in the other ende w2aftlcrs, lca⸗ 
pers, runners and ſuch like games were appointed: fo 
that the place was framedacco2dingly long and large, 
that they might haue rome enough in both endes, and 
in the middeſt. This was the chiefe and the auncienteſt 
play amonglt the Romanes ſaupng Saturnalia: this 
ſpoꝛt did Ianus which then did raigne, togither with §a⸗ 
turnus as Macrobius faith , inuent and frame in me⸗ 
moꝛp and monumentes of Saturnus his fellowe. This 
play was celebꝛated in the monethof december with 
ſuch mirth, pleaſure and paſtime, that it far ſurmoun⸗ 
ted all other. In this moneth of December cucry man 
ſaluted his friende with rewardes, tokens, pꝛeſentts 
oꝛ with anpe treaſure that they had to pleaure one 
another, And becauſe all things ys common in Sa

turnus time, and called the golden wozlde , there was 
ſuch mirth vfedas woulde make ſome men of this 
time iclous to ſc it. Jbeleeue none of this age would 
be content to ſe& his ſernaunt in bedde with his wife, 
Which in Saturnus time was tollerable. Some ſay this 
play ſpꝛong firſt among the. Pelagians, ſome againe 
affirme that it began amongſt the Athenians, but how 


and where it began firſt in other countreys it is no 


matter, but in Rome it was firſt framed and inuented 
by Ianus, The fourthplay amongſt the Romanes was 
then called Gladiatoria, where the youth of Rome 
came to learne how to behaue them ſelues among the 
enemies: In this play ſhoulde they fight one with ano⸗ 
ther at the long Speare, the long Swoꝛde, the ſtaffe, 
and ſuch as then they vſed-in fight foz to embolden 
them ſclues: in that play being naked without armes 
againſt they came to fight with their armed enemies, 
Thus by this play were the Komanes taught boldly to 
fight with their enemies, and hardned at home, litle to 
eſteeme woundes and ſtrokes abꝛode. Thus games 
and plapes were chefely eſtemed of the Romanes, 
though diuers others as Cicero in his office affirmeth, 
the Romones had in Martius feelde harde by Rome, 

to exerciʒe the youngmen to pzactize feates, to 

become redy and y2ompt in marſhall.

F men be diners in affec

ſ(äaith that it is common vnto 
all lining creatures to multiplit and to be carefull duer 
thoſe that nature pꝛocreated, a to differ in no part from 


a beaſt therin: pet by reaſon we are to excell all kinde 


ol beaſtes, all things in ſubiection vnto man, aſwell the 
heauens aboue, and all that ſhineth therin, as earth bes 
neath and all that line thereon, And hence J maruayle 
much though thd ſecrete woꝛking of nature, in fearce 


and raging beaſtes bee tollerable, yet in a reaſonable 


man, in whom ſaiththe Philoſopher nature onely mo⸗ 
ueth vnto the beaſt ſuche enimitie, variaunce and di⸗ 
ſcoꝛde ſhoulde pzocede. It is thought that the Eagle 
and the Swanne be not freendes, the Dolphin and the 
Whale can not agree , the Ulwlfe and the Fore at vas 
riaunce ; ſo of the Dogge and the Cat, of the Crewe 
andthe Bite may be ſpoken, but it is well knowen 
man is moſt odious vnto man, and thouch it be ſpo⸗ 
ken Homo homini Deus, yet is it pꝛuued Homo hops 
Demon. Ik nature made the mighty Lion the moſt va⸗ 
liaunt beaſt in the woꝛlde to feare the little crow yng 
Cock? Ik nature do tauſe the huge and menſtrous 
Elephant, fo tremble at the ſight of a ſiclie ſimple

innocent and moſt ſimple beaſt?: howe much moze 
might reaſon rule in vs to feare our God and his migh⸗ 
tie wozkes 2. which wee altogether either foꝛget his 
gloꝛp, oꝛ deſpiſe his power. Dhough in beaſts the hea» 
uens haue dominion : yet ſaide Dauid, man by reaſon 
and feare of God rulcth the heguens, But J wyll omit 
to ſpeake further ofthat,and wyl returne tothat which 
Ameane a litle fo diſcuſſe. J wil not ſpeake ot the lone, 
and affection of men general, but ofthe Ibue mutuall 
betwirt man and wife, betwirt bzother and b2other. 
And as it is a vertue not to be foꝛgotten, ſo is it a ver 
tue moſt rare to ſinde: foʒ cnerye thing in his owne 
kinde is moſt to beg. accepted; And firſt to entreate of 
the exceeding loue, of the wonderful affection that men 


bare towarde their wines: Wee reade of that noble 


Romane A nthonius Pius, Who loued ſo well his wife 
Fauſtine, that when ſhe died, le cauſed her picture to be 
made, and to be ſet vp befoꝛo his face in his bed cham⸗ 
ber, to caſe ſome part of his grefe with the ſight ther⸗ 
of, M. Plaucius ſay ling withhis wife vnto Aſia, with 
thꝛeſcoꝛ e Nauayes came very goꝛgeouſip vnto the ci⸗ 
tie of Tarentum, where: inthe middeſt of his pompe 
and great glozy, foz that his wife Oreſtella by ſickneſſe 
dyed; he flue him ſelfe with one dagger, ſaying ; Two 
bodyes ſhalt poſſeſſe one graue. The like wer reade of 
two young men in Plutarch {the one named Acmilius, 
the otger Cianippus, which fpꝛ meere affcction.and paſ⸗ 
ling loue towardes their wines, after long toꝛmentes, 
panges and paynes conceputd by inwarde griefes, that 
their wines were dead, to ſolace their ſadnes and to 
ende their wofull hap, oXcred their pined bodyes a ſa⸗ 
crifice death, faz a pledge of their true and faithfull 
loue, What meanes doth laue ſeke to ſaue it ſelfe, to 
| auords. 
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nuoyde greefe and laſtyng paine, and fo bee acquainted 
with eaſe and pleaſure 7 to embzace death. Dow ruful⸗ 
ly the Greeke Poet Antimachus bewayled the death of 
his wife Liſidides, in ſuch mourning verſes 4 wofull 
plaintes, that whoſocuer read them, hee ſhould ber as 
redy to weepe in reading the dolefull Epitaph of Li- 
dides, as was Antimachus her huſband ſoꝛowfull of hir 
death. Pericles was ſo louing vnto his wife, being a no⸗ 
ble capitaine of Athens, and ſo chaſte, that when So- 
hocles ſp:ed a marueylous beautifull young man, ſap⸗ 
ing: Behold a paſſing fayze young man, Pericles auns 
ſwered and ſaide ; Not oncly the heart and the handes 
ofa Pagiltrate muſt bee-chaſte, but alſo his eyes muſt 
refuſe the ſight of any but his wife. It is read that Pe- 
ricles betngat Athens, he was found e kiſſing and ma⸗ 
king much of his wife, and being from Athens, he was 
found moze ſad to depart from his wife, then vnwilling 
to die fo2 his countrie. Orpheus loued ſo well his wife Orpheus 
Euridices, that as the Poettes faine he feared not the 
power of king Pluto to red&eme his wife, with hazarde 
and daunger of his ownebodie., Innumerable are they 
that delerue the like kame, ſo that theſe fewe maye bee 
a ſufficient p2ofe of others. And now a fewe examples 
to pꝛoue the like god will and loue from the wines 
ſhe wed towarde their huſbandes, as hithervnto yu 
heard the great lone of huſbandes toward their wines. 
Alceſtes a noble Qutene of I eſſalie, at what time Ring Alceſten 
Admetus hir huſbande ſhoulde die. hauing by au Oꝛa⸗ 
cle giuen an aunſwere, that if any woulde die foꝛ the 
Bing he ſhould liue: which when all refuſed, his wyfe 
Queene Alceſtes offred hir ſelfe to die to ſaue hir huſ⸗ 
bandes life. Iulia the wife of Pompeius the great, and 
onelp daughter to that famous and renowmed Jul: 
Cæſar Emperour of Rome, ſhe was no leſſe obedient 
vnto hir father Cæſar, then ſhee was louing vnto hir huſ⸗ 
bande Pompeius, who though they 4 Ra enimiee

one vnto an other, vet ſhee ſheſwed hir a louing daugh⸗ 
ter vnto hir father, and a true wife vnto hir huſbande; 
and lo true that when ſher ſawe hir awne Pompeius 
comming blouddy from the fielde, as his apparell made 
a ſhewe a great way of, ſhee ſuppoſing that hir huſband 
was ſlaine,beeing great wyth childe,trauayled ſtraight 
and died befoꝛe Pompeius hadde yet come in. The loue 
of Artimeſia Qutene of Caria towarde hir huſbande 
king Mauſolus, is as well declared by the ſumptuous 
Tombe and goꝛgeous gliftering graue which ſhe made 
fo him when hee died, compted fo2 the excelencie ther⸗ 
of one of the ſeauen wonders, as alſo truelye veriſied 
by cerimonies at his death, in making the ſkull of hys 
heade hir dꝛinking cuppe, in yzinking all the aſhes of 
his bodie as ſuger vnto hir wine, and in eating or his 
hart vnto hir body, ſa ping: though bodies be departed pet 
our hartes ſhall neuer be a ſunder. That noble Greke 
Laodamia twued hir huſbande ſo well, that when ſher 
hearde that hir huſbande Pfotheſilaus was llaine by 
Hector at the ſiege of Troyeſ ſhe deſired onely ef God 
that ſhe might ſee his ſhado we oꝛ lik eneſle once befoꝛe 
ſhee died: which when ſhee ſawe embꝛaſing the lpkenes 
of Protheſilaus as ſhet thought in hir huſbandes armes, 
ſie then pꝛeſently dyed, Ne reade that Quene Ipli- 
cratea loued hir huſvande kiſg Mythridates ſo entirely, 
that ſhee ſhaued all the heares of hir heade, and ware 


mans apparell, and follo weh him like a Lackp, foz that

A ſhoulve not know bir to be his wife, ſhee bad rather 
go vato the wars with hir huſbande like a lackie, than 
tary from hir huſbande in Pontus lyke a Qutene. Pau- 
Ima when ſhe hearde that hir huſbande Sencca was put 
ts death by that truell CEmpersꝛ and Tyzaunt Nero, 


whontie Seneca ſometime taught him in his youth Phi⸗ 


loſsphie, and at the length requited him with death: 
which when J ſay Paulina harde thereof, ſhe enquired

of diuers noble Greekes , and pet remayned lhe true 
vnto Vliſſes, the other thzough(fozce being rauiſhed by 
p:oud Torquinius ſonne named Arunti?, would nat be 
falſe vnto Collat:nus,but opentd the ſame & renenged it 
with hir owne death, Now againe to pzoue how well 
did Nucene Tomiris loue hir ſonne Meſgapites, the 
death of great Cirus King of Perſca with two hund2ed 
thouſande of his ſouldiours beſide can teſtiſie: 02 howe 
Ageus loued his ſonne Theſcks, which when he hadde 
perceyued the black ſayle, contrary vnto pzomiſe made 
befoꝛe when Theſeus went vſito Creete to the monſter 
Minotaurus, that his as he ſuppoſed was ſlaine in La- 
birinthus , he thzew him oucy a high rocke into the ſca. 
What ſhoulde J moleſt the reader herein, ſith an ende 
can ſcant be founde, but ondlye recite one wozthy hy- 
ſcozie out of Valerius of a ſęeruaunt vato one named 
Panopion that hearing that tertaine ſouldiours came 
vnto the City of Reat ina in ptrpoſe to kill his Payſter, 
he chaunged apparell with his mayſter ,and conueped 
his Payſter firſt awaye ſafe and ſounde from the eni⸗ 
mies, and he went vnto his Payſters bedde as though 
he had beenc Panopion, and ſuiffred h mſelfe to be ſlaine 
in ſteede of his Mapſter. Al man woulde thinke that 
greater loue coulde be founde in no man, then a man 
to die foꝛ his friende: and truth it is. But to finde ſuch 
loue in beaſtes towardes men a meruell great it were: 
Inſomuch, that in Leucadia, a Peacock loued a young 
Virgin ſo well, that when ſhee dyed, the Peacock alſo 
dyed. And Plini ſayth that in the Citie of Se ſton an 
Eagle being bꝛought vppc] by a young mapde loued 
the mayde ſo well that it woulde flee a bꝛoade and kill 
koules and bꝛing them whome to the young mayde ; 
and when the Uirgine died, the Eagle flewe vnto that 
fame fire where the mapdt was appoynted to die, and 


alſo died with hir. The Perſeans were wont foz fa- 


uour and affection they hay vnto their Yozſes,to burpe 
| thens 
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them and the people named Molosſi made bꝛaut ſe- 
pulchꝛes fo2 their dogges. Alexander the great made 
a tombe foz his hozſe Bucephalus: o did Antiochus, 
and Czfar likewiſe . Such tryed lone and faythfull 

truſt was found in Dogges, that the great King Ma- 

ſiniſſa of Numidia neuer went to bedde but had a doſen 
dogges in his great chamber, as his garde to ke&epc and 
watch him from his enimies, foꝛ ſure he was that mo⸗ 

ney might not coꝛrupt them, friendſhippe might not a- 

lure them, thꝛeatnings might not feare them. There 

was a Dogge in Athens named Caparus, vnto whome Caparus 
the tuition of the temple Aeſculapius was committed, 
with all the wealth and treaſure therin, which being in 
a night trayned vnto a ſnare, the temple was robbed, 
the ſubſtaunce and the richcfſe thence was ſtolne , but 
in the mo2ning the dogge founde out the falſhode theres 
of, and made all Athens pzime of the theenes by reueng 
and running towardes them. Wee reave in Plum tha 
Vliſles Dog which Vliſles left at home when he wen 
with Agatnemnon vntoPhrigia to the wars of Troye, 
and being twentie peares abſent, he founde Penelope 

his wifc,and his dog faithfull and louing at his returne. Purides 
That noble Greke Liſmacꝰ had a dog named Durides, 
that loued him fo well, that euen at Liſmachus deatt 
the Dogge died alſo, Hiero had another Dogge that di⸗ 
ed euen ſo, ran willingly vnto that flame of fire where 
his mayſter did burne, to die with him. J might well 
ſpeake of Alcibiades Dogge, which where ſo euer hee 
came, no man might 02 durſt ſpeake any cuill of Alci- 
biades in pꝛeſence of his Dogge. Titus Sabinus Dogge 
neuer fo:\ake his mayſter in pꝛiſon, and when anye 
man gaue him bꝛeade oꝛʒ meate, he bꝛought it vnto his 
Mapſter in pꝛiſon, and when he was thzowne into the 
river Tiber, the Dogge was ſ&@ne as Fulgotius ſapth, 
to doe what her coulde to lift vp his mayſters heade dut 
of the water, thinking NE bene _ = 
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what time Pirchus ſubdued the Citie of Argos, there 

was in that warces an Clep)ant which after he percey⸗ 

ned that his Payſter was flainp, went vp and downe 

amongſt the deade ſouldiours to ſeke his Mayfter: 

which being founde deade , che Clephant b2ought his 

bodie being deade toa ſafe plade , where the Elephant 

after much mourning died foz ſoꝛow. The like Exam ⸗

caſilie twke vp the-Coffinand bare it, to whome one of 
the Cittie ſayd: Beholde foure Diuels can carie the fift 
eaſilie,and being bꝛought to church, the Pꝛieſt un inn 
his lcwde life and wickedneſſe, ſayd that he ſhoul 
be buried in the Churche, foz that the Church "is the 
houſe ot God, and not a graue foz wicked men, his 
kriendes caried him vnto the bye way, chinking to make 
his graue there, there the Pinges officers withſtode 
that, and ſayde: that the Kings hie waie was not merte 
to bury any man.

one thing, J neuer ſaw ſofter hearcs to ſhaue then this 
man was wont to haue, by this commendation of the 
Barbour, he was buried, hauing accozding vnto the 
cuſtame that Cpitaph vpon his graue.

Nother great Pzince was ſo couetous that being 
A beſieged ina certen Citie called Baldac, of a ſtrong 
King hauing money ſufficient, wealth ſubſtaunce 
abundant within the Cittie, fo2 very deſire hee had to 
kerpe the money, de loſt the Citie, and being taken ha 
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<iue was demaunded of the King why he ſuffred his ci⸗ 
te to be ſubdue d, his ſouldiours laine, and himſelfe to 
be taken, hauing ſo much wealth within the Citie as 
might defende the Cittie, ſaue the men, and keepe him- 
ſelfe from Captiuitie: he being not able to aunſ wers 
the cauſe, helde his peace. The King perceyuing hys 
touetous minde to be the cauſe ot all de ſtrucion, ſapde: 
Come tell me where thy money is, and being bꝛought 
to a huge tower, where he caried his money to ſaue ſhe⸗ 
wed the King where the money was. The King toke 
the keye, and lockt him faſt with his money in the hie 
Tower, ſaping: A will neuer do ther that iniurie to take 
ther away from that which thou loueſt better than thy 
life, commaunding no man vppon paine of death to 
beare him eyther meate oꝛ dzinke , and ſo moſt wꝛet⸗

ſo many alwaies vnder them, as both Rome and Perſia 
were chicfiy in their dates by them defended, to be able 
to name ſo man ſoldiours, as either ot them both had 
in armie. Their Memoꝛie was ſuche then, that thct 
maie not be fozgotten now: lulius Cælar was as muche 


renowmed, ſoꝛ that Plime repozted, that he could dooe 
ſuche thynges by Pemozie,as in readyng, in talk ng, 
in hearyng, and in aunſweryng at one tyme, that no 
fault could be founde in either of theſe fower qualities 


at one tyme p2aciſed, whereby he deſerue ih no leſle 
pꝛaiſe by his Pemozte,then fame by his actes. Diners 
extelled in tyme paſte in Pemozie,as Horicnſns.a no⸗ 
ble Oꝛatour of Rome, was able to ſpeake in any place, 
any thing which he pꝛemidated p2inatly, without ſtu⸗ 
die openly,he had moꝛe truſte in his Pemoꝛie, then in 


bookes. Carmides of Grece was ſo famous foz this fa- 


tultie, that he neuer heard any readyng, but he could 
repeate it woꝛde by woꝛde without w2ityng, were the 
w2ityngo2 readyng neuer ſo long, he would not miſſe 
aſillable.Cyneas à noble and a famous Oꝛatour, one of 
rrhus, beyng ſente from E- 
pire vnto the Senatours of Rome as an Ambaſſadour, 
he but once hearpng the names of the Senates, befoze 
where when he came 


ther, that all the Senatours were in a greate admira⸗ 
tion of his Pemoꝛie, in repeat yng ſo many names, in 
open yng ſo many matters in cocludyng ſo man thin⸗ 


ges, whiche when he came vnto kypng Pirrhus his ma⸗ 
er whom krom Rome, 
ges and oꝛations, but allo 


retited not onely bis doyn⸗ 
eir aunſweres and replies,

enery wooꝛde by wooꝛde as then was fpoken,voen;p2 
wꝛitten by the Denatozs. This Cyneas was not ſo ex⸗ 
cellent of Pemozie, but alſo ofpaſſyng eloquence, of 
whom kyng Pyrrhus was wonte to (ate, that he gotte 
moz2ecities, tounes, and kyngdomes by the eloquente 
of Cineas, then with all the fozceand ſtrength or al the 
Epyrotes beſide. It is wꝛittt in Lacrrius lib. S. that P- 
thagoras had charge of God Mercurie, to aſke what he 
would ſauyna immoꝛtalitie and he ſhould haue it, and 
he willed to kepe in Pemoꝛie all thinges that be heard 
and ſa we, and to foꝛgette nothyng beyng deade, ok that 


whiche he ſawe beyng a line, whiche beyngaraunted, 


the ſoule of Athalides beyng ſlaine of Menelaus, ente⸗ 
red in Fophorbu:;Secondly tooke place in Hermonius 
thirdly in Pyrrhus:and fourthly in Pithagoras, whiche 
had ſuche Memoꝛie thereby , that he could deſcribe th 
ſtate of the liue, and the dead. Diners were famous fe 


 Pemozie emongſt the Oreckes, as Archippus, Lyſias 


des, Metrodorus, Carneades, Theodectes, and others. 
Many emongſtthe Romains were renoumed foz thet 

Pemozies,as Iulius Czſar, L.Scipio,Portius, Clandius 
Hortenſius, with infinite nomber, What greate fam 

had Mythridatcs kyng of Pontus, that hauyng as Plini 
and Gelius bothe re poꝛte.xxij.ſtraunge Nations, that 
were ſonldiours al waies in warres vnder him again 
the Romains, that he could ſpeake xxu. languages, witt 
out interpꝛeter to open his minde vnto th. A ſtraunge 
thyng it is nowe to finde a man in this dur ripe peres 
that can ſpeake half a doſen ſpeaches fa man can bu 
ſmatter in fire oꝛ ſeuen languages, he is noted to ber 

rare felowe, and pet king Mythridates had.rry. 4 not 

ol greate Memoꝛie, foꝛ ſome there be in learnyng one 
ſpeathe, that thei knowe not, thei foꝛget an other tha 

thei knowe. That wozthie man Lucullus is remem 
bꝛed of Ciceroin his fourth booke of Achademicall gue

Me read ol Porti⸗ 
us, that he neuer foꝛgot any thyng that he once read be⸗ 
koꝛe. e againe would neuer read that, whiche once he 


w2ote, but ſtraighte out of hande, his PMemozie was 
ſuche, would ſpeake it and pꝛonounce it in oꝛder, euen 


as he wꝛote it befoze, Bemozle ther foꝛe is likened vn⸗ 


to a Hette, whiche taketh and ſtaieth greate ſiſhe, and 
letteth thꝛough the little fiſhe: and euen as bokes that 


be not occupied ware ruſtie, and cleaue together. ſo me⸗ 


moꝛie whiche is not occupied, ſaieth Seneca ware dull 
and obliuisus, as wee oftentpmes ſee howefo2getfult 
men ware, either withſicknes,age,o2 ſuche like, that 
lettethtbe Pemozie of man to be occupied: as Orbilius 
by extremitie of age, foꝛgot his alphabetes and letters 
Hermolaus had a frtde, whithe in his youth was a pers 
kecte Grecian, ànd pet in his latter peres wared ſe ob⸗ 
liuious, chat he could not read Greke, Plini ſaieth Meſ- 
ſala ſurnamed Coruinus waredſo-fozgetfullby longe 
ſickneſſe, that he foꝛgotte his owne name. And Seneca 
docth wꝛite of one Caluiſiug, that was ſo weake of me 
mozte, that he did foꝛgette the names of thoſe, that he 
was daielp in companie, as Achilles Vlixes, and Pria⸗ 
mus, whom he kne we verie well Mhat is it els foꝛ a 
manne ts wante Pemozie e. wante the name ol 
his kno wen frende foz he is no man that knoweth not 
that man, as Auguſtus Cæ wc ſomtyme Empe rour of 


Rome, his beadeis verie obliuious wh he ſhould coms 
unto the Senate, he demaunded of the Emperoꝛ, we 
cher he would tommaund Tbymto doe any thyng that

Likewiſe Atticus the ſsonne of 
Sophiſta, was of fraile Memoꝛie, that he could neuer 
keepein mynde, the names ol the lower Elementes, 
Bamba a tertaine kyng ot the Gotes, by adzanghte of 
dzinke giuen by Heringius his ſucteſlour loſte his Pe- 
moꝛie:it mais welt be that dzinke cutteth of Memozie 


Foz the Poetes faine, that there is a riuer in helle na⸗ 


med Lethes, whoſe water if any man taſte thereof, he 
foꝛgetteth any thyng doen, oꝛ paſt bef63e, In this were 
the Thracians ſo dulle of Pemoꝛie, that thei could not 
compte abone the nomber ot lower. Now that memo⸗ 
rie is pꝛaiſed in ſome, and obliuiouſnes diſpꝛaiſed in o⸗ 


thers, that there wante no teſtimonie therein, what 
mie bee ſpoken of thoſe, that then were compted the 


famous clearkes, and the rens wmeſt D2atours in all 
the woꝛlde, whiche did not onely ſtaie in their oꝛatids 


but alſo quite wer beſive their matters:as Demoſthc- 


nes and Cicero, two noble Oꝛatours, vpon who de pen⸗ 
ded the ſtate ol Athens and Rome, fache imperkectic 
was in them nottithſtanding that Demoſthenes w 
diſmaied at the pzeſenco ol Philip kyng ol Macedonia, 


and Cicero aſtonied at the pꝛeſente of the Denatours,

And ũth death is the laſt line of life , aſwell appointed 
foꝛ pꝛintes as fo2 pooze men, who in reading the liues 
of Emperours,Kinges and Pꝛinces, the nobles of the 
woꝛlde ſeeth not their vnhappie ſtates , whiche com⸗ 
myng vnto the woꝛlde naked, and departyngfrom the 


ſame naked, vet like pꝛoude pilgrimes buſie one to de⸗ 


ſtrope another, not cõtented with countries and king⸗ 
domes, go from one place vnto another, from one coũ⸗ 
trie vnto another like Pilgrimes, to bee acquaintet 
with miſerie and to ſeeke death. Alexander the great 
conquerour takyng his voiage from his kyngdome of 
Macedonia vnto India, to de ſtroie all the wozide, hee 
was in the citie of Babilon pzenfted by Antipater and 
Iola his taſter and kinſman with poiſon, and there he 
died . Philopomena greate Emperour ſometyme in 
Greece, beyng in pꝛiſon in Meſlena, taken in the wars 
res, and beyng ſo cruelly handled, that he beſought Dj- 
nocrates whiche then was ſoꝛince of that countrie and 
tonquerour ouer hym,one dꝛaught of poiſon, he coulde 
not be cõtent to be Emperour and ruler of Greece, bi 
moued to ſeeke death in a ſtraunge countrieamongel 
his loes. Ladiſlaus kyng of Apulia endeuouryng to ſub⸗ 
due the Florentines, and ſeekyng to bee kyng ouer th 
Florentines , he loſte the kingdome of Apulia, Foz by 
them was hee at length poiſoned, and ſo berefte fro 
his owne kingdome and life, with this vnhappie kinde 
ol death wer many pꝛintes pꝛeuented, no leſſe thzete 
ned are theſe pꝛinces of their owne houſhold frendes 
then of fozen koes, no leſſe do their childꝛẽ, their win 
bꝛethꝛen and kinſmen, ſtudie to deſtrote them, ſome 
tyme fo2 the kingdomes ſake, ſome tymefo2 hateret 
hidden, and moſt oftẽ pꝛouoked of theſe to ſpoile them 
as it is wꝛitten, that Claudius Cæſar an Emperour o 
Rome, was poiſoned of his owne wife Agrippina.

(enceofail the Perſians, left he nnn

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fight in warres againſte Grece his countrep. Cuen ſa 
Aratus Pꝛinte of Sicionia. perteiuyng Philip the pon⸗ 
ger, hould baniſhe and exile hym aut of his countrep, 
was enfoꝛced to dꝛinke his owne death, out of his one 
hande. Euen after this ſoꝛt, after long adminiftratioz 
of common wealth, after greate honour had, and after 
Pzincely dignities poſſeſſed , with woꝛthie renowme 
and fame receiued, did noble Socrates, learned Anaxas 
goras, woꝛthie Seneca, famous Demoſthenes poiſon 
them ſelues. Thus their pilgrimages were ended, am 
their liues ſiniſhed, their honoꝛ and dignitie, their fame 
and renoume did purchaſe them death. Bappie the are 
thoſe, whom the wozlde knowe not, ne yet deſire to be 
acquainted with the wonlde, but quiete and contented 
doe trauaile their Pilgrimage. ad not lugurtlia thau⸗ 
ſted foz the kyngdome of Numidia, he had not Cain hi 
two bꝛethꝛen Adherbales and Hiemphales, which wer 
partakers of the croune,fo2 the whiche,vengeance ſell 
bpon hym, he had not comen vnto cruell Marius hande 
to bee ſubdued , neither had he died in pꝛiſon. Bad not 
king Syphax thurſted the Empire of Rome, he had ne⸗ 
uer been taken captine and pꝛiſoner with Tyburus, 
where he at lengthe out of his kyngdome died in pꝛi⸗ 
ſone , Henry the thirde was of his owne ſooune , na- 
med henry again putte in pꝛiſon, where he died, Ari- 
ſtonicus (oz all his buſineſſe and greate doynges, 
banquiſhed by the Conſull Aquilus, and put in pꝛiſ 
where likewiſe he died. In p2iſon diuers pzinces 
ded like in koꝛeine countries, diuers kindes of death 
ſond2ie plagues happen vpon pꝛinces, moze then 
man els, as oꝛderly A meane to pꝛoue by their Pilg 
mages and liues.

To 
ſpeake of Pꝛinte Boges, the drare frende ſometyme of 
kyng Xerxes, which when he kne we that he could not 
eſcape the hande of Cimon, and the power of Athens, 
he made greate fire, where he cauſed his wife and ton⸗ 
tubins, his childꝛen and familie to be burned, and then 
his gold, ſiluer, and treaſure, and laſt of all burned him 
ſelf, Empedocles Catuſus Luctatius, Aſdrubal, and Por- 
tin died this death. J mate not be tedious in reeityng to 
many naines,but ſome to ſhewe and to wꝛite, that did 
take a part of ſondꝛie plagnes,+ diuers deathes. Ss de⸗ 
ſirous wer men alwaies to become p2inces, ſo ambiti⸗

a Pꝛince of Carthage, whiche flour iſhed in the tyme of 
kyng Philippe, father to Alexander the greate, whiche 
fo2 his pꝛeſperous ſucceſſe, Foꝛtune, and lucke that he 
had in all his attemptes, he wared to be ſuche a tyꝛaũt 
that his owne people fir ſte bounde hym with coardesx 
whipt hym with roddes, pluckt out his eyes, bꝛake his 
legges, cutte ot his handes: and at laſte to recompen 
his Tpꝛannie, thei hanged hym vp in Carthage, Theſe 
were no meane men, that thus were hanged in their 
owne Countrep, of their owne people: But honoure 
which is al waies ambitious, doeth bꝛyng this to paſſe 
euerp where. Theſe P2inces were in the middeſte of 
life , arreſted by death, and by diners kindes of death. 
Some as pou haue heard with poiſon, ſome with fire, 
ſome with hangyng hane ended their Pilgrimages, 
ſome againe were deuoured of their owne hozſes, ; 
Diomedes kyng of Thracia was foode hym ſelf vnto 
thoſe beaſtes, whiche befoze he fedde with mennes bo- 
dies. The kyngof Eubza foz his tyꝛannie in Boztia, 
was giuen by Hercules to be eaten of his owne hoꝛſes. 
Lucinius the Emperour, at what tyme he had appoin⸗ 
ted his doughter Herina, ſhould bee giuen vnto his hoz- 
ſes to be eaten, he hym ſelt miniſtryng her as fode vn⸗ 
to theim, was toꝛne in peces. It happened that Neo- 
cles the ſonne of that noble Oræke Themiſtocles, was 
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Diomedes.

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by a hozſe likewiſe deuonred\, This plague was not 
ſtraunge vnto Pꝛinces, foz thei were al waies ſubienc 
; vnto all kinde of deatbes. After that famous Pꝛince 
Menus. McrtiusCapitaine of the Libigns, hadbzoken with the 
Romains pꝛomiſe of truce and amitie, he was after- 
ward, as Liuidoeth witnefſe; taken and dzawen of fo⸗ 
wer greate hoꝛſes a liue, at the commaundemente of 
2 | Tullus Hoſtilus beyng then kyng of Rome. Ayng Thee 
Hippoliew. ſeus ſoonne Hippolitus, beeyng then falſely of his Pos 
ther in lawe Quene Pedra accuſed, ſliyng to auoide 
the furie and rage of his Faſher at the requeſte of the 
Queene, was toꝛne in peetes ot wilde hoꝛſes. But let 
vs paſſe further, and then we ſhall reade, that ſome as 
gaine, euen as thei afoʒe ſaigd Pzinces were deuoured 
of hozſes, were of Serpent s ſtonged vnto death , as 
Laccon. Laocon that wozthie Troizn, was in open ſighte of 
8 twoo Serpentes deſtroied, pea, that famous and war⸗ 
Cicopatn® like woman Cleopatra Quetne of & gypt, after her los 
uer and frende Marcus Ahtomus was conuicked by 
Auguſtus Cæſar the Empexour, ſhe had rather to bes 
overcomed with Serpentes , then ſubdued by Czſar, 
Ophelees Mith this death was Opheltes Lycurgus ſenne kyng 
| of Menca vanquiſhed. Again ſome of wilde Bozes,and 
ragyng Lions periſhed,as Anceus kyng of Samos, and 
Paphages kpng of Ambraci, periſhed in the like milo⸗ 
rie, the anc by a Booze, the other bya Lion. Dome by 
Linus. Dogges, as Linus Apollosſonne, Plini in his ſeuenth 
booke, maketh mention ofa Mucene in Bythinia, nas 
Lofinges, med Coſinges, kyng Nicoredes wife, whom her owne 
Euripides, dagges flue, and tare in p&ces. Euripides that learned 
Grecke, commpng in the nighte tyme, from Archelaus 
kyng of Macedonia, with whom he had been at ſupper 
was by an ill willer ofhis mette , named Promerus, 
whiche let his dogges to mangle hym vnto death. Cut 
ſo were Heraclitus and Diogines bothe Philoſophers, 
vy dogges like wiſe deade J mate not fo2get ſogreate 
- g 
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a Pꝛinte as Baſlius the Emperour of Macedon, which 
in huntyng emongeſt his loꝛdes and nobles, vea.emð⸗ 
geſt thouſandes ot his Commons, he onely meetyng a 


Harte in the chaſe, was pꝛickt in the legge, and ſo died. 


As foꝛ Seleucus kyng of Siriæ, ſoonne vnto Antiocbs, 


ſurnamed the GDD, and Bela kyng of Pannonia, thei 
were bothe thꝛowen by their hoꝛtes, and ſo died If 


thefe miſchaunces happen vnto pꝛinces in the middeſt 


of their gloꝛie and ſtate, what is it then but miſerie ol 


moꝛtalitie, and pilgrimages olf Pꝛinces, ſithe nothyng 
expelleth fate, noꝛ can auoide death. Some ſo wearie 
ok life, ſome ſo fearfull of death, that thei thꝛewe them 
ſelf vnto waters to be dꝛouned, others foz all diligente 
keare, watchyng fo2 death, were moſte ſhamfully,not- 
withſtandyng by death pꝛeuented. Fredericke the Ents 
perour marchyng towardes Jerufalem, after that he 
had taken Cities and. Tounes in Armenia, in paſſyng 
thꝛoagha little riuer, he was dꝛouned. Decius that no-- 
ble and ſtoute Kyng , enfozced to take his flighte from 
the Gothes , with: whom he then was in warres,was: 
dꝛouned in the Pariſhe grounde . Marcus Marcellus 
after that he had been a Conſull in Rome thꝛee tymes, 
befoze the thirds warres bet wirte the Romains and 
the Carthagians , was like wife by a ſhipwzacke taſt a⸗ 
waie. Howe many noble Pꝛintes were dꝛouned w 10 
Pharo kyng ot & gypte in the redde ſea, we rede in the 
ſacred ſcriptures. Pow manpagain that ſeas and was 
ters ſpoiled from life, wee reade of, whiche altered the 
names ofthe ſeas and waters, when thei were dꝛou⸗ 
ned, with their owne namts.

ſpoken, To many wer by waters ſpoiled, as we ſe dai⸗ 
ly by experience. As foz honger diuers Pꝛinces againe 
died, yea, compelled to eate their ownefleſhe , as Exiſi- 
&hon and Neocles a Tyꝛaunt of Scycioma, whiche foʒ 
biscruell tyꝛannie vnto Athens, he taſted of the ſame 
feaſte hym ſell. Jt is w2itten in Curtius, that Queene 
Syligabis kyng Darius mother died of honger. Whoſo 


readeth Chꝛonicles ſhall finde diuers miſchaũces haps 
pen vnto p2inces,from tyme to tyme, fo2 that thei bee 


enuiedat, foz Vlixes the Greke , leſte any ofſp2yng of 
Hector ſhould riſe in Phrigia, to reuenge the falle of 
Troye, and his tountrey taſte Hectors ſonne Aſtianax 
ouer the walles a liue. Cui as ſomtime Lycurgus king 


ok Thracia was of hisowne Subicctes, thzowen heads 


long vnto the ſea, foꝛ that he firſt mingled water with 
wine. How many famoug/and noble pꝛinces were ſto⸗ 


ned and by ſtones deade, as valiaunte Pyrrhus kyng ot 
the Epirotes, beyng in wrres with Antigonus, was 


ſlaine by an alde woman with a Tile ſtone at Argos, 


Pyrãder at what tyme the Athenians warred againſt᷑ 
Eumolpus, foz that he feated famine, hidden the wheat 


from his ſouldiours, was therefoze of theim ſtoned to 
death: Euen ſo was Cinha the Romaia,at the warres 


bet wixte the Frechemen and Rome, foz the like thing 


ſtoned vnto death ſtoute Cebrion, king Priamus ſonne 


was ſlaine by a ſtone of Patroclus, at the ſiege of Troy, 


ſo was Cignus of Achilles at the ſame time. O vnſted⸗ 
faſte Fo2tune, that little tones ſhould ende ſo many 
famous lines of Pꝛinces, O vnpꝛudente Pꝛintes, that 
knowe not how nigh al waies ve are vato death. How 
many did God puniſhe, and plague with ſodaine death 
fo: their offences and miſliupng: as Mythridates kyng 
of Pontus, Nicanor the ſoonne of Parmenio kyng ot 
Macedonia, as Curtius in his v. boke dooe ite, died 
ſodainly . Sertotius wap llaine ſodainly *

ofthe Bactrians, the fire inventourof Magique, was 
pꝛinces was the onely cauſe of their falles,inſo muche 
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by Vpenna. The Cmperour Heliozabalus was ki

That renowmed and 

famous Conquerour Iulius Cæſar, was in the middeſt Cent.

and Caſs ius. Diners Conſuls in Rome died this death, 

as Fabius Maximus, Gurges the Senatour, and Mans Gurges. 
lius Torquatus, eu at his ſupper diedp2eſently. Thus Maolivs. 
ſome with Thunderboltes did God like wiſe puniſhe, 


as Pꝛince Capaneus Nlaineat the warres of Thebes, Capancus, | 


Tullius Hoſtilus kyngof Rome, was with a Thunder⸗ Tullius 
bolt, fo2 his inſolencie and pꝛide flaine.Zoroaſtes king Hoſtiliu-

Nothyng lo vncertaine as the ſtate of pꝛinces, nothing 
moꝛe deceiptfull then pzinces again as well pꝛoued by 
hiſtoꝛies: Fo2 Minoes kyng of Crete tranailyng after 
Dedalus vnto Sicilia, was there of his great freve kyng 
Cocalus,as he ſuppoſed, ſlaine thzough deceipt,euen ſo 
was Alebas chief gouernour of Lariſla, a citte in Theſ- 
ſalie, murthered ot his owne ſouldioꝛs. The deſire that 
men beare vnto honour and dignitie, is ſuche that ac⸗ 
tompaneth with death, as Spu Caſsius, and Spu Melus 
fo: the gredines vnto the Empire of Rome, wer bothe 
woꝛthely beheaded. God hath ſhe wed iuſte vengeance 
vpon pꝛintes foꝛ their iniquitie, with plagues 4 Peſti⸗ 
lences, whiche ſpoiled the Emperoꝛ Conſtantine, the 
Empzeffe his wife Zoæ, and by this was Marcus An- 
tonius, Alphonſius, and Domitius iuſtly and wozthely 
puniſhed. God hath wonderfully puniſhed the pꝛide of 


pꝛinces, euen with ſhamefull and hozrible death, that 


Lice and Uermine conſumed their bodies a liue: Ag 
Maximilian the Tmperpure, Arnulphus, Honorificus 
kyng of the Vandoles, aud Herode kyng of lewrie, wer 
eaten vp a line with vermines and wo2mes, Plini and 
Plutarche, ſaieth that pzpude Silla, whiche ſoze plagued 


Rome and Italie, was canuerted all his ſleſhe vnto lice 


and ſo died. Herodotus dooeth like wiſe repoꝛte of one 
Pheretrina a Mneene of Barcæans, that of this filthie 
and hoꝛrible death died GD gaue theim coner in the 
middeſte of their pleaſure,euen eatyng and dzinkyng, 
as Septimus and Valentianus , two famous Empe- 
rours died of ſurfette, f wante of diſgeſtion. Archeſ⸗ 
laus died pꝛeſently with one dꝛaught of wine. What is 
the life of Pꝛinces, but an vncertaine Pilgrimages, 
Whiche ſcante ſeeth his daies fully by nature graunted 
as we lee how, and after what ſoꝛt thei die daiely eue⸗ 
ry where. There was greate difference betwene the 
Pilgrimage of Vlixes and his felowes, whiche * 
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and frame. And foz that in his pilgrimage he was wiſe 
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the Mitche did chaunge theim vnto diuers kindes of 
beaſtes, fo2 that thei knewe not what Pilgrimage 
meante, and Vlixes hym ſelf kepte his naturat! ſhape 


and painfull in his life. he did learne of & olus Phiſick, 
of Cirſes Magicke, of Calipſo Aſtronomie, and that vn⸗ 


der couler of fables, That pilgrimage is onely appoin - 


ted vnto manne , to knowe hym ſelf, and to ſerue his 
Ood, diuers learned Philoſophers, ao Pichagoras, De- 
mocritus, Anaxogaras trauailed from Grece bnto x - 
gypte, bnto Perſia, vnto Caldea, and to diuers other 
countries fo2 knowledge ſake. Anachaſsis from tolde 
Scythia, made his voiage to Athens foz learnyng. Ap- 
polonius from Rome went ouer Caucaſus vnto India, 
vnto A(viria,toknowe moze Philoſophie. Yea, wome 
are famous fo2 their pilgrimage therein, as Saba came 
from Athiope, the fartheſt part of the wozlbe,foheare 
Salamons witte,and to learne wiſedome. Cornelia frõ 
Rome beyng a noble woman, wente vnto Palzſtina to 


heare ſaince Hierome teache Chziſtiang, The Pilgri- 


mage that Solon made foꝛ Athẽs, that Lycurgus made 
fo2 the Lacedemonians, that Architas made fo2 Tarens 
tum are commended, The trauaile that Pittacus tooke 
fo2 the people of Myttilæna, that that Cleobulus tooke 
fo: the Rhodians , that Bias and Thales tooke foz the 
people of lonia are pꝛaiſed. Wee are bozne not foz our 
ſelues, but fo; our countrey and frendes, foꝛ them wee 
ought to trauaile, Fo2 this cauſe became Plato, from a 
famous ozatour in Athens, to bee a renoumed ſouldio2 
at the beſiegyngof Corinth, and Tenagra: Foz this 
wente Socrates Platoes maiſter to Amphipolis ,and 
Potidza twoogreate cities in Delos, to fight foz their 
Countrey . Philoſophers were not alwaties occupied 
with bookes,but when tyme ſerued, thei were ſeen in 
armes, as Architas was ſire tymes generall emongeſt 
the Tarentines. T yrtzus elected gyaunde Capitaine e- 
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table, ſuppoſpng his:

mongeſt the Lacedemonians,Xenophon whiche Thu- 
cidides Highly aduaunce,one of the chief Souldiours of 
kyng Cirus. What cauſed the Philoſopher Zeno to res 
fiſt thepaincely power ol king Antigonus:What mos 
ned Bias to withſtanve the fozce of kyng Aliates . In 
fine what made Phocion, Ariſtides, Themiſtocles and 
others to become ſouldiours, to ſtand in armes againſt 
their enemies, the loue of Athens, The pilgrimage of 
this our life is nothing els, but a continuall trauatll vn- 
till we tome to our [aſt tourney, whiche is death, then 
is the ende of all pilgrimage and iuſte accoumpt to bes 
made foz the ſame; 


Of Diſcimulation and Crafte, 
of Subtiltie and Deceipte. 


Iogenes that Cinike Philoſos 
her , makyng hym (clfigno- 
aunt ſomtyme inthat, which 
z8 knewe beſte was wont in 
zanquettes and feaſtes, to ſay 
ifany manne had demaunded 
what kind ol meate, wer ther 
Aſcan not name, but J ca eat 

— 8 „ andſo would paſſe to aun- 
wer any thing truely with diſſimulatiõs, in ſo muche 
that Sigiimonde the Empꝭi rour would ſaie that he that 
could not diſſemble, could hot rule. At what tyme Gal⸗ 
ba a Citizein of Rome, hab bidden agentleman named 
Mecænas vnto Supper, perceiupng the gentleman to 
bee in fone with his wife,fained hym a fleepe,foz that 
Mecænas might ſhewe fojne part of his will, and ioue 
in the meane ſeaſon, while his wife and Mecæna were 
in talke, and he hym ſelf in diſſemblyng flept,came one 
ok his ſeruauntes, to take ſome thinges awaie from the 
uſter had been aſleepe ,-vnfs 
whom 
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whom his mailter ſaied, well you varlet, though J ſee 
not Mercænas, pet I ſee to pou, à fleepe vnto hym, and 
not vnto you, The like diffimulation was betwene 
Demoſthenes and Archias, at what tyme he fledde A- 
thens,fo2 feare of Antipaters diſpleaſure,and went vn⸗ 
to the Alle Calauria, where in the Temple of Neptune 
he hid hym ſeltk vntill Archias came, and pꝛomiſed hym 


what honour and dignitie he ſhould haue, if he could 


tome vnto Antipater, and with faire woꝛdes he diſſem 
bled with Demoſthenes , that he came foz the purpoſe 


from the nyng vnto him, Demoſthenes percetapng his 
diſſimulations, and craftie meanes,anſwered plainly, 
to moue hym vnto anger, where truthe is oftentimes 


opened, and ſaied: Thou of all men couldeſt neuer play 
vpõ the ſtages, plaivng thy parte then, and now at this 
tyme, thou canſt not bee an Oꝛatour to perſwade me, 
whereat Archias waxed angrie, and thzeatnedto hale 
him out of the Cemple, vnto whom Demoſthenes ans 
ſwered. Nowe perfoꝛce thy diſſimulation is chaunſed 
bnto truthe. A might hereon ſtaie, to note thegreate 
dillimulations betwene Metellus and Scipio, whiche 
was ſo greate that Metellus faigned that Rome was 
happie, that Scipio was bozne therin, and pet his moꝛ⸗ 
tall enemie all the daies ok his lie, and therefoꝛe Frede⸗ 
ricke an Emperour ſometyme of Rome, at what tyme 
the Senatours would goe ſitte aboute the ſtate of the 
cifte, would ſate,befoze you go vnto the Senate houſe, 
caſte awaie from you two thynges that youcary with 
you, and beeyng demaundedof the Senatours, what 
two thynges were thet , he ſaied, Simulations, and 
Dillimulations. Jn this Philippe of Macedon did differ 
muche from his ſonne Alexander,inſomuche that A⸗ 
lexander would conſente to nothyng, but to magnimi 
tie and truthe, and his father to all kinde offaihod,as 
ſeen by ſubduyng ofthe Sarunſians, and the Cities ot 


Thracia, who vnder coulour of peace, commaunded his 


Oo. ij. Soldioure 
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Souldiours to bꝛyng vnder their clokes, euery one a 
coarde, that at what tyme kyng Philippe made ſilence 
to ſpeake, the enemies being attentife to heare.he ret⸗ 
ched faꝛthe his right hande,foz a watche wooꝛde to his 
Souldiours,ſodainly to binde with their coardes their 
enemies, and to bꝛyng theim captiues to Macedonia. 
Che like craft vſed Alcibiadgs emongeſt the Agrigen⸗ 
tines, fatnyng that he hadde to ſpealie foꝛ the common 
p2ofite,as well of Athens, as ot Agrigentũ, tallyng the 
in plate, as though he would ppen ſome thyng neceſſas 
rie vnto them, had the Grekeſ ready in the meane time 
to fake the titie and to poſſeſſe their ſubſtaunce by this 
crafte. Suche crafte vſed Thraſillus, to take the Citie 
Byzantium, ſuche deceipte pſed Zopirus, to ouercome 
Babilon, Suche did Tarquiqius the ſoonne of Sextus 
Tarquinius pzaciſe againſt the Gabians, who when he 
perteiued, that his father might by no meanes ſubdue 
them,he imitated Zopirus craft, makyng the enemies 
to beleue that he was ill handeled, andcruelly vſed ot 
bis father , and that he kne we well how to decciue his 
father, and to betraie hym vunto them, thei beyng rea⸗ 
die to beleue Tarquinius, made hymchtefof their com⸗ 
pante: he ſtraight ſente ts his father meſſengers, to ſi⸗ 
gniſie vnto hym, that he might doe his pleaſure with 
his enemies. The olde Tarquinius vnderſtandyng the 
tratte, and ſubtiltie oł his ſoonne, bꝛought the meſſen- 
ger vnto a faire garden, miſtruſtyng like a wiſe pꝛince 
tbe matter, gaue this ſubtile warning vnto his ſonnes 
embaſſadoꝛ. Malkyng vp and doune the Garden with 
diners noble menne, he with his ſtaffe beate the chief 
flowers ol the Garden, ſaiyng vnto the meſſenger fare 
well, tell my ſoonne what J dooe,and bid hym doe ac- 
coꝛdyngly, whiche yong Tarquinius perteiuyng his fa⸗ 
thers minde, ſlue the beit of the enemies, oppꝛeſſed the 
chiet men, and betraied thc Citie vnto his father. By 
this meanes the crafte that Conon the mo 
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teiued the Perſians in Ciprus , The ſubtiltie that Þ 00 
ſtratus vſed, to begile the people of Megzra,x Haniball 
in Italy are of like effede, that ſubdued Tarentum, in ſo 
muche that Hanibal was wot to ſaie, whe the Romains 
had again wonne Tarentii, Eadem arte qua prius eapinius 
T arentum amifimas; Foz by crafte Hambal vanquiſ + 
the 
ſame agatne. Antigonus deceinedthe Citizeins of Co⸗ 
riath,vnder the toulour of mariage,bet wirt his ſanne 
Demetrius, and Alexanders wife, who then was a wi⸗ 
do we, and a Nucene in Corinth, that in the middeſt of 
triumphes, and pꝛeparations to the mariage, An 175

the Tarentines, and by crafte did the Romains wi 


nus by deceipte tooke the Caſtle, commaunded his 
diours in armes, and pꝛoclaimed hym ſelf kyng in Co⸗ 
rinth. In the ſame booke of Poliznus, the like hiſtozie 
is w2itte of Lyſander of Sparta, and Nearchus of Crete, 
the one pꝛomiſpng to the inhabitauntes of Miletum, 
his aide and helpe, in defending their liberties, the peo⸗ 
ple giuyng credite vnto a kynges pꝛomiſe, truſted to 
haue Liſander their ſpeciall frende, thei ſounde hym 
their moztall foe , foz he deteiued theim thereby, and 
toke the citie of Miletum vnto hym ſelt. The other ſai⸗ 
lyng vnto the Hauen ol Telmeſſus, to renue frendſhip 
with Antipatridas, who then gouernedthe citie of Tel⸗ 
meſſus, vnder the colour of frendſhippe, he had his men 
of armes ready on the Sea, to deſtrope his frende, to 
take the citie vnto him ſelf.

ly ſeen in warres, where muche falſhode and periurie 


are pꝛactiʒed, but in all thynges men vſe crafte, actoꝛ⸗ 
dyng to the pꝛouerbe, There is crafte in daubyng, To 
ſpeake of Theodectes crafte towarde his maiſter Arj- 
ſtotle, to ſpoile hym pꝛiuilp ot his g loꝛy · To ſpeake of 
Sertorius deceipte, in winnyng autthoaitieemong the 
common people. To deſcribe the meaus that Dioniſius 
bled to gette monep emongeſt the Sracuſans, oz hawe 
Pytluus deceiued Cannius in his bargaine of Fiſhe,D2 
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N how Darius became king of I erſia. by niſyng of a Pare 
and a million moꝛe ſuche deceiptes and craftes 4 will 
that the reader reade —— „when he ſhall haue e- 
nough of falſhode, becauſe is vſed dinerfip,J wil 
ſomewhat tonche thoſe that b ed crafte,in altering the 

ſelues in fozme, and ſhape of women, ſome foꝛ filthic 
lutte, ſome fo: vertuc fake, ſqme ſas vice. What kinde 
Saranapalis. of diſſimulation was in Sarc napalus Ryng of Siria , to 
foꝛſake the Empire, to foꝛgoſhis kyngdome, to become 

from a Pꝛince. like a woman to ſpinne and carde with 
his concubines, and ſo from the ſhape af a man, to deſ- 
ſemble bym to be a woman. W Ahat kinde ol diſſimula⸗ 

. tion did that renownred;ouen the ofſpꝛyng of Goddes, 
Hercules: and ſdonne vnto Iupiter, thut might ie Hercules , after 
| that he famev monſters, uo Giantes.ouercame Dꝛa⸗ 


gons, Lions, milde beaffes, and pet to tranſtate hym 
from a n anda conquerour, in a womans appa 
rell, foꝛmed hym felfa woman, with ſuche cautell and 


x craffiediſſimulations;that he ſerued Omphale Quene 
of Lidia like a woman, int e apparell of a woman at 
the whele, at the cardes, at Dmphalcs comaundement, 
Whaf kindeof crafte vſeyClodius , to bzyng his pur- 

poſe to paſſe, with Pompeija, Czſars wifelikewite diſ- 
ſemblyng hym ſelfto bee q woman, as Cicero tanteth 
him in an epiftle that he w2itethvato Lentulus, where 
he ſaieth that Clodius diſſimbled with the Nimph Bo- 
va dea, às he was wonte to bſe the thꝛee ſiſters Thus 

Codius. Clodius wotild at all tymęs goe vnto Pompeia, in the 

apparel ofa woman to vſꝶ ſuche feates, that made Cz- 

far to denozſe his wife Pompeia, Diſſimulations , cau- 
telles, crattes, as thei are moſt euill to pꝛactiſe wicked 

thynges, ſo are thei ot the contrarp, moſte neceſſary to 
doe good, as Euclides, whiche vſed the like crafte as be⸗ 
koze, but to the better purpoſe, where thei pꝛactiſed 
this keate, to feede luſte, ſopleaſure aſfedion, he vſed it 

Fo ſee Socrates, teade Philoſophie, and to learne wiſe- 

dome

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dome, fo2 there was a Lawe betwene Athens and the 
Megaris, foz the greate hatered that the one bare vnto 
the other, that who ſo euer came from Athens vnto 
Megaris, ſhould die , And who ſo euer would goe from 
Megaris vnto Athens ſhould likewiſe die. This death 
feared not Euclides ſo much from his purpoſe, but loue 
that he bare vnto Socrates, vnto Philoſophie, and vn⸗ 
to wiſedome, was aſmuche that he would in the night 
trauaile from Megaris vnto Athens. In the apparel of 
a woman, leſt he ſhonld bee knowen,and retourne be- 
foze date from Athens, vnto Megaris again. This diſſi- 
mulationand crafte of Euclides was farre better , and 
moꝛe to bee commended, then the doynges of the foze 


renowmed P2inces, Better is Semiramis Qutene of $Scmiramis. 


Babilon thought of that ſhe perceiuingher yong ſanne 
Ninus, to bee too tender to gouerne the ſtoute Babilos 
mans and Aſsirians,knowyng the nature of the people 
to be impaciente of a womans gouernemente, the be- 
came in apparell like a man, and rule the kyngdome, 
vntill her ſonne came vnto ripe age. Poze pꝛaiſe ought 
Pelagia haue a woman of Antioch though ſhe fained 
phym ſell to bee a man, and diſſembled with the wozide 
in that caſe , vet this was to auoide pleaſure and luſte, 
and to liue chaſtly and ſolitarie, without the companie 
of men. Foz this cauſe is | 
and Euphroſina a maide of Alexandria wozthy pꝛefer⸗ 
red befo2e Cleocritus & Clilthenes,foz that they wente 
inthe apparell ot men, to liue in the wilderneſſe, to a⸗ 


uoide luſte and ſenſualitie:the others wente in the ap⸗ 


par el of women, to begile women. Czlius doeth r 
certaine women as Mantinea, Laſthenia, A xiothe: 
and Phliaſia would come in their apparell like men, to 
heare Plato reade Philoſophie in ſchoole. The cauſe of 
their diſſimulations was vertue and honeſte life: The 
cauſe of the others craftes and diſſembling feates; was 
bice and ill life , ſo that diſſimulation is 1 often 
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bad. Foz wee reade at what tyme the launtyng laddes 
of Grete, had determined to fetche home againe faire 
Helene Menelaus wife from Troie, where ſhe was 
rauiſhed by Paris kyng Priamus ſoonne , that then A; 
chilles the ſtouteſt, and wozthiefte of all theGreekes, 
while yethellepte in the tente of Chiron his mother 
Thetis, which the portes fain to be a Goddefſe, ſodain⸗ 

ly toke hym fr5 Chirons houſe, chaungedhis apparel 
like a woman, 4 appoincet where he ſhould hide hym 
ſelk with the doughters ol kyng Lycomedes, where he 
got of one ok theim with childe, whiche was Pyrrhus, 
which was Deidamia ſoonne, and commannded hym 
to betraie him to no man foꝛ ſhe knewe that her ſonne 
Achilles ſhould die in Troie, if he would goe thether. 
There Achilles a long while, at the commanndement 
of his mother Thetis, was vntill the ozacle was giuen 
that the citie of Troie ſhould neuer be deſtroied with⸗ 
out the helpe of Achilles, Vlixes beyng moſte ſubtile 
and craftie, toke vpon hym to ſeeke out Achilles, foke 
a little coffer full of fine wares meete foꝛ women, and 
a ſtrong bowe and arrowes, which when Vlixes tame 
vnto kyng Lycomedes doughters, knowyng Achilles 
to bee there, but becauſe he was in the apparaillofa 
woman, he kne we hym not, and therefoꝛe ſhewed his 
fine ware vnto the kynges doughters, a ſtronge bowe 
bente by hym , while Deidamia and the reſte of her (i 
fers, viewed the gliſterpng ware of Vlies „Achilles 
ſtepte by, and fooke Vlixes bowe in hande, anddzewe 
— reby Vlixes ſtraight perteiued, by the dꝛawing 
ol ſo ſtrong a bowe, that he was Achilles, and thus ons 
crafte beguileth an other, one deteipte deceincth an o⸗ 
ther, and one enen Vi findeth out an other, 


fo2 by this meanes ofcraftie Viives , was the diſſimu⸗ 
lation of Achilles knowen. J might haue iuſte otcaſion 
here, to ſpeake of thoſe 


ſofte clothyng, gaie ap 


t were muche giuen vnte 
alll, and delicate fare, as As 


a riſtotle 
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riſtotle the Pꝛince of Philoſophers, delited to go bꝛaue 
in goꝛgious apparell, with chaines and ringes, and had 
herein grrate felicitie. Demoſthenes and Hortenfius, 
two lamous and noble Dzatours, the one of Athens, 
the other of Nome, went ſo trimme and fine, in their 
clothes, with ſuche neate and wanton geſture, that 
L. Torquatus would often call Hortenſius Dioniſias 
ſdonne, fo; that ſhe had greate pleaſure in dauncyng, 
and geſtures of bodies, but J will omitte ſuche , and 
ſpeake of diſſemblyng perſons, whiche thought to hurt 
others, deſtroied theim ſelues, as that ſtronge Golias 
contempnyng all Aſraell in foꝛce and ſtrength, Judith 
a lelie woman overcame hym. Hammon was hanged 
vpon that galowes, that he pꝛepared foꝛ Mardocheus, 
euen Abſalon gong about to deſtroie his father kyng 
Dauid, hanged by the heares of his dene by Oods ap⸗ 
poindement. 


¶ Of Famine. 


'% “ reepoꝛt of the Lacedemoniãs 
— ſpecially of their Poddage, whiche was called 
Ius nigrum, the blacke Poddage,bought a Coke of the 
countrey as her ſeruaunt, to diet hym in the oꝛdinari 
fare ol the Lacedemonians, whiche after muche 
taken ofthe Coke, in makyngtheſe foꝛeſaid Po 
was had, be bꝛoughte a meafle thereof vnto the 


ſoze longedſoz it, whiche aſſone as he ta 
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it, be pow2ed it againe out of his mouthe verie angrie 
vnto the Coke, ſaipng: Is this the famous fare and 


P2incely Poddage, that the Lacedemonians ſo muche 
bꝛagge ol, my dog ſhould not, ſaid Dioniſius, eate this, 
the Coke perteiuyng the glottonie, and exceſſe fare of 
the kyng,. ſaied: O Dioniſius when ſo euer thou cate of 
this Poddage, thou muſt bzing fit ſauce fo2 this meate, 
whiche is Lacedemonians ſtomacke, foʒ the Pꝛinces of 
Sparta haue moze pleaſure in this kinde of fare, then e⸗ 
uer kyng Midas had in his golden banquettes . What 
maketh any meate ſweete, hounger? Oz what cauſeth 
man to feede pleaſauntly, hounger: M hat cauſeth any 
dꝛinke pleaſaunte, thurſte? Foz at what tyme Darius 
enkoꝛced ot᷑ meere thurſte to dzinke of a lake, all de filed 
with ſtinkyng carkaſes of deade ſouldioꝛs, beyng then 
in warres, and cõpelled then to take his flight, he ſaied 
after his dzaught, that he neuer dꝛanke ſweter dzinke 
in his like. Though this king was a pꝛoude pꝛince ouer 
the Perſians, and has all kinde ot wines at gommaun- 
dement, vet his exceſſe and aboundance then, his want 
and penurie now, his ſmall ſtomacke then, ⁊ his thur⸗ 
ſtie ſtomacke no we, was the onelp cauſe of this noble 
dꝛinke, whiche he ſo muche tommended, and pꝛeferred 


befo2e all the wine that eue he dꝛanke befoze, Enen 


fo repozted kyng Artaxerxes in his warres, when his 
victuales,andall were ſpoiled by the enemies, of fewe 
dzie Figges,+ ofa peece of a Barley loffe,vpon whiche 
be fedde ſo hongerly, that he ſpake after this (ozte. O 


good L 02de,of how greate apleaſure haue J been this 


while ignozaunte. Liſimachus like wiſe beyng in wars 
res in Ihracia, Domicianus the Emperoure, where he 
and all his ſouldiours were kepte ſo ſtonge withont 
dꝛinke, vntill he was ſo thurſtie, that he was enfoꝛced 
and all his hoſte, to pelde at captiues to the Emperour 
Domitianus, and nowe beyngin captiuitie, hauyng 

dzaught ol dʒzi ke ol ef n perour, he ſaied: OO 
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that J Gould make my ſelf from a king ko be a taptiue 
from a noble pꝛince of Orece, to bee a bonde laue onto 
the Romains, foꝛ one dꝛaught of dzinke. Se what hon⸗ 
ger and thurſte is: 2 how it hath made kynges to yelde, 
pꝛinces to be vãquiſhed. Vea, e hath made Kyng Ptho⸗ 
jomie in his owne kingdome and tountrey kingdom of 
X gipte, to tõmende a peete ofbzead, which was given 
him in a poꝛe cottage, to ſaie that he neuer eate better 
meate, noz moꝛe comfoztable cheare in his life , then 
that peece of bꝛead was. It was the very oꝛder of that 
noble Emperoure Iulius Cæſar in alt his warres,mo2e 
with famine, then with ſwoꝛde, to vanquiſhe his ene⸗ 
mies: Foz this famous warrier would often ſaie, chat 
euen as the Phiſicion would vſe his pacit᷑tes, ſo would 


he vſe the enemies The rule of p phiſicion is, to make 


his paciente faſte to retouer his healthe, The oꝛder of 
Cxſar was, to kepe the enemies from victuall, to make 
theim pelde. Greate is the foꝛte of famine, as by hiſto⸗ 
ries we read, that when kyng Cambiſes marchyng to⸗ 
wardes the Zthiopians,had fallen vnto ſcarceneſſe of 
victualles, and vnto ſuche penurie and wante of foove 
vnto the ſouldioꝛs, that thet agreed within them ſelfes 
to kille the tenthe thꝛoughout all the hoſte;toaſwage 
honger, in ſo muche that it continued ſo long, that Cam 
biſes the king was in greate feare, leſt the lotte ſhould 
at length happen vpon hym , and ſo to bee eaten of his 
ſouldiours. Saguntus a Citie in Spame, ſometyme as 
Eutropius dooeth witnelle, in greate amitie with the 
Romaines,and being beſteged of the Carthagineans ſo 
long, that all the cifie was bꝛought vnto ſuche famine, 


that the lo2ds x the captaines of the cifte,made a great 


firein the Parkette place, and there bꝛought all their 
wealth and ſubſtaunte, and thzewe it info the fire,and 
after made their wines,and then their childꝛen fo bee 
burned,and lafte of all the chieflo2des and capitaines, 
ended their lines in flamyng fire, left thei ſhould come 


P. .  vnto 
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vnfo the enemies hande, ſo greate was that famine, 
that it was beloꝛe Pꝛognoſticated by a womã bꝛought 
to bedde, whoſe childe as ſone as he was bozne,entred 
vato his mothers wombe againe . The like calamitie 
happened in Caligurinm, a Citie where Quintilian 


was bozne, who beyng likewiſe longbeſiegedof Cn, 
Pompeius, to bayng them in ſubiectid and tokepe pꝛo⸗ 


nuſe with the Emperour Seftorius, that thei lacke vic⸗ 
tuall, and wared ſo hongrie after, that all kinde of bea⸗ 
es were ſlain, thei were e fozcedto cate their owne 
wines andchildzen, It was ſeen in Jeruſalem, when 
that it was deſtroied by V paſian the Emperoure of 
Rome, by the Komaine ſouldiozs, howe that the mo- 
thers were compelled to eate their owne childꝛen, foꝛ 
verie honger , fo2 their (mall! and tender bones, were 
icfte as a ſheweoftheir miſerie. Plini in his t᷑ighte of 
naturall hiſtoꝛies, that when Hanibal lated ſiege vnto 
the Citie Caſilmum, the Romaines ſouldiours were in 


ſuch honger, that one Pou e was ſold foꝛ two hundꝛed 


peeces of ſiluer, and he that ſolde the Mouſe died hym 
ſelf foꝛ honger . The Athi zians likewiſe wer bzought 
vnto ſuche honger by Silla, whiche afterwarve was 
Dictatour.in Rome, that one 1Buſhellof wheate was 
ſolde emongſt the ſouldioꝛs foza thouſande Drachmis, 
the common ſauldioꝛs being pooze,foz want of monex 
one waie, and ſoze plagued with bonger an other waie 
were compelled to eate the greene graſle of the fieldes, 
aboute the Citie of Athen and to gather the Poſſe ol 
the walles of the Citie and eate it . This Citie of As 
thens was often tymes bevt 1ght vnto that miſerie , as 
by kyng Demetrius, kyng Philippe, and his ſonne Alcs 
xander the greate: o muthe was famine feared emõ⸗ 
geſt the aunciente Grekes,that thei vſed in the tyme 


of aboundancie, to ſcourge famine with roddes out of 
their houſes .ſaipng: Foras a 
nurie, come in pletie, Me 


n intro diuitias, àwaie pes 


reade in Q. Curtius, that A- 
lexandcr 
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ev ander was dziuen by honger to eate his Ce teile 
Clephantes , and other huge beaſtes that cariet the 
traines foz the warres, Dachehonger and famine did 
happen emong the Lacedgmonians,that the Citizeins 
of Sparta were ſo hongrie. that thei eate the verie Ser⸗ 
pentes that were deada long while, whiche muti ude 
of @erpentes; whiche befoꝛe wer dzouned, didp2elc 
this greate calamitte to tome, of whom the peopl of 
Sparta, though thei were deade a long tyme,yet moſte 
hongerlp fedve them ſelf,and mitigated the rage of fa⸗ 
mine, Doda king of Siria beſieging a great famous city 


iu Jewꝛie called Iora, where the miſerable mott — | 


were of meere honger,enfozcedtofeede of the bawe 
of their owne childꝛen. Not muche vnlike vnto bat 
hozrible and cruell famine, in the countrep of Ap lea, 
beyng dꝛiuen of the Frenchemen , then their enemies 
in warres, that the ſouldiours were compclled to take 
the ſkinnes from their Bucklardes, and to warme ant 
boile the harde hoꝛnes, and to eate them. To entreate 
of the woũderfull calamities, miſerie, and plague that 
happened thzough honger, it were to much the charge 
thereof, to man aucthozities are manikeſt in this be⸗ 
balfe . Antonius whom Auguſtus Cæſar could neuer 

banqutſhe with foꝛce ofarmes,he was dꝛiuen to pelde 
in Etruria, in a Citie called Peruſia, by honger and fa- 
mine. Wherfo:ze that noble Athenian Nicias, alwaies 
thought the eaſieſte waie, the ſpidieſfcauſe of veldyng 
vnto the enemies was Famine , whiche he he wed at 
Melos, a Citie of Theſlalie, whereby he made the Ci⸗ 
tizeins to yelde by honger. O ragyng fo2ce of Famine, 
D terrible miſerie of man, whiche compell the paren- 
tes to eate the childꝛen, the childꝛen to kill their part⸗ 
tes: what beaſt was ſpared euer, when this happened. 
The people named Hymmi thzough.hdger were cons 
ſtrained toeate their owne Dogges, as the Macedo⸗

nians ſometime fedde them ſelues with Camelles, C- 
lephantes,Yoz2ſes, and ſuche like. UWhat hearbe mas 
vnſought: what rote was not founde, to fœde this cru⸗ 
ell monſter. As Sabellicus dpoeth witneſſe, of dearthe 
that chaunced in his tyme, khat in ſome partes of the 
colitrey of Flaminia, and al gut the fieldes called Piceni 
tbe common people did liue by graſſe and hear bes, and 
by (ache like that pꝛoceded from the earth. This was 
the woꝛlde euer plagued with Famine, as with that 
monſter that ſpoileth and denoureth ifſelf,as we read 


bol diuers that did eate their owe armes and fleſhe. A-

ture, that Abzahamflet 


gaine in the ſacred ſcripturt, diuers examples we haue 
of the like ſent from Ood, to plague man. But becauſe 
honger one waie is moſte excellent, if meate mate bee 
had, ſo hounger an other is moſte terrible, if the ſame 
faile.Therfoꝛe Stratonicus neuer went to bedde with- 
dut a Cuppe of dꝛinke by bm, not fo2 that he thzuſted, 
when he went vnto bedde, but leſte he thurſted in the 
bedde, whiche ſhould compell to doe ſome iniurie with 
one oz other,foz that he wanted dzinke, So did Alpho- 
ſus kyng of Arragon, whe be ſawe the poꝛe countrey 
man, griedily fedyngon Grapes ſaid , foz that he could 
not be hongrie, D would be — had framed me to 
bee ſuche one as this is. Ho that hounger is good vnto 
thoſe that wante the ſame. F oꝛ Gnefactus kyng of ⸗ 
ede hauyng his men ol armes in the deſertes of Aras 
want yng victuales wared ſo hongrie, that the pw;e 

fare and ſimple — zat he got emongeſt the coun- 
trep men, was ſo acceptable vnto hym, that he cauſed 
a table foꝛ a monumente| the ſame , in the temple of 
Jupiter in Thebes. Of diuers famine we reade in ſcrip⸗ 
qe from the land of Chananea 
vnto Egypte:and Ilaat! 2inen by famine vnto Abime- 
lech kyngof the Pa , and all the ſoonnes of Ja- 
cob, were enfoꝛced to goe to kyng Pharao, where their 
owne bꝛother Joſeph ruled as chilef officer. Famine is

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appoincted foꝛ a iuſte ſcourge to ſynne. as appeteth by 
the filthy ſpnne ol kyng Daum, towarde Urtas wife,

ther it be thzough courage, oꝛ though policie. Fo2 Ser- 
torius that wozthy Emperour and capitaine of Rome, 
was wonte by lies and letters, by dꝛeames and out⸗ 
ward religion, by all meanes poſſible, fatnyng and in- 
uentyng thouſande waies, to/fttrre his ſouldiours to 
courage, The inuentions of witte is muche, and ſo di⸗ 
uers, that to muche it were torepeate. ow Sicionius 
deceiued Xerxes with all his ſoldiours thzough policie. 
Pow Piſiſtratus moued the Athenians , to reuenge his 
falſe wzonges vpon the chief officers of Athens. How 
Darius after Cambiſes death becamekyng of Perſe ,by 
meanes of a hozſe,and ſuche lite. But lettyng paſſe in⸗ 
finite nombers of ſuche , and ko declare what Nature 
wꝛoughte in ſelie and-ſimple beaſtes, in flipng foules, 
and in the verie fiſhe ſwimmyngin the water. The liõ 
by nature is taughte be yng verte ſicke, to finde out an 
Ape, whiche by out warde ſpoßtes and paſtyme, doeth 
heale his greate ſeuer and grief. The huge Clephante 
is ſo ſubtile when he is like todie, will ſeke by all meas 
nes the cameleon bow, whiciſe he ſo eſtemeth, that his 
ſicknes foꝛſaketh hym ſtraight. The Pather knoweth 
by nature his ready ſalue foꝛ this ſoꝛe, foʒ feelyng hym 
ſelf not well, he ſtraight ſekcth out the dounge of man, 
healeth hym ſelf, The 
ſtircken Harte fedyng on highe Pountaines, hath 
that conſideration , at what tyme he is ſhotte thꝛough 
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led Dictamum, their bloud ſtanche, and their wo 
heale. And the Beare is ſo crattie, that by the ſa 


fo2 her appointted Phiſicke. Cuen ſo flipng foul 
uno we their appoinctedſalac,foz their ſoꝛes byn 
taught. The Kauen, the Ducke, the Swallowe 
pea , the ſely Pite doe befoꝛe hande pꝛeſage thei 


Theſe — diners — Plini in — 8 — 6 
piter. 27. and Ari totle in his bake De natura anim: 
doe make mention. UI reader in Æ lianus diners woz- 
thy hiſtozies of the like, but ſpecially of the Cranes of 
Sicilia, whiche when thei be aboute to take their ſligh⸗ 
tes from Sicilia, to flie ouer mounte Caucaſus, thei are 
ſo traftie, and ſubtile by nature, that thei beare in their 
mouthes certain ſtones, to ſtoppe their crie and noiſe, 
whiche Craines moſte commonly vſe in flight, leſt by 
hraryng ot their voice and crie, the Egles of Cauchſus 
ſhould deſtroie them. The Goates of Crete, when thei 
be ſhotte thꝛough with dartes and arrowes, are of the 
felt moued to fede on acertainhearbe, whiche ſtreight 

ſtencheth the bloud, healeth the wounde,anderpelleth 
out the venime of the wounde , There is ſuche crafte 
and ſubtutie in a little Frogge of Nilus, that when the 
huge and monſtrous Troute commeth towarde hym, 
to deſtroie hym, the Frogge by and by out of hande, 
beareth a longe rede ouerth warte his mauthe, and ſo 
marcheth fo ward toward this greate champion, that 
by no meane he can deſtroie hym, fo2 that the reede is 
longer, then his mouthe can (walowe the ſame, and ſo 
the little Frogge eſcapeth the terrour ofthis greate 
Ann hath a ſiſhe called Popos, A —

che beyng deſirous to feede on any fifhe , he goeth and 
hideth hym ſelf vnder ſome ſhzubbe, oz rocke, oz any 
other meanes, whereby he ſemeth to bee, as though he 
wer a tile oꝛ a ſtone, vntill the fiſhe come to that place, 
then he leapeth vpon hym , and killeth hym. So that 
there is no beaſte, no fowte,no ſiſhe, but hath as it wer 
a certaine pꝛimlege by nature to defende hym ſelf.and 
to foile his foe , and that craftely by nature taughte. 
There is again a kinde of knowledge in beaſt to know 
their frendes,and to loue them, and to feare their ene⸗ 
mies, and to auoide theim. As the Serpentes in Lerin⸗ 
thia, the Dcozpids in Arcadia, and the Snakes of Siria, 
which Plini affirmeth, that thei will not hurt their toũ⸗ 
trey men, and knowen frendes, though thei founde the 
hym a ſlepe, as diuers x ſondꝛie tymes, hiſtozies make 
ment ion thereof.Straunge tt refoze is the woozke of 
nature, whiche mightely diſplaieth her ſelfin al liuing 
creatures, foꝛ the p:ofe therek f.3 will note one hiſto⸗ 

rie wꝛitten of Quintihã in his 14.boke of hiſtoꝛies, that 

in Achaia there was a citie named Patra, in the whiche 

a certain pong man bought a little dzagon, which with 

great care 2 diligente, he vntill it wared big 
niyng in one chamber in the night time, and plaiyng all 

the date tyme. At length the Magiſtrates of the Citie 
tearyng, that ſome hurte ſhould bee doen by this Dꝛa⸗ 

gon, conſideryng the fierce and cruell nature of theim, 

; did let hym to goe vnto the wilderneſſe, where diners 
other dꝛagons were. Andther beyng a long tyme, this 

pong man that bꝛought vp this Dꝛagon with diuers of 
bis felowes paſſing by, where this dꝛagon was. certain 
thieues aſſailed them, and he by his voice was knowen 
by this Dꝛagon, whiche as he was heard, came out of 
the woddes, and ſeyng hym with diuers of bis frlowes 
like to be —— into the very faces ofthe 
thieues, and ſo ſtrongly fought with theim, that ſome 
the Dzaganflue,ome ze þ 22 
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to flie ſaued him and his fe lowes, in recompence of his 
foꝛmer courteſte . Surely J iudge it a better benefite 
beſtowed vpon ſuche a Dꝛagon, then vpon ſome vr 

gratefull perſones that be in the wozlbe.

Ve beſt waie to reuenge⸗ | 
iniury offered is to ſuffer qui⸗ 
etly the ſame , and to ſheu 
þ vertue toward vice, godneſſe 
toward euil, honeſtie towart 
ſcurrilitie, which is the onely 
| poiſon vnto the enemp, as ſoꝛ 
an example. Laertius doo 5 
manifeſt the ſame by comp 
riſons of thynges : — ſeeth his enemi 56 
fieldes greene, his paſtures well graſſed, his houſe fur- 
niſhed , and all thynges in comelp o2der , but he 


a-greeued therewith , howe muche moze ſaied he, 


when the enuious ſeeth his foe adoꝛned with all ver⸗ 

tuous,compaſſed with all pacience, yea,p2oſperyng in 
all godnes, he is therewith moleſted. And in that place 
of his fixte boke , he reciteth a wozthie hiſtoꝛie, 
anoble example, of due reuengement by Diogines th 
Cinicke Philoſopher, who by chaunce came, wheret 
uers ponge men were at banquet, makyng merie, f 
heade beyng balde, by reaſon of age, he was fo floutet 
and ſcoft of moſte part of the. that with (> 
pes and ſtrokes, thei thzewe hym out ofthe houſe:tt 
poze old Philoſopher renenged his twzong in this wil 
Yetooke a peece of white Chalke , and wꝛote the n 
mes of all thoſe that ſo vſedhym vpon his cloke,and i 
opened his cloke, that all menne might reade their n 
mes, and knowe how wickevly thei had vfed hym, ant 
what ſcoffes and floutes he had ſuffered of thoſe perſo 
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The pilgrimage 

nes, whoſe names were to be read vpon his cloke, and 
ſo bꝛought them in ſuche blaine with all men, that thet 
wiſhed in harte that thei neuer had ſeen Diogenes, 
that made al the world to ſe their folp, that afterward 
thei were noted as ridiculous perſones, not wozthy of 
honeſte companie, and ſo were thet excluded from the 
good men, baniſhed from ctuile men, and quite lozſakc 
ot all boneſte and vertuous men. Agelilaus kyng of the 
Lacedemonians, when he had heard of certaine fors of 
his, that alwaies ſpake ill of his perſon,and of his ſtate 
he after this ſoꝛte reuenged hm: he chuſed and elected 
them, chiet capitanes ouer his men of armes, and com⸗ 
mitted all the charge of his hoofte vnto his enemies, 
whereby he made his foes to become his frendes, pea, 
his ſeruauntes and ſlaues, todoe what he would com⸗ 
mande theim. Fo2 ſo Demo henes did When he was 
pꝛouoked, and iniuriouſly handled of hym that was in 
a banquet diſpoſed to fall aut and fighte with hym, no 
ſaied Demoſthenes, J will neuer take that in hande, 
which the victo2 thereot, thereby ſuſtaineth ſhame. O 
woꝛthie ſentente, and moſte aptly aplied vnto a wiſe- 
man. Wee reade in Bruſonins ot Dion of Alexandria: 
who with lence reuenged moꝛe his fors, then with 
wooꝛdes, fo2 beyng pꝛouoked vnto anger bya vilaine, 
and abiece, whiche folo wed hym th2ough the ſtreate, 
chidyng & thꝛeatenyng him, anſwered not one wo2ve, 
but bade hym good nighte, when he came vnto the ve⸗ 
rie dooze of Dion, whiche when the enemie ſawe, he 
would not bee moued vnto anger, todooe hym hurte, 
whereby he might dooe the like vnto hym againe, be 
went vnto the nexte tree and hanged hym ſelf, Thus 
did Socrates, beyng blamed of his frende fo2 his ſilence, 
in that he was iniurionſly llandled of his foe, anſwered 
and ſated, that his onenuey ſaiyng could not damage 
hym, ſith he was not thaty anne, that the wo2des did 
3 ä nd beyng ſtriken * 

| the 
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the ſame man, Socrates was toũſailed to call the fam Socrates; 


vnto the Lawe befoze the Judges, vntothe whiche he 
aunſwered : whiche ol you if an Aſſe ſtrike hym, wil 
call that Aſſe beloꝛe an iudges, ſith he is no better that 
thus vſeth me Fo2 by this am J knowen to be Socra 
tes, and he knowen to be an Ae, The greateſt reuen 
gemente vnto a koole, is to lette euery man knowe hit 
folie: and the greateſte hurte vatoa wiſeman, is to re 
uenge folie, fo2 it was all the reuengemente of Socr: 
tes, when any man ſpake ill of hym, to ſaie thus, he ne 
ner was taught to ſpeake wel. So courteous was that 
Fabius Maximus, that when he had heard that one ot 
his chief ſouldiers, was about to betraie hym vnto his 
enemies, he called the partie befoꝛe hym, not makyng 
hym pꝛiuie what he knewe of hym, but demaundyng 
of Marſius what he wãted, and willyng hym fo aſke « 
ny thing he ſhould haue,andſo made him chiefcapitai 
of the armie: By this meanes he became moſte true 
bnto Fabius,beyng befoze moſte falſe. This was farre 
from ſuche reuengementes, as Alexander the Great 
did, who after he hadde ſubdued diners Kyngdomes 
and Countreis, he wente vnto the Temple of A 
mon, to knowe by the Dzacles of Iupiter, whether pet 
any were a liue that flue his father kyng Philip, whe 
byhe might ſhew moꝛe tyꝛannx, and pꝛadiſe murther 
further. This was farre from i. Brutus rage, whiche 
depng not contente to vſurpe Cæſar, yea, to kill hym in 
the Senate houſe : but alſo when power failed, wh 
ſouldiers decated,and he almoſte vanguiſhed, made his 
pꝛaiers vnto Iupiter, and vnto the hoſte ofheauen, ta 
plage Cæſar and his poſterities. This 4 ſaie, was farre 
from Liuius Salinator, who beeyng warned of Fabius 
Maximus, not to reuenge malice vpon Haſdruball, be⸗ 
loꝛe he kne we, the ſtate of the matter, the power o 
the ſtelde, and the ende of the victoꝛie, where it ſhould 
1 moze rachelꝝ to reuenge, then wiſe in 
luffer png,

With Antheus anoble gentleman of 
Halicarnaſſus, beyng in pledge lefte with Phobius, 
chief Ruler then of Milleſia,f Il Phobius wife in loue, 
vſpng all meanes poſſible to allure Antheus in loue 


with her. But he partely fo2 feare, and partely foꝛ leue 
of Phobius her houſebande, would in ns wile conſente 


to any filthye deſire , of this Cleoboca Phobius wife, 


whiche the tooke in lo euill parte, that ſhe beganne 
moꝛtally to hate hym, inuentyng what waie beſte ſhe 


migbte reuenge his truell incurteſie, in refnſyng ber 
tone. She fained on a tyme, that ſhe had quite foꝛgot⸗ 


, and thanked Antheus 
reate zeale that he bare 
not conſentyng to her 
follie then, when ſhe was in lone with hym. Thus tal⸗ 


ten her oldloue towardes h 
very muche foꝛ the loue , 


kyng with hym, Cleobcea hꝛoughte her old louer An⸗ 


theus otrer a Melle, where foz that purpoſe onelp, ſhe 


thꝛewe a tame Partriche, deſirynghym to aide her to 


haue her Partriche out of the Welle, the young gen⸗ 
tleman miſdoubtyng her in nothing, as one willyng to 
pleaſure his frende and old louer, went doune into the 
Well to haue the Partriche out, but ſhe reuenged her 
old loue, and requited his ſeruite then after this ſo2te: 
She thꝛewe a greate ſtone after hym. and there killed 
hym, and ſtraight fo2 ſoꝛowe, call yng to minde the old 


aàmitie. and hidden lone bet wene them, haged her ſelf, 


The reuengement 5 Cleonimus , that noble & famous 
Lacedemonian · who hauing his owne wife in ſuche ad⸗ 
miration, of impatient lone, that he was as muche ha⸗ 
ted ol her, as ſhe of hym was honoured and eſfemed, 
foꝛ ſhe loued onely kyng Acrotatus ſonne ſo deare, that 
her honſebande Cleonimus vnderſtandyng the ſame, 
went to Epire to kyng Pirrhus , perſwadyng hym ear⸗ 
nellytocome fo Pdoponclus,andto mone warres 2 
gat 
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gainſt kyng Acrotatus, wherby he might reuenge the 
ſpite doen ot his wife, in killyng hym whom ſhe loſied 
beſte, a greate reuengemente as he thought vato her, 
then to reuenge vpon her owne perſone, to ſpoile hym 
whom ſhe loue better then herſelf. Valerius Corqua- 
tus,foz that he might haue Tuſcus doughter in mari 

moued warres.out of hande , and renenged the ſa 

with bloud. Foz what cauſe did Progne king Pandion $ 
doughterot Athens kill her owne ſonne Iltis, and gaue 
hym to bee eaten vnto his father , and her houſebande 
kyng Tereus of Thrace, nothyng but to reuenge her ſi⸗ 


ſter Philomela, whom her houſebande defloured her. 


Why did Nero that cruell Emperour kille Seneca his 
maiſter, and teacher in all his youth : foz nothyng 
to reuenge olde ſtripes, whiche he receiued at his 


ſter, bepng a boie. Foz what purpoſe did Catcliac Silla, 
Damaſippus Marius and other, take quarelles to plage 


Rome to punithe all Italie, to deſtroie the coũtrep, foz 
nothyng, but foz that thei could not abide one aboue an 
other. Darius after that he had taken the Citie of Ba⸗ 
bilon, he reuenged his old malice after this ſozt,as Hes 
rodot in his third boke affirmeth: Pe made thze thous 


ſande ofthe beſte within the Citie bee hanged, Attila 


Apng of Pannonia flue aleuen thouſande virgines,a

the beſiegyngof Colonia. Do diners Wer T2nengciner 


emongeſt menne, ſo cruell,yea ſo fooliſhe that Xerxes 


and Cirus, two greate kynges of Perſia, that when the 
water of Helleſpont moleſted Xerxes, and troabled his 
ſoldiours, he foꝛth with commaunded that the ſea He- 
leſpont ſhould haue thze hundꝛed ſtripes: and wil 


_ thzee hundꝛed paire of Featters to bee thꝛowen vnto 


Helleſpont, to binde the ſea. Tnen ſo did Cirus foꝛ that 
the riuer Gindes, did dꝛoune one of Cirus beſte geld 

ges, he made his ſouldiours to deuide the riuer vnto a 
hundꝛed, and fower ſcozeſmall partes, to reuenge Gin 


des rage towarde Cirus, thinkyng * by bzeaking 
(70 ref. 
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the greate rage ol ſo greate a ſtreame, that he well and 
wozthely requited the iniuries of Gindes. Theſe are 
truell reuengers, too many are ot theſe, in ſo muche 
that women reuenge their malice after this ſozte , As 
Tomirts Quene of Scithia, who to reuenge her ſonne 
Mergabites death ſlue kyng Cirus, and two thouſan- 
des of his ſoldiours: To great a ſlaughter fo2 one mans 
nes death, and not pet ſatiffied, vntill ſhe bathed Cirus 
heade in a greate vellcit full of bloudde, This Beronice 
Pollia, and diuers crue ll women beſide could dooe, the 
one is dooen with anger and ſpnne, the other is dooen 
with vertue, and aduiſemente. Foz pꝛinces muſte vſe 


aduiſement in reuenging, # muſt vie wiſedome in ſul⸗ 


feraunce, Foz as Frederick the Emperour, was often 
wonte to ſaie, that a inces that reuenge haſtelp, and 
ſpetiallp wꝛongfully, are like faire markes foꝛ god ar⸗ 


thers to ſhoote at High towers and loftie buildynges, 


are ſoner fiered with lightenynges, then lowe houſes, 
and imall cottages. Fo2 Tiberius Cæſar Emperoure of 


Rome, beyng in the Senate houſe, to puniſhe thoſe e⸗ 


uills, and to reuenge thoſe harmes, that were by (omg 
of the titie thꝛeatened toward his effate, God fo2biddg 
ſaied he, that Lrberius ſhould bane ſo muche idle tyme, 
to heare euill fpoken, muchetefſe to reuẽge euill doen. 
Antigonus kyng of Macedonia, heſlegyng a Caſtle in 


Grete „ wherein a nomber\of-bolde Oreekes vſed fog 


their paſtyme and ſpozte;to ſcoffe this kyug,knowyng 
the ſituation of the Caſtle to bee in ſuche a place, that 
might not bee ſubdned, Ti eitherefoze laughyng hym 
to ſcoꝛne, as well foz his enterpaice theremras alſo fog 
— —— roked noſe, whiche kyng An; 

gonus had ſaied. he would reuenge alltheir doynges, 
with ſufferaunce, and hoped thereby tomolette the ey 
nemies double. Diuers Yeathenpzinces wer acquain⸗ 
ted with this renengement:as Liſander; A geſilaus and 
others ae vate anf belougeth ee. = | 
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will not ſpeake here of ſuche reuengpng of Pꝛin , of 


Countreis, ot frendes that al men knowe. But of rare 
reuengement, whiche Philoſophie taught vnto Socra⸗ 
tes, towarde Xantippe, who beyng at ſupper, hauyng a 
ſtraunge geſte named Enthidemum, his wife Xantippe

beganne to take her hauſbande vp, with tauntyng and 


oppꝛobꝛious wozdes, whiche becauſe he would not au⸗ 
mere, and be moued by her chidinges, ſhe ouerthꝛewe 
the table with all the meate and the Cuppes, whiche 
whe Enthidemum ſawe, he was amazed at the ragyng 
of Nantippe, beholdyng Socrates in the face, to ſee how 
he thought of the matter, but Socrates vnder ſtandyng 
that bis geſte did maruaile at his wife, ſaied: haue not 
yon ſometpme at home a Henne, that will after longe 
tlockyng with a ſodaine ſlight thꝛowe doune pour tup⸗ 


iyſatiffied, with the wile aunſwere of Socrates, in re⸗ 
uengyng ſo greate a faulte. Phociona learned man ot 
Athens, was wont to ſaie, that he had rather ſuffer in⸗ 
iurie wꝛongkully, then to reuenge iniurie ſometyme 
rightfully. This man Phocion, by whom Athens long 
flouriſhed, at what tyme he was putte to death moſte 
wꝛongfull y ofthe Athenians , euen a little befoꝛe he 
ſhould die, beyng demaunded whether he would coms 
maunde any thyng vnto his ſoonne, ſtandpng there by 
to ſee his father ende: Spake vnto his ſonne after this 
ſoꝛte:ꝙy ſonne ſaied he, this I charge and require the, 
and moꝛeouer beſeche, that thou will neuer reuenge 
the w2ongfull death of thy father Phocion'vpon the a⸗ 
themians, Solon a noble learned Athenian, was wont 
to reuenge his wꝛonges with theſe woꝛdes. If the ſiſ⸗ 
herman ſuffer the ſalte water of the Sea, to ſpꝛinkle 
vpon his face, and vpon his clothes, to weate hym foꝛ 
to take Filhe , how muche moꝛe onght Solon ſuffer to 
ſpeake, to winne the to be frendes.

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A meane Socrates, Phocion, and Solon foz the reuen- 

gyngof the eutll with goodnes and vertue: Then euer 
— the Greate, oꝛ Iuliis Cæſar, o2 Theſeus, 
whiche reuenged euill with euill. Wherefoze Chilon 
the Lacedemonian , beyng one of the officers called E- 
phori,in the Citie of Sparta, hiß bzother demaundyng 
why he might not bee likewiſe one of the fine Ephori, 
as well as his bꝛother: fated vnto his bzother,becauſe 
J tan ſuffer wꝛonge, and thoucanſte not. Therefo2s 
pꝛinces ought not to doe wong noꝛ yet reuenge wꝛõg 
with w2ong , but with patient ſufferaunte and goods 
nelle, and doyng good fo2 euill, thet ſhall make foes to 
become frendes, euill men to become good, by pꝛeuen⸗ 
tyng euill with lenitie and gentlenes. It behoueth not 
a wiſeman to reuenge iniurietz, neither doth it become 
a pꝛinte to requite euil with the like, but ouertome ra⸗ 
ther the euill with good. Therefoze was it truely ſpo⸗ 
ken of the wiſeman Sapit qui ſuſtinet, he that can ſuł⸗ 
fer is verte wiſe,

Andbicauſe P2incesbegan one to ſuppꝛeſſe an 
other, to ſpoile and deſtroip either others dominion, 
mouyng firſte noble men to imitate them in ſtealyng 
and tak yng awaie perfoꝛce others wealth, thought it 
be not an apt epitheton foz pꝛintes to be talledtheues. 
and ſpoplers, yet truely by Pꝛinces it began, by nobles 
imitated. and by all the wolld at length pꝛaciled, that 
ome became Pirates vpo eee, 
| ges 
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ges of Temples, and ſome graunde Theenes ofcouns 
tries andkyngdomes. Foz after the deluge of Noah, 
there was neither thefte oꝛ ſacriledge knowen almoſt 
300.yeres vntill Ninus the third, king of the Aſſirians 
who firſt began to plaie the Theifin Aſia, Dioniſius, 
kyng of Sicilia and ty2aunt of all the woꝛlde, the grea⸗ 
teſt robber that euer raigned vpon pearth, beeyng not 
ſatiſfied with ſpoile and theft vpon Landes and Seas, 
but alſa became a @acrilege in the Temples of the 
gods, whiche he ſo negleced, that after hee robbed the 
Temple of Juppiter in Olimpia, he pafſed fœꝛth vnto 
Locris to ſpoile the Temple of Proſerpina, and from 
thens vnto Epidaurus to ſteale the golden beard of ſ⸗ 
culapius. This Zy:aunte kyng would not ſuffice hyn 
ſelf,vntil he wozthily had merited the name ofa thief 
a pirate, and a ſacrilege, Xerxes ſpared not emongeſſte 
others wicked ſpoiles, to ſende fower thouſande of his 
ſoldionrs to Delphos,to robbe the Temple of Apollo, 
Spartacus à greate pꝛinte, and a maintainer of thieues 
gathered a whole armie of fugitiue perſones, vaga- 
boundes, thieues, and robbers, and marched toward 
Rome, with warres either to conquere Rome, oꝛ to be 

tonquer ed by Rome, but there was he, and all roges 

banquiſhed by Pu. Craſlus . The Citie ot Rome was 

olten in perill by Thicues and robbers , as by Silla 

Catilin, and Marius famous ſpoilers of Italie. And as 

Cercion did robbe and ſpoile after the Countrey of a⸗ | 
thẽs, ſo Tittigias in Arcadia was renoumed. Foz the 
J might in this place, ſpeake ofthe robbery of the Ein 
perour Nero, of the ſpoile and waſte of that beaſtlie

cus Alexanders ſucteſſoure, he became famous and res 
noumed in marſhall feates, and ciuill policie. Herodo- 
tus likewiſe doeth repozt of one Amazis, a R yng ot Cs 
gipte, who when at anp tyme money wanted, he was 
wonte to ſpoile, waſte and take a waie all that euer he 
might either by ſtealthe, oꝛ foce. Thus the names ot 
P?inces firſte was coꝛrupted, that the Poetes iudged 
well and woꝛthil y. Mercutie th be the God of Thæues 
And foꝛ the antiquitie of theftę, it is thought that Dro- 
metheus Duealions Father, aß Poetes dooe faigue, by 
the aide of Mincrua, ſtole fire fire from Phœbus, fo: 
the whiche facte, was puniſheß in mounte Caucaſus.af/ 
ter this ſoꝛte he was bounde faſte, by all the Goddes 
and an Egle appoincted to eat vp his harte. and to hale 
his puddynges a long, in furthe raunce and memozie of 
his theft. Hercules and Iaſon, wo of the moſte famous 
pꝛinces that euer Grece foltered, went vnto Cholcus, 
to ſteale the golden Fleece. I heſeus and Perithus wet 
vnto the kyngdome of Plutg, to ſteale Proſerpina as 
waie. But J will not ſpeakeſot᷑ ſuche Thefte'; foꝛ too 
manp examples ſhould bee reade in that behalfe. If J 
might vſe ſuche ſcope of io ityng, but J will bziefly 
paſſe ouer, and ſpeake onely pf aunciente, and famous 
Therues, whiche foꝛ that the nomber is infinite, J(o⸗ 
mittyng tediouſnefſe)ſpeake of fe we foꝛ a pꝛofe of my 
matter. There was dwellyhg in a rocke nigh Athens, 
a famous Thœfe named Sciron, whiche was wonte to 
3 that were geſtes, ouer a 
rocke vnto the ſea, and after that he had continewed a 
long tyme in ſpoilyng,and murtheryng of menne that 
paſſed by, in takyng their gaoddes, and liues awaie, he 
was in the ſame ſoꝛte of Theſeus putte to death on the 


rotes vnto the Seas, as he was wonte to doe with d⸗ 


thers. Cacus whom Virgil h mention, the ſonn⸗

of Vulcanus was ſo craftie a thefe , that hauyng a de 
in mounte Auentine, he vſed to dꝛawe any thyng be 
warde by the taile, vnto his caue where he ſpoiled it, 
whether it were manne oꝛ beaſte, there ſhould he bee 
bꝛoughte, by lleight of Cacus to bee deſtroied, vntill he 
attempted to ſpoile Hercules by ſtealthe, whiche after 
long wzaſtlyng in his denne, Hercules with his clubbe 
ſlue hym. The famous ZThefe Scmius vſed ſuche fea⸗ 
tes, and theftes about Coꝛinth, that he would binde 
ny paſſer by oz ſtraungers vnto trees, and there would 
hewe them vnto mail gobbettes foꝛ their money and 
ſubſtaunce. Theſe thꝛer laſte renoumed Threues are 
muche mẽtioned of wꝛiters, foʒ euen as Capiton kepte 
hym ſclf fiftie peres in a denne, as a common robber to 
ſteale and to ſpoile, ſo did thei conſume their tyme ſe⸗ 
uerall p, and in ſondery countries, as graund Zheucs. 
The Argiues were menne moſte noted inkamous, fo: 
this faulte, in ſo muche that a Pꝛouerbe gre we ofthe 
Argiucs, Argiui fures, that is, Argiues are Theeues. 
With the Perſians there wer certaine therues called 
Cardaces, permitted without puniſhment, to ſteale and 
to robbe. The old Oer maines and auncient Egiptian⸗ 
might ſomtime by lawe, and libertie of their countrie 
likewiſe ſteale. Lycurgus made la wes in Sparta, emõ⸗ 
geſt the Lacedemoniãs, that he which did ſteale with⸗ 
out repꝛehentions, oꝛ takyng with tho theft, ſhould be 
kree, and he whiche could not artificially ſteale, and at⸗ 
tempte Thefte beyng taken, ſhould bee pnniſhed, in ſo 
muche Brulonius in his ſeconde booke , doeth intreate 
of a pong man, that ſtole a pong Foxe, the owner ther⸗ 
of follo wyng alter, demaunvyng whether the vo 
man, ſawe any where alittle Foxe, he denied, chidyng 
the Fore vnder his cloke, but the Fore à ſubtile beaſt, 
willyng to ſhewe dym ſelf vnta his maiſter, did bite 
and ſcratthe the yongmanſo ſoꝛe; that his puddpnges 
gulſhed out of his fide , becauſe he \ufferedbym ſelt ſo

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to die, by reaſon that he would not manifeſt his theft. 

The pongman then deniyng , aunſwered and (ated: J 

 badratherdie,then to bee taken with thefte, Where- 

Theophraſtus. foze Theophraſtus anoble Philoſopher , hauyng the e- 

raminyng of a ſubtile Zhefe,pemaunded whether he 

could bluſſhe oꝛ no, to the whiche the theefe aunſwered 

that he could not, ko he neede not to bluſhe , ina true 

matter: Therefoze ſaieth Theophraſtus, thou arte the 

tiker to be a Thefe,fo2 truthe al waies beareth befo:e 

a ſhamefaſte, anva bluſhfull tountenaunce. Where 

fo:e the wiſe Cato the Senioz was wonte to ſaie, that 

pongmen that wared redd, were better to bee truſted, 

then thoſe that would ware pale, fo2 the one ſignifieth 

ſhamfaſtnes,and thother deceipt. Foz Pithias Ariſtos 

tles doughter beyng demaunded, what colour was beſt 

in man oꝛ woma,ſhe anſwered, that celourthat ſham⸗ 

efaſtnes bꝛingeth, whiche is a bluſfull countenaunce. 

But to ſpeake of Pirates, Sextus Pompeius the ſonne 

of Pompeius the Gseate, kepte vnder hymdiuers and 

ſondery Pirates, about the bpꝛders of Jtaly,and Cici⸗ 

lia, to robbe and ſpoile vpon the Seas, vnto his greate 

infamie and repzoche,bepng|the ſoonne of ſo famous a 

Romaine, whom Rome a longe tyme ſo eſtemed, that 

8 Cæſar ſkante might haue the like , To walcz of yng 

5 Pirthus, and Caius Verres, Whom Cicero foz his ſonde- 

| ry theftes and ſpoile , and by diners ſacrileges by Vers 

res committed, compared vito Dioniſius the afozeſaid 

tiraunt, it were bat ſuperfluous. To ſpeake of infinite 

Pirates, and diuers Sacrileges,it were to none effecte 

4 fo2 that it is a common pꝛacſiſe in all countreis. Ther⸗ 

foe as Diogines the Philoſopher ſaied, when he ſawe 

a pooze manne leade betwene the Magiſtrates, to the 
place of execution, beholdę ſaied he, a little Chee 

bet wene a greate nom ber of Theeues, God 

graunt that it mait truly be ſpoken of 
diners magiſtrates in ſondzy places.

poinced in puiſant Pꝛinces and Noble menne. Cones 
teouſnes with old menne that be magiſtrates and offi 
cers.Enuie with men of ſciences and faculties. Uſurie 
with Citizens, Symonie with Biſhops andPaieſtes, 
Pipocriſte with religions men, Deceipt with Mar⸗ 
chauntes, but luſt common vnto all men, aſwell fo the 
ſubied as to the Pꝛinte, to the learned as to the igno⸗ 
raunt, t the wiſe as to the foliſhe. Foz Dauid and his 
ſonne Salamon, vnto whom God gaue ſingularitie of 
wildome, derteritie of witte to gouerne the Iralites, 
pet the ſacred ſcriptures doeth witnes of their hozrible 
luſte. Dauid luſted foꝛ Berſaba, and that ſo wickedly s 
that he appointed awate to ſpoile her houſbande Vri⸗ 
Salamon luſted ſo muche that he did fozget his GD D, 
that did guide his ſfeaps all the while hee ruled inffli 
andlined godly in Iſraell, Ariſtotle and Socrates in ſpit 
of their Philoſophie and greate knowledge, then be- 
came a ſlave to Hermia,the other a ſulyect vnto Aſpa- 
ſia. Samſon and Hercules foz al other ſtrength and con⸗ 
queſt of Giauntes and Monſters, the one pealded his 
Clob at Dianiras fot,the other commited his ſtrength

vuto the beautie of Dalida. The renoumed and ſugred 
Oꝛatours Demoſthenes and Hortentius, the one from 
Athens came vnto Coriuth to tompounde foꝛ a nights 
lodgyng with Lais, the other in Rome with nicenes 
and wantonnes was iudged moꝛe ſnbiect vnto luſte, 
then loꝛde ouer himſelf. Ir then wittie and wiſe men, 
ik learned and diſcreet men, if eloquent and ſubtil men, 
if ſtrong and mightie conquergurs haue been ruled by 
luſt, deceiued oy be wtie, ouerchme with women, what 
ſhould J ſpeake of Heliogabalys not well named Em⸗ 
perour,but wozthely called the beaſt of Rome. What 
ſhould I recite that monſter and tyꝛaunt Nero, what 
ſhould I rehearſe that filthie and vile Emperour Cali- 

gula , the onely ſtincke ofſynne and ſhape of ſhame, 
5 Emperours, but monſters,not Pzinces , but Tp⸗ 
rauntes, not men but beaſteg whiche defile their own 
ſiſters, kepte open ſtewes anß bꝛothell houſes , mains 
tainedYwozes and harlottes, made lawes at their bans 
quettes every man to his woman firſt, and then to his 
meate, and at the change of eyerie diſhe, enery man as 


gaine commaunded by lawe to go to his woman, and

thus from meate to women krom women to meate, 
beaſtly and bzutiſhly conſumed their Epicuriall luſte, 
wherin theſe Gorgõs repoſet their chief felicitie,Cers 
tenlyifQuceene Semiramis Babilon had been mat⸗ 


thed with Heliogobalus Emperour of Rome, it had 


been as miete a matche, if time had ſerued as one beaſt 
ſhould be foꝛ another, fo2 heq was not ſo filthie but ſhe 
was as ſhameles, not onelp in pꝛocuryng diners to lye 
with her , but in alluryng her owne ſoonne Ninus fo 
luſt, and as wꝛiters repoꝛte heyng a beaſt, matched hir 


- ſelf with a beaſt a hoꝛſe. Had Phaſiphae guene of Crete 


been well matched, ſhe had zſaken kyng Minoes and 
come tothe emperour Calighila, where ſhe might been 
as bauide with others, as ſhe was with Mynotaurus 
father,hav the Cmpzefſe Meſlalina been wan ac⸗ 

toꝛdyng 
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toꝛdyng vnto hir liet maried ſhe had been moꝛe meets 
foz Nero , then foz Claudius, foꝛ his life and hir life did 
well agree together, foꝛ the paſt all the Courtezaunce 
of Corinth, all the Strumpets ot Athens, and all the 
hozes of Babilon , foꝛ ſhe was onely miſtris and ruler 

of all the ſtewes and bꝛothell honſes in Rome, what 
wickedneſſe pꝛocerded from {aſt , what vngodl y inceſt 

is bꝛought to paſſe by luſt, what ſecret vengeaunte cõ⸗ 
meth by luſte, luſte allured quene Cleopatra fo bſe hir 
bꝛother Ptholomeus as hir houſband, Lufte deceiued 
Ryng Cynare to lie with his daughter Mirrha , luſte 
bꝛought Macareus vnto his ſiſters Canaces bedde, by 

luk did Menephron Defile his owne mother. O wic⸗ 

ted monſter, O beaſtiy rage, O fearce feinde thus to 

be witche wiſe men, to deteiue learned men, to ſubdue 
ſtrong men, and to ouercome all men, luſte ſtaieth the 
purpoſe ot all men, hindereth and hurteth all kinde of 

perſones, luſt ſtaied kyng Antiochus of Siria in Chalci- Antiochus, 
dea a whole winter ſoʒ one maide he fantied there, luſ 

ſtaied Hanniball in Capua, a longe ſeaſon to his greate Huniball, 
hurte. Luſte ſtaied Iulius Cæſar in Alexandria à longe cr. 
tyme vnto his infamie,luſt was the firſt cauſe of war⸗ 

res betwene the Romaines and the Sabines. Foz Ro Romulus. 
mulus ſkant builded Rome, but he luſted to rauiſh the 
women, and to ſteale the Sabine maides vnto Rome 
wherby war firſt began. The greate warresbetwene 
' kyng Canſdiſes of Perſea, and kyng Amaſis of & gipt, cambiſes. 
wherein a greate llaughter and mozther of men, were Amaſi, 
gro wen of luſte vnto one woman. The tennne peares 

betwirt the Thebans and the Phoceans , was fo2 the 

luſt of one yong man in Phoca fowarda pong woma 
in Thebes, The truell conflictes betweene the Troian 
pꝛince Aneas and ſtoute Turnus was luſte that either neu 
ol theim bare vnto Lavinia kynge Latinus doughter.

Pꝛiamus ſiſter not luſted to go with I helamonius frõ 
Trois dnto Greece, had likewiſe Pele Menelaus Wife 
not luſted to come with Paris from Greece vnto Troy 
the blody warres and ten yeares ſiedge betwene the 
Greekes and the Troians had neuer been wꝛitten of 


Homer. Mad not luſt ruled the fue cities talled Penta- 
polis, where Sodome and Gomer were, the earth had 


not ſwallowed theym vp, to the deſtruction ot all the 


people, ſauyng Lot and his childzen. It luſt had not ru⸗ 
led all the woꝛlde, the deluge of Noach had not dꝛou⸗ 


* ned the whole vearth and all liþpng creatures,ſauyng 


Noach his wife and his childzen.Thusluft from tyme 


to tyme was the onely Monſſer and'@courge of the 


woꝛlde. And in this dure age luſte is nothyng dimini⸗ 


ſhed, but muche encreaſed ;zand though not to bee pla⸗ 


gued with water accoꝛdyng vnto pꝛomiſe, yet to bee 
puniſhed with fire moſt ſure we be, vnleſſe we deteſt 
and abhozre this vice, There is a hiſtoꝛie wozthy to be 


noted ol Pꝛintces in luſtine that will not puniſhe theſe

cauſe ok his complaintes, and he ſo neglected that was 


ſo mynded, be after this ſozte requited his ſhame and 


iniuries. At the mariage of Cleopatra,kyng Philippes 


doughter, and Alexander Ryng ot Epire, in greate ri⸗ 


umphes and pompes , Kyng Philippe in the middeſte 


of ioyes, walk yng bet wene his owne ſonne Alexander 


the Greate, who then was but pounge, and Alexander 


kyng of Epire his ſoonne in lawe, beyng married then 


vato his daughter Cleopatra, Pauſanias thzuſte hym 


vnto the harte, ſaipng: miniſter Juſtice, and puniſhe 
inſte, Thus died that mightie P2ince, as well foz the 


bearyng of Attalus faulte, as alſo fo2 his owne wicked⸗ 
neſſe, vſpng the ſame ſomtyme with abꝛother in lawe 
of bis, naturall bꝛotber vnto his firſte wife Olimpias. 
 Luſfte and intemperancie, are neuer eſcaped without 
iuſte puniſhemente, and due vengeaunce. Ammon the 
ſoonne of kyng Dauid, foꝛ that he miſuſed his owne ſt- 
ſter Thamar, was afterwarde ſlatne , Abſalon foz 
that he did lye with his fathers Concubine, died foz it. 
Dauid was plagued fo2 Urias wife. The two Elders 
that would rauiſhe Suſanna, were put to death, This 
ſynne is the onely enemie of man, _—_ all ſpnnes ſaith 
ſaint Paule, is without the bodie, but vncleaneſſe : nd 
luſte, ſynneth againſte the bodie. Thereloꝛe to anoide 
ſight,oftentimes is to auoide luſt. Had not Yolofernus 
ſeen the beautie of Judith,yea,marked the comlines of 
her flepeares, he had not loſte his heade by it. Yay not 
Herode ſeen Herodias daughter dauncyng, he had not 
foraſhely graunted her Jhon Baptiſte heave. Vad not 
Eua ſeen the beautie of the Aple, ſhe had not eaten 
thereof. Ne reade in the Geneſis, that when the ſon-

By ſight was Pharaos wife moued 
in luſt foward Joſeph her ſeruaufit. By ſight and beans 
tie was Salomon allured, to com mitte Jdolatrie with 
falſe Gods . By ſight was Dina the doughter of Jacob 
rauiſhed of Sichem. Theſe cuills pꝛocede from ſodaine 
ſightes. Therefoze doeth the Phophete ſaie, tourne as 
wate thine eyes, leſt thei ſe vanities. The Philoſopher 
likewiſe ſateth, that the firſte offer oz motion is in the 


epe, lrom ſight pꝛoceadeth motions, from motion elec⸗ 


tion, krom election conſent, from conſente ſpnne, from 
ſynne, death. Wherefoze withſthe Poet J ſaie, reũſte 


the violence of the firſt aſſaulte, J meane the eyes, the 


euill that happened thereby, top long it were to waits, 
Luſte againe hath an entraunce by hearyng, as luſtine 
in his, ry. booke dooeth teftifie of Thaleſtris Queene 
ſometyme of the Amazones, whiche haupngheard the 
greate commendations,the fame, and renowme of A⸗ 
lexander the Greate, ventered her life to ha; arde to 
come from Scithia vnto Harc: na, Whiche was as lus 
ſtine ſaieth xxv. dates iournei 
perill of life, as well by wilde heaſtes, waters, as alſo 
by fozein foes. She had thꝛeꝛ hundꝛed thouſandes wo⸗ 
men of Scithia in companie with her. J fate fo2 the 


fame ſhe heard of this great Pzince,ſhe came from her 
tountrep, where the was a Aijene, to lie with a ſtran⸗ 
ger by luſte, And whe ſhe had accompliſhed her minde, 


and ſatiſſied her luſte:after thirtie nightes lipng with 
hym, che thought ſhe was ſpead of ſome ofſpꝛyng ok A⸗ 
lexander, ſhe returned vnto her owne countrie again. 


Foz as Cicero doeth wzite, we are moꝛe moued by re- 


poꝛte oftentymes to loue, then by ſighte. Foz as by 
repoꝛte, Quæ ne Thaleſtris came to lye with Alexans 
der, fo childzen ſake , from Scitha vnto Hercania, foz 
his magnantmitte,victo2ies,qnd courage. So by repoꝛt 
came Nucene Saba from Ethiope vnto Salomon, to 
heare, and to learne wiſedor 


, in greate daunger and 


ie. O golden wozlde, Oh 
bappie 


happie age, when either foꝛ ſimplicitie men couldnof 
ſpeake , oꝛ foꝛ temperauncie menne would not ſpeake 
the innocencie of tbe then, andthe ſubtiltie of vs now, 
the temperancie ot their age, and the luſte of our age, 
beyng well waighed, and thꝛoughly examined, it is eas 
ſily to be ſeen, how vertuoullp thei lined in ignoꝛaun⸗ 
cie, and how victoufly wee lite in knowledge. Fo2 bes 
foze Aruntius pzoude Torquinius ſoonne, was by luſte 
moued toward Collatinus wife, There was no altera⸗ 
tion of ſtates, noꝛ chaunge of Common wealthes, no 
baniſhement of pꝛinces in Rome, and bepng chaunged 
fo2 that purpoſe onelꝑ from a Monarchie, vnto an os 
ther ſtate called Ariſtocratia, it continued ſo longe in 
that foꝛme, whiche was the firſte chaunge, vntill Ap- 
pius rauiſhed Virginius doughter, which banithed the 
oꝛder called Decemuiri, whiche was the ſecond change. 


And thus the popular fate, whiche had chief rule al⸗ 


waies of Rome, chaunged ſtates ofthe Citie diuers ti⸗ 


mes, foꝛ that luſte ſo raigned. Thus might ſpeake of . 


diuers other countries, whiche luſte was the tuſt caufe 
of the ſabuerſion therok. Foz of one Venus a ſtrũpet in 


Cipres,al Cipria was full of hozes, Df one Semiramis in 


Babilon, all Perſta lengthe grewe full of Quenes. Df 
one Rhodope in Egipte, at the beginnyng, al the coun⸗ 
trey became full of ſtrumpettes. In Rome Flora we 16 
honoured like a Goddes, hauyng ſuche ſolempniti 
plaied on Zheato2s called accoꝛ dyng vnto her owne 
name Floralia, In Thebes was Phrine ſo magnified, 
that her name was put in pꝛint vpon euerygate ofthe 
citie, Foz Lais in Cozinth,and Lamia in Athens, their

dꝛen, take choiſe what young man thei would of their 


houfebandes name. Solikewiſe migt an old man clec, 
be yng maried to an olde woman, Ariſtotle ſemeth to 
defende this la we after a ſoꝛte, foꝛ ſede ſake. So Abꝛa⸗ 
hams wife Sara after a ſoꝛt / willed her houſebande to 
accompante with a pong maide, foꝛ that he might haue 
childꝛen. As foꝛ Semproma n woman excellently well 
learned in the Oreke, and Latin. and learned Sapho, a 
woman ok no leſſe fame, then oflearnyng,defende luſt 


by wzitpnges. J mighte haue a large ſcope herein, to 


pꝛoue luſt a loꝛde to rule, and to gouerne euery where, 


A haue ſufficiently J hope, heclared the effecte of luſte. 


Foz as pꝛintes wiſe , ſtoute, and learned, haue been 
herein a ſubiecte. So the Poetesfaine,that the Goddes 


pꝛaie pou, tranſlated Iupiter vnto a Bull. Neptune vn⸗ 
to a hoꝛſe. Mercurie vnto a Goate:Luſt. What moued 
Apollo to be in lone with Daphnes? What cauſed Bac 
chus to fanour Gnofidaz What made Pan to pelde vn⸗ 
to Sirinx luſte? This J meane, what moued wiſe, lear⸗ 
ned, ſtoute, and ſtrong, as well as the fœliſhe, the igno⸗ 
raunte, the weake, and the ſimple, but oncly that coꝛ⸗ 


ruption of Nature, that ſtede, fexe, and dꝛegges of A- 


dam, whiche equally without grace, moue all men to 
ſynne, Foz there is no man, but he is pꝛiuie vnto luſte, 
moued by luſte, and ſoꝛe affaulted by luſte. Pet there 
be ſome that ſubdueth luſte, ſome that ruleth luſt, and 

: none 
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none that viquiſhe laſte, Foz as ſome are bo2ne chaſt, 
ſo ſome dooe make theim ſelues chaſte, and ſome are 
made chaſte, and pet not without luſte.I ſpeake not of 
Proculus the Emperour, whiche kepteat his pleaſure 
a hundꝛed maides of Sarmatia, Whether dooe Ithinke 
herein of Sardanapalus kyng of Siria, whiche Vas al⸗ 
waies wearied with Venus, but neuer ſatiſfied with 
Venus. But Jſpeake of thoſe that fight,and wzaftle a- 
gainſt nature:of thoſe J ſaie, that are in common comes 
bates with the woꝛlde, the fleſhe,and the Deuill. Foz 
luſte ſaied Ouid , is J wote not what, and commeth J 
wote not whence, it taketh roots without bꝛeakyng of 
fleſhe, and pearceth the very entrailes of the harte, 
without any cuttyng of vaine, the onely buſineſſe and 
trauaile of idle men. The pounge Romaine knight E- 
ſtraſco at mount Celio, beholdyng the beautie of ladie 
Verrone, either oftheim by Nature dombe , one fell in 
loue with thother ſo ſoꝛe, that Eſtraſco would often go 
from Nome to Salon, and Verrone would as ofte tra⸗ 
uaile from Salon vnto Rome, one to ſee the other, and 
continued thus thirtie yeres the dombe loue, vntill it 
foztuned that the wife of Eſtraſco died and the h uſe- 
bande of ladie Verone died alſo, Whereby theſe louers 
thirtie yeres without woꝛdes, did bothe manifeſt their 
longe deſire by a marriage. So was Maſiniſſa kyng of 
Numidia,and Sophoniſſa a Ladie of Carthage, one in- 
lamed with the other, by a ſight that kyng Mafiriſla 


bad of Sophoniſſa. The like is wꝛitten of that moſte 


valiaunte Capitaine Pirrhus , the long defender of the 
Tarentines,and kyng ol Epirotes, when he came from 
Italie vato Neapolis , beyng but one date there, ho fell 
in loue with a faire ladie called Gamalice, to the great 
infamie ol ſo famous a pꝛince, and to the greate ſhame 
of ſo noble a Ladie , The like luſte a reſted that noble 
and renoumed conquerour Alexander, that when he 
thought to giue battailes vnto the quene of the Amo-

Ae dooe reade 
that when Quene Clespatra made a banquet foz An- 
thonius her louer, in the P29uince of Bithinia, in the 
wode Sechin, where the vong virgins wer not ſo wilie 
to thide theim in the thicke buſhes but p-youthful Ro⸗ 
maines were as craftie in finbing them, ſo that at that

ly ſynne, the one in the eye, the other in the harte, ther⸗

> vetweene Jupiter and luno, concer- 
Jurngke hery and Jelowzy,and ha⸗ 
upyng no equall iudge to ſpeake of 
this — was poſted after greate controuerſie 
vnto one Tirefias ar auncient and learned Poet ſome⸗ 
tyme in Thebes , whiche Tireſias on a tertaine tyme 
metyng two Snakes accompanyng together, and ac⸗ 
toꝛdyng vnto kynde engender ng together. hauyng a 
white rodde in his hande, departed theim with ſharpe 
firokes, Whercwith luno beyng moued with anger, 
tranctoꝛmed this poze Poet Ticeltas,froma man to bs

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a woman, and beyng in the ſhape ofa woman ſeauen 
peares , was reduced by lupiter vato his firſte fozme, 


This Tireſias was thought moſte meete of lupitei and 


Iuno, by the conſent of all the Goddes, foz that he had 


been a woman ſeauen yeares, aud nowe a man againe 
to Judge of this queſfion. And beyng called vnto the 
Barre to geue his Uerdite, hee p2eferred Iuno foꝛ Je- 
lowſte, whereby luno wared angrie, and made vm 
blinde, and Iupit er to recompence his truth, made him 
a Pꝛophet. And then hee pꝛoued that when lupiten fell 
in loue with lolla, luno bepng ſuſpicious and fall o Jes 
lowſiezcauſcd one named Argos with an hundzed eies 
to — lupiter, which foz all his eyes was deceiqed, 
lunotherby was ſo furious and ſo angrie with Argos, 
that ſhe tranllated his hundꝛed eyes vnto a Pecoc cs 
taile,and tranſfozmedlola vnto a white Cowe. There 

is no ſuche rage noꝛ anger in Jelowſic as there is wi⸗ 
lines and craft in loue, ſo that the ſtreight pinning and 
keppngof Danacs kyng Acriſius daughter in To 20S 
and Caſtels, cold neuer kepe hir from valiant Perſeus, 
neither the hundꝛed eies of Argos might ſpie the craft 
of lupiter vnto lola, We reade of a womanne named 
Procris , who was in ſuche Jelowſie ef her houſbande 
whiche was called Cephalus, and hauyng hym in luſpi⸗ 
tion foꝛ his often goyng a hunt yng, on a certaine tyme

ſpead of the like chaunce as Procris did, ſhe could neuer 
reſt. Cyampus wife named euconoa , wasdeuoured 
of dogges in ſtead of a wilde beaſt, hidyng them ſelfin 
the woddes,to folowe x marke hir houſbandes viage, 
Jelowſie this moued hir, that ſhe could no otherwiſe, 
A ſtrannge kind of ſicknes, that ſo infecteth the mind, 
that vereth the ſpirites and moleſteth the hearte, that 
the head is ful of inuention, the minde full of thought, 
and the hearte full of reuengement. Do Jelows was 
Phanius that inuented this in his head, and thought 
this in his minde, that the dopzes be yng ſhut, the wins 
do wes cloaſe, all pꝛiuie and ſecret places pꝛeuented, e⸗ 
uer where as he thought ſtppte, his wife could not de⸗ 


ſtones to tome vnto his wilt, but he was deceined, fo; 
the lurkyng dennes ol loue, the Lion caues of fancies, 
the ſecrete ſearche of affectiqn haue moze pꝛiuie pathes 
wherby that Cupide mate come to his mother Venus, 
then Labiranthus had chambers foz Minoraurus,kyng 
Acrifius thoughte he was fo ſure of his doughter Da- 
naes, when that ſhe wasclofe bulwarkt with a greate 
taſtell, luno thought to pzenent Iupiter by the hundꝛed 
eies of Argos, Phanius thought that his wife was ſure 


when the dooꝛes were ſhut and the windowes cloaſe. 


But ſith the ielo wũe ol runb might not pꝛeuent it, ne⸗ 
ther the eies ol Argos ſpie it, neither the freight pin⸗ 
ning of Danacs audidit, neither the narow ſtopping of 
Phanins defende it;J muſt edes commende one called

e wiſe I wich wiſe 1 
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fo imitat & miliay wife of noble Scipio, who although 
ſhe kyewe thinges euident, by hir houſbande Scipio, 
made aſmuche of his Paramour , as ſhe made of hir 
honſband,ant al fo2 Scipios ſake. Foz thet ſaie telowſio 
pꝛoceadeth from loue,and love from God, but I ſaie it 
commeth from hatered , and hatered commeth from 
the Deuill. And becauſe we reave in the ſacred ſcrip⸗ 
ture, that Abraham was in ielowſte of his wife Sara, 
ſai png, thus vnto his wife, A know that thou art faire, 
and that they will kill mee to haue thy loue, the ma⸗ 


ners of the Parthias were to kepe their wiues in pꝛuie 


places of their bouſes, ouer whom thei were ſo ielouſe 
that their wines might not go abꝛoad but with couered 


faces. The Perſeans were ſo ſuſpicious of their wines, . 


that thei had no libertie to go in ſight, + thei durſt not 


go a fote but in Wagons couered ouer left thei ſhould. 


ſee oꝛ be ſeen The Thracians with ſuche care and ſtu⸗ 
die keepe their wiues, that as Herodotus affirmeth, 
thei truſt no manne with them in companie but their 


parentes, The olde and auncient Komaines in tymes 
paſt kept their wiues ſo ſtreight, that their wiues as 


Valerius Maximus ſaieth, did after kill, poiſon oꝛ with 


ſome ſnare 02 other deſtroie their houſbandes diqers 


tymes, and bya vong manne of the Citie of Rome all 


thinges beyng diſcloaſed, there was a hundꝛed thꝛer 


ſcoze and tenne that ſo killed and deſtroied their houſ⸗ 


bandes, foz that their houſbandes were ſo ielous ouer 
theim, but bicanſe it is a common diſeſſe in all pla⸗ 
tes, I neede not further to wꝛite, wiſhyng my. 
frende neuer to be encombꝛed therwith 
but rather with ſilence to paſſe it 
with Cippius, and ſo he ſhal 
finde eaſe thereby.

Fo2 
as labour and exerciſe of bo⸗ 
die in one manne, induſtrie 
and diligence of minde in an 
other man, are ſure foztes, 
andſtronge Bulwarckes of 

7 | | Countreis,ſo Jbleneſſe and 
negligence, the cauſe of all euill. Wee reade that Ale- 
xander the Greate,leaſt he ſhould be acquainted with 
Idlenes at any tyme,cuen in the night tyme vſed this 
feate, to holde a luer balle when he went vnto bedde 
in his hande , hauyng a ſuluer haſen vpon the grounde, 
ſtraight vader his ſtretched arme, that when the batle 
ſhould fall, he beyng faſt a Cepe,the ſhzill ſounde ther⸗ 
of ſhould wake hym, and make hym mindfuil of his es. 
nemies:ſo feartull was this noble pzince of Adleneſſe, 
that to hake ol ſleepe and lothfulneſſe, he ſtudied and 
trauailed, how he might auoide it, Fo2 in two thinges 
Alexander the Greate, beyng called the ſonne of lupi- 
tet, andfully perſwaded with hym ſelf,that he was of 
linage of the Gods, yet in lieye and venerie, where to 
he was muche ſubiecte he knewe hym ſelt to be a man, 
wherefo:e he oftentymes wpaſteten with Nature in 
that behalfe. In the ſelf ſame place of Marcelliuus it is 
reade, that lulius Cæſar thegreate and moſte renow- 
med Emperoure, that euer raignedin Nome, to hang 
followed this oꝛder, and to haue pzactized this policie, 
leaſt he ſhould bee idle af any tyme, Firſte, when this 
Emperour went to bedde, he to ſuffice nature, ſlepte a 


be 
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bee occupied in the affaires of his countrey. Thirdly, 
to trauaile in his pꝛiuate ſtudie. Thus leſte he ſhoulde 
be idle, naie rather leſte he ſhould loſe any tyme, he de⸗ 
nided cuery nighte in thꝛer partes, euen as vou heard 
firſte vnto nature, ſecondly to his count rep, thirdly, a⸗ 
bout his owne bulines. That mightie pzince Philip of 


Mate don, as wer reade in Bruſonius, was of ſuche care Lb. capi 6 


and diligfce, when his fouldiozs llept, he alwates wat⸗ 
ched. Againe, he neuer ſlept befoze his frende. Antipa- 
ter would watch. That bet wene kyng Philip and An- 
tipater,diligence was as muche honoured and embza⸗ 
ted, as ſlothfulnes was feared and hated. Epaminondas 
that renoumed p2ince of Chebes, bee yng ſtudious and 
carcfall fo p2ofite his countrey, ſo hated lothfnil idle⸗ 
nes, that findyng one of his capitaines in the campe in 
the date tyme flepyng, due hym ſtraight with his own 
hande, and beyng repꝛehended of his nobles and coun⸗ 
ſaill, foꝛ that cruell fad e:he anſwered thẽ in fewe woꝛ⸗ 
des, Jlefte hym as J founde hym, compar yng idle and 
dꝛouſie men, vnto dead men, fo2 men are bozne to tra⸗ 
naill and watch, and not to pleaſure and ſlepe. How did 
Scipio Affrick ouerthꝛowe the tentes of kyng Sipha x: 
Yow vãquiſhed he his hoſte of ſouldiozs,flue his armie 
and how he hath taken kyng Siphar captiue hym ſelf. 
Liuius ſaieth, that the diligence of Scipio, and the loth 


kulnes of Siphax beyng a ſlepe,whe he ſhould had b n | 
| ' Demoſthenes, 


waken, was the cauſe therof.Yad Demoſthenes lou 
idlenes, he had neuer been able to pꝛeuẽt, that kamous 
pꝛinte Philip kyug of Macedon, he was ſo carefull and 
ſo diligent about the ſtate of Athens, that that woꝛthy 
capitaine and greate conquerour Philip was wonte ta 
ſaie , that he doubted moꝛe the diligence ol Demoſthe⸗ 
nes, then he feared all the foꝛce of Athens. Had Cicero 
fiepte, durpng the conſpiracie of Catilin, he had neuer 
been able woꝛthilp to ſpeake of hym felf , O happie 
Rome, that euer J was lected Conſull, whole gy

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ous trauaill, ſaued oftentymes Rome from diners ene⸗ 
mies. Quintili reciteth a wozthy hiſtozie,of a famous 
clearke named Hippias, who th auoide idleneſſe, after 
long ſtudiyng at his bookes . would ererciſe hym ſelf in 
ſome thyng oz other, leſt he ſemed to be idle, in ſo much 
he applied his mynde to diners faculties, at voide hou⸗ 
res, he vſed topzactiſe the facultie ofa Goldſmith,of a 
Tailoꝛ, of a Shomaker, that at length he became his 
owne Tailour, his owne Shchmaker, vea, to make his 


owne rynges ſo artificially , with pearles and pꝛecious 


ones, ſo curiouſly wꝛoughte with letters of golde, as 
though he bad been b2ought vp in the ſchoole Pirgote- 
les, What is ſo harde, but diligence will trie it? What 
is ſo depe, but trauaill will wade: What is ſo ſtrange 
but ſtudie will knowe it: Ar labour, it diligence be thus 
commended, that wiſemen doe muche commende the 
Bee, that is ſo buſie and carefull,and knoweth how to 
p2ofite her ſelf and others. If the little Auntes bee ſo 
pꝛactiſed, fo2 that the toile in the Sommer, to pꝛouide 
againſt Winter. It theſe ſe!je ſimple woꝛmes, do pꝛo⸗ 
uide thinges neceſſary loꝛ them and theirs. How much 
moꝛe ought man, whiche is hoꝛne to pꝛoſite his Coun⸗ 
trep, his pꝛince, his frendes and his parentes. Conſider 
the commoditie of diligence,. nd the daunger of idlenes 
but as befoze mentioned, pices are couered with nas 
mes ol vertues, as the Idle man is noted to bee a quiet 
man, the ignoꝛaunte termed an innocent. Cælus doeth 
wꝛite of a certaine Emperqur named Attalus, whiche 
loued ſo well idlenes, that he gaue the gouernment of 
the Empire, to his frende named Philopenes , fo2 that

vnto the Tribunes and Cenſers. Che Lacedemonians 
people, moſte ſtudious to expell Jdleneſſe, bꝛonghte 
their childꝛen vp al waies in hardneſſe, to pꝛaciſe them 
in diligente doynges , hated Idleneſle ſo muche, that if 
any in the Citie ok Sparta » wared groſſe 02 fatte 7 thei 
ſuſpected hym ſtraight of Jdleneſſe , and if any vounge 
manne wared fatte, thei had appointed lawes that he 
ſhould faſte, and liue ſo pooꝛe, vntill he were again 
tchaunged vnto his firfte ſtate. The Egiptians aunci⸗ 
ente people, when the Countrep ol Egipt began to ber 
populous to auoide idleneſſe, as Plini doeth repozt,thet 
made a greate huge, and monſterous butibyng called 
Pyramides, whiche fo: the mightineſſe and ſtraunge 
wozkyng thereof, it was named one ol the ſeuen won⸗ 
ders, hauyng ly. thoufande of vong men, and continued 
along time in the making thereof, and onely to auoide, 
and baniſhe idlenes. The Anthenians ſo abhoꝛred, and 
deteſted idleneſſe, when a certaine man was condem⸗ 
ned to die, ſoꝛ that he was founde idle in Athens a titi⸗ 
zein therof named Herondai,as Plutarch doeth teſtifis 
was as deſtrous to ſe him. as though he had been a pꝛo⸗ 
digious monſter, fo ſtraunge and ſo maruailous was it 
to heare, oz to ſee any idle man in Athens; The people 
called Maſciheſes, would ſuffer na trauailers, neither 
Pilgrime , noi Dacrificer noꝛ anyother ſtraunger to 
tome within their Citie, ieſt vnder colour ol religion. 
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dz of pilgrime, thei might coꝛrupte the youthe of the ci- 
tie, with the ſight thereof to be idle. The Jadians had 
alawe made by their wiſemen,named Gim noſophiſt, 
that after their meate was ſet on the table, the pouth 
mould be examined, what thet had doen foz their meat, 
what pain, what labour vſed thei that whole moꝛnyng 
befoze, if thei could make accoumpte of their trauaill, 
thei ſhould goe to dinner, but if thei had been idle, thei 
ſhould haue no meate, without thei deſerued the ſame, 
with ſome kind of ererciſe, either of bodie oꝛ of minde, 
The like did the young men of Argis,made accoumpte 
vnto their Pagiſtrates, of their occupations and woz-

Thus this Ponſter Jblen 
beaten euery where, and yet embzaced in moſt 
places, enery man ſpeake againſt idleneſſe, 
and pet a nomber is in lone with it, 
magiſtrates and officers appoin⸗ 
ced to puniſhe it, but pet 
thei after fauour it.

ef Macedone to bee the wopthieſt and moft renoumed 
pꝛinte then liuyng, Alexander waxed vpon a ſudden ſo 
angrie, to pꝛeferre anie man befoʒe hym, though Phi⸗ 
lip was his owne bzother which was commended and 
Clitus his eſpeciall frende that did commende hym, 
think yng rather to deſerue pꝛaiſe at Alexander hand., 
then to ſpead ot death was thzuſt vnto the harte with 


a Speare. So haſtie was this pꝛince, that Caliſthenes

The 
philoſopher toke a penne, and wꝛote in alittle Table 
this ſentence.

woꝛthie to be learned of all men, There is nothyng oz 
what can bee moꝛe vgglie to beholde, moze terrible 
to loke vnto, then mans face when he is angrie, and 
the moꝛe to be feared fo2 that he hath no rule ouer him 


in colours the terrible countenaunce and ſirie face ol 
Queene Semiramis, who like Mzgera o: Meduſa 
grime Gorgons and frettyng furies of hell, when ſhe 
hearde that her Citie of Babilon was beſiedged of the 


enemies, beyng then d: gok her head, tame with 


heares hangyng and fleepng in the winde half amazed 
of the ne wes vnto babilon , whoſe vglie and fearefull 
image, moſt like vnto hir at that time ſtode as long as 
Babilon continued as a monument and a terrible mir⸗ 
rour to maruaile at. Wee reade of the like hiſtoꝛie of 
Olimpias,whoſe anger was ſuche when the thought of 
hir ſonne Alexander, ſhe ffreight waies like a ragyng 
Lion 02 acruell Tiger, digged vp the bodie of Iola Ales 
xanders taſter, who was thought to be one *f the cons 
ſpiratours , and beeyng vp, teared his bodie in 
ſmale peeces, and beyng toꝛne in peeces , gaue it to the 
birdesofthe aire, Buche anger was in Marcus Anto- 
nius

mus towarde Cicero,that he was not contented 
ceros death, but commaunded his heave to bee ſette 
befoꝛe hym on the Table, to feede his wꝛathfull harte 
and greedie epes, and his wife Fuluia ſhewed her an⸗ 
ger, pulled out his toungue, pinned it vnto her Bon⸗ 
nette, and weare it on her heade, in token and open 
ſhewe of her crnell and Tigriſhe harte. The noble 
romaine Mætellus was mache inflamed fo2 to ſhewe 
ſuthe hatred and anger vnto Pompeius, foz at what 
tyme Pompeius the greate was appointed by the Se- 
natours of Rome, to fucecede Mætellus in his office of 
pꝛoconſulſhip in Spaine; Mzrellus perceiupng that he 
was diſcharged, and Pompeius charged, they brake foz 
ve rie anger all the furnitures ot warres, he deſtroied 
all the victualles, he kamiſhed the Elephantes, he per⸗ 
mitted his Souldiours te doe what iniurie they caulde 
againſte Pompeius, ſo muche was his anger againite 
Pompeius, that to hinder onely Pompeius, he ininried 
his natiue citie of Rome, The pꝛopꝛetie ot anger is, to 
hurte diuers in ſeekyng to offende one. As hee is not 
wiſe that can not be angrie, ſo is hee moſte wiſe that 
can moderate anger. The fame and renoume that both 
Themiſtocles and Ariſtides, in vanquiſhyyng their ans 
ger one towardes an other, ſoꝛ beyng ſent both as ein⸗ 
baſadours fo; the ſtate of Athens; trauailyngouer a 
high hill, like wiſe men that ſubdued affection;atidcon- 
quired anger, Themiſtocles ſaide vnto Ariſtides3 ſhall 
we both burie dur anger in this hill, and go as frendes 
and not as enemies, and there though the cauſe was 
greate, at Atheus they betame frendes one vnto an d⸗ 
ther, foꝛgetting and kozgeuing one andthers fault. an⸗ 
ger and wꝛath are the only poiſons of the woꝛds wher 
hidden hatered doeth pzoceavy,fo2 to noꝛiſhe the one is 
to le ede the other. Therfoꝛe it is wꝛitten, that hidde 

hatered, pꝛiuate wealth and young mennes counſell, 
bath been the verie tauſe ol diner deſtruͤckions.

cauſe is knowen in Valerius. Yidden hatered, whiche 
beare ſwaie in diners places, enuie and malice whiche 
pꝛocede from anger, and maintained with hidden hate⸗ 
red, is all the miſchiefot the wozld,J wil omit to ſpeak 
of Caligula, whoſe anger and batred was ſuche, that he 
that with one ſtroke he 
might ſtrike it of, Neither will recite Heliogabalus, 

whiche emögeſt wꝛiters, is named the beaſt of Nome, 
and not the Emperour of Rp me. The biſtoꝛies of Ca- 
telin, Silla, and Appius, foz their hatered and anger to⸗ 
wardes their countrey,and natiue citie, are extante in 
Plutarch and Saluſt, hy this anger and w2ath, pꝛoceded 
inuectiues and decleratiõs then enuie and malice, 
beganne to builde their bo ers, by their chief Carp#-

What deceipte in truſte, the 
murtheryng of Pꝛinces, the betraipng of kyngdomes, 
the oppꝛeſſyng of innocentes from tyme to tyme, in al 
places, can well witneſfe the fame . When Romulus 
bad appoincted Spu Tarpeius, fo be chief tapitaine of the 
Capitoll, the chamber of Rome, where the ſubſtaunce 
wealth of Rome did remain, [T arpeia Spurius donghs 
ter, whiche in the night tyme, as ſhe wente foz water 
out of thecitie,metyng Tatius kyngof pᷣ̊ Sabins though 
be was then moꝛtall enemie vnto Rome,x incotinuat 
warres with Romulus, pet by falſe Tarpeia bavught to 
be loꝛd of the Capitoll, thus Taſpeia beyng as falſe vn⸗ 
to Rome, as king Tatius was, like wiſe falſe vato Tar- 
peĩa: foʒ ſhe loking to haue pꝛomiſe kept of Tatius.foũd 
dim as Rome founde her. he was buried a lius of Tas

mes. This loue was greate bet wirt Pzinces, which 
might liue honoꝛably to die willingly.

fowarde Pylades was ſuche, that beeyng come vato ;

neſtra, and beyngſuſpected that they came only to take 
aàwaie the Image of Pallas, their goddeſſe in that coun 
trep. The kyng vnderſtandyng the matter, made Or 
ſtes to be ſente fo2,4 to be bzought befoze hym to haue 
judgement ot death. Foz Pylades was not mencionet 

noꝛ ſpoken of, but onely Oreſtes, he it was that ſhould Qreftca; 
ſteale their Goddes awaie vnto Orece.Orcltes theres 
loꝛe beyng bꝛought, and his felowe Pylades with him.

tie peares. From the Aſlyrians it was wonne with the 
ſwoꝛde, and bꝛought with violence and tiranny by that 

cruell and blouddie Arbactus vato the Meedes, andxes., ha 
mayned there vntill king Aſtiages, which was the ninth 
king and laſt king of the Meedes, two hundꝛed and fifty 

veres: from the Meedes it was had by tirannp awaye 

by king Cirus vnto Perſea, and there ſtayed vntill the Cirus 
time ot king Darius, which was two hundꝛed and thir- 
tie yeares: from the Perſeans it was with blode 
great ſlaughter taken awape by Alexander the great 
vnto Macedonia, and there maintapned vntill Perſeus 
time, which was a hundꝛed and ſenen and fiftie peares: 
from the Macedonians it was poſted vnto Rome, where 
vnder Iulius Cæſar the pzowdeſt Ponarche in all the 
woꝛlde, fomed in blode, floꝛiſhed in tirannye a long u.

a ſonne vnto lupiter, which after he tommaunded eues 
rie man to call hym ſo, he wared not pꝛoude herby him 
ſelt, but cozrupted diners others, as Perdicca and Cra- 
terus, triumphed in oſtentations of vaine ſhewes. The 
maner of pꝛide is, to ſuffer no equalitie, foz as Arche- 
ſtratus the Atheman was wonte to ſaie, that Athens 
was not able to ſuffer twoo Alcibiades, ſo Ethocles the 
Lacedemonian did often vſe to ſaie of Liſander, that 
Sparta might not abide two Liſanders , notyng the in⸗ 
ſolencie and pꝛide of theym bothe , of Alcibiades in A- 
thens,andof Liſander in Sparta. Suche is the ambition 
of pꝛide, that if toueteth ſuperiozitie oner al, and ſuffes 
reth coequality ot none, as Diodorus in his ſecond boke 
doeth repoꝛte oł Alexander the greate, who aunſwe⸗

Er eps 
caleo faſtum Diogenis, And as pꝛide is often in the ſimple, 
fo it is founde oftentimes in the ignoꝛaunt, and blinde, 
foz Seneca, doeth wzite a pꝛetit hiſtoꝛie of one Sparſus, 
whiche was wonte when he came amongeſt ignoꝛant 
men, to be a notable ſcholer, reaſonpng and diſputpng 
in all ſciences, and when he happened to come where 
wiſemen, and learned men were, then he would faine 
madnes, as though he were not ignozant in any thing, 
but rather ſubiec vnto infirmittes, whereby he ſaid he 
could not reaſon duryng the rage of his ſicknes. A ſhift 
bſed of diuers, foꝛ who is moze bould in ſome place, th 
blinde batard, who ſpeaketh moze then he that know⸗ 
eth leaſt , who taketh moze vpon hym in all thinges, 
then he that can leaſt iudge ol any thyng, Herodotus - 
in bis fourth boks,and Gellius in his ſixtene, doe wzite 
of certen people called Pſylli, who are ſo fœliſhe, that 
they with weapons harneſſed pn hoꝛſbake, marche oꝛ⸗ 
derly in batfaite arraie vnto the filde to fight with the 
Southerne wind,fo2 that thepthinke the Southerne 
winde to bee the onely cauſe of their lofſe and greats 


damages, and becauſe it is hurtefult vnto their couns 


trey, their landes, their beaftes and their people, thei 
arme theim ſelues to requite the iniarie , in fields 
with manhode, The like is read of the people of Cel- 
ta, whiche likewiſe are ſo pꝛonde and hardie, that ofs 
tentimes thei dꝛawe their weardes and ſhake ſpeares 
at the ſurging waues of Seas.

uenged, foꝛ Nabuchodonoſor, that mightie and pꝛoude 
pꝛince, commaunding hym ſelt ti be called a Cod, was

ded, that his bodily ſtrength failed, to ſuffice his gredia 


mynde, would in no wiſe deminiſhe any part of his de⸗ 
fire , thoughe be coulde augmente the habilitie of his 
ſtrength by any meanes, and ſo to ſatiſfie his auardus 
mynde , be could neuer [ode hym ſelf with a fifte bur- 
then, either to heauie that he could not tarrie, oꝛ els to 
lighte that he would not carrie, and thus as one nat ſo 
able in ſtrength as he was willyng in minde, could not 
pꝛeſcribe meaſure to his deſtre. Had Aicmzon leartied 
of Plato, howe to deminiſhe rather deſire, to encreaſs 
his ſtrengthe, then to ſtudie foz riches , he had been as 
ble to carrie a good burthen ot golde from kyng Cr 
adde Demomca learned that ſeſſon of Socrates, that 
money and deſire of wealthe is daungerous. At whe 
tyme Brennus the Capitaine and P:ince ouer Senc = 
laipng lege to Epheſus, ſhe had not ſtraight conſented, 
as one moze couetous vnto monep, th faithfull toher 
countrey,betraied the Citie ſoꝛ money, who actoꝛding 
bato pꝛomiſe, demaunded of Brennus her deſeruedre⸗ 
wurd, bꝛought her to a greate heape of golde, and wai⸗ 
png her impoꝛtunate deſire vnto money, loaded hex ſo 
heauie with golde, that ſhe died vader her burthen,foz 
wante ok equall ſtrength to her coneteous mynde. The 
golden Sandes of Tagus, all the gliſteryng gemmes 5 
Ganges, all the treaſures of Hy danſpes, can not ft 
coneteous Pꝛintes.

The marchauntes attempt the lipperic Sandes 
of Sirtes , thei ſaile ouer Charibdus and Silla, thzough 


ſurgyng ſeas , to haſarde life foꝛ the Pearles of India, 


and thus all foz money. O wicked wozlde, what pꝛofl⸗ 
ted Cirus tobe kyng of Perſia, of greate fame and glo⸗ 
rie, and then by toueteouſneſſe, to bee banquiſhed by a 
woman, Tomiris QAuene of Scithiæ, and two hundꝛed 
thouſande ſonloiozs beſide hym, his heade bepng ſmit⸗ 
ten of, and caſte vnto a barell of bloud, to dzinke that, 
whiche auarice compelled hym to attempte. What did 
it auaile kyng Antigonus, to name hym ſelf the Ralo: 
of Aſia,the Shauer of Matedonia pꝛeferryng his own 
vnſatiate deũre, befoꝛe Alexander the Greate, vpon a 
b:agge of his auarice, boaſt yng Alexander to bee buta 
Reaper of Aſia, and Antigunus the ſharpe ſhauer,and 
ſpoiler thereot, the one poiſonedin Babilon in the mid⸗ 
de ſt ol his t riumphes, and lefte thirtie daies vnburied, 
without regarde oz hondur, pea, wit bout any to putte 
in the grounde: The other flaing and cutte in peeces,. 
emongeſte his moztall foes , Ale — kyng Pirrhus 


ſconne , What ſhoulde Jrecite ſondzie Pzinces , pꝛi⸗ 
uate perſones, wholie addicted this vile auarice,but 
Ayngdomes and Countries. altogether dzowned in 
this miſerable Coueteouſneſſe. The Lacedemonis 
ans, the renowmed people of the whole woꝛlde, al⸗ 
ter their long baniſhemente of money and manly cons 


tempte of wealth, at length coꝛrupted by Liſander ta 
embꝛace coueteouſnes in Athen, the ſacred autho2 of 
learnyng, the Well of Philoſoph Larry wwoedaw ee 
ſpiſedKyng Philip of Macedon all his wealthes 


in fine bzought in ſubiection, by ney valiaunt The- 
bes while Spaminondas lined ſt tto no deſtre, deſi⸗ 
rous of no — [ — 
ſo muche they wared ſo couetous,they beganne one to 


warre againſt another, that in (# 


eking to be Loꝛds and 
chief one ouer another, theꝝ b 


came ſlaues and ſubie⸗ 
des 
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es to foꝛren pꝛinces, whiche all the while they were 
not moued by couetouſnes, thep reſiſted the violence 
ok their enemies, but euen as & ſopes dogge was not 
contented with the meate that he had in his mouth, but 
beyng greedie to ſnatche at the ſhado we thereok, he loſt 


that whiche he caried in his mouth. Mad not Hanniball 


been couetous of Rome and Italie, he had not loſte Cars 
thage and Libia. Had not Pirrhus been deſirous to poſ- 
ſeſſe Macedonia, he had not been diſpoſſeſſed of tpyre, 
If Mithridates had been contented with p whole king⸗ 
dome of Pontus. If the greate kyng Antiochus had not 
thurſted foz A gipt, he had not been baniſhed from Al- 
ſiria. Such coueitouſnetz grewe on a ſodden in the citie 
ef Rome, that [ugurth kyng of Numidia woulde often 
ſaie that Rome woulde haue been ſould foz money, It 
Biers and Sellers could haue happened tome, So co⸗ 
uetous wared Rome, that all thynges were ſoulde foz 
money , in ſo muche that when Antiochus had pzepe 

reda greate armie ſumptuonfly appointed, with Þel- 
mets, Spearss : 
of Hanniball whether he was well appointed to fight 
againſt the Romaines , Haninball vnderſtandyng the 
wealth and ſubſtance of the Souldiours of Antiochus 


one waie,and not ignoꝛant of Romains fozce, fo that 


he. xvj. peares had famous warres againſt them, pers 
ceauyng the deſire and greedines of the Romaines to 
ſubſtaunce, another waie anſweredkynge Antiochus 


after this ſoꝛte. There is ſufficient at this tyme foz the 


Nomaines, though they be euer ſo coueitous. O Rome 
the Lampe and Lanfarne ot the wozlve, while money 
was not knowen. OSparta moſt renowmed, while yet 
the lawes of Licurgus was obſerued, when barde Jron 
was coined foz money, then Rome floziſhed, then Spar 


ta p2oſpered, then Romaines were feared, andLace- 


demonians dꝛeeded. O golden woꝛlde, befoze the coine 
of Aron, when ſhamefaſtnes _— . and iu⸗ 
dd. i. 
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ſlice gouernedpzinces, It is ſeldome ſeen whe wealth 
encreaſeth that auarice abateth, q as the wozld grew 
vnto wealth, ſo it gre we vnto cougtouſnes, when gold 
was found firſte by Cadmus in Ppunte Pangzum, as 
both Plinie and Herodotus affir then was no earth 

digged, no Seas ſaild, no countrejs trauailed vnto foz 
monep, but now they haue diggen vnto the verie bots 


tome of Caucaſus, vnto the depeſſ parte of the pearth, 


and like to digge Pluto out ol hell, if thei continue ſaith 
Phalerius. There is no dangerous Ile on vearth, no gas 
pyng Gulke in Seas, but money bath ſought it out. 
Would to OD ſome offpzinges of kyng Agis, who 
ſometime in Sparta commaundedal the riche Tirizins 
to bꝛyng their Bokesand Billeg of accoumptes vnto 


the common Yaull, where and when he perceiued the 


Lacedemoaians to bee muche geugn vnto auarice , the 
Citie of Sparta vnto vſary,he cailed fo2 all the billes ot 
deptes, the creditours,aſſuryngtl emſelges of paimef, 
was rewarded after this ſo2t,al their billes and bokes - 
of deptes burned befo2e their face with a full ſentente 
of the kyngandthe wiſemenne Ephori,A geſilaus was 
wont to ſpeake , that kyng Agis fire was the beft that 
euer was in Sparta, larre better then Neros fire , who. 
burnedand would haue often flamedthe noble citie of 
Yome, where hee was Cmperovr and gouernour of, 
Agis burned the ſcroules of Uſufie and coueitouſnes, 
in reſpec of his tender loue tqwarde the people of 
arta. Nero ſet afire the whole « itie in conſideratios 
ok his hatred towardes his owne|Subieces , truſtyng 
mozethel and (he wealth of Kome,thenreadie to 
gauerne the ok the ire with wiſedome and 
famous Maro, a- 
money and coueitouſnes, the Emperour Nero, 
did al waies crie aut 8 pꝛocure that verſe of Horace, 
ſaiyng. D oy lt ſke me ey dhe trauaill

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that was either riche oꝛ deſtrous ol riches, but when 1601 
they began to embꝛace wealth, to loue money, to wear gill 
Golden Ringes on finger , Pearles hangyng at their 
eares, elettes aboute their armes, Chaines abdut 
their neckes, at length they weare Gold and p2ecious 
ſtones on their ſhowes, then wantonnes and lecherie 
were ſtrſte chambered, then glotonie and dzonkennes 
were foſtered, then vices and wickednes began to pꝛe⸗ Ul 
naile , Uertue and Godlines beganne to be opp2eſſed. | Wit 
Thus Auarice firſt began by pꝛinces, and maintained ; 10 
by all ſoꝛte omen, then of couetouſnes ſpꝛong vp de⸗ Deſue of fame, 
ſire of fame andglozy, not only in Reſars and Ringes, 
but in meane and ſimple perſons, how ſimple a ſlaue, a 114 
vile abiect, moſt deſirous of fame. Heroſtracus by name Froxtatus. = | 
burnedthe greate Temple of Diana, conmptedone of { 
the ſeuen wonders fo2 hir monſtrous and huge build⸗ 
inges, deteded himſelf of the crime, to become famous. 
Pauſanias a meane man in reſpea, demaundyng of his piuſiniu. 
frende Hermocles, how he might be famous, was coun⸗ : 
telled to kill kyng Philip, kyng of Macedonia , father 
vnto Alexander the greate, whiche as willyng he * 
accompliſhe as hee was deſirdus ot fame. Xenopho a Xcnophon? 
noble anda wiſe Philoſopher,perceauing his wife as 
med Aſpaſia,moze geuen fo auarite, moꝛe alured with 
gourgeous ſightes, then others were " bauyngopoztu- 


nitie demaunded of his wife, if hir neighbour had bets N Fit 
terapparell then ſhe had, whiche wouldſhe haue if ſhe * 


might change, his wife (aide hir heigbours. Againe Ne⸗ 
nophon merilie diſpoſed, woulde knowe of his wife if 
bir neighbonr had moꝛe Golde, Siluer, Treature, oꝛ 
wealth would ſhe chaunge if ſhe might, to whom ſhee 
anſwered mot willing ſhee would, what faide Xeno- 
hon it your neighbour hath a ſiner fetowe to hir honſ- 
nds then you haue, would vou thaunge with hit ſt- 1 
lente wirh ſhame was hir antwere.

The pilgrimage 
memoꝛie ofone Pythius , bozne Lidia, and commos 
raunt, in a Citie of Phrigia tallep Cæleius, anotable 
iche manne and not ſo riche as cqueitous, toilyng and 
tramplyng all the date tyme A ane and trauaile, ſæ⸗ 
kyng and ſearchyng money, tomblyng and toſſyng all 
the night tyme , reſtles without lleape, thinkyngal- 
waies on money,his wife vnderſtanding his grief and 
want of reſt, At what time Pithius hir houſbande had 
appointed certen ſtraungers to come to dinner, to 
pꝛoue whether thei might beyng his ge ſtes make him 
merie oꝛ no, cauſed and willed his wife to make ſuche 
good cheare foꝛ bym, as woulde make hym merie and 
his geſtes, his wife vnderſt: x that nothing might 
make hir avec merie but money, pꝛepared the 


| : 


ables readie,furniſhed them ouer all with Sold and 
luer, his houſe hanged with clothe of Arras, euerie 
place ſettled with wealthie treaſires, which when the 
Geſtes came, they were amazed of ſo muche Gold and 
ſiluer, diſmatedquite at the gozgeous fight and weals 
thy Tables. Pit hius feedyng hyml lf a long while with 
the ſight thereof,cnamozed with the poztly ſhe wes of 
Golde and Silger called fo2 meate, his wiſe befo2e all 
the traungers beyng bidden Ge ies by hir houſcband, 
anſwered hir houſbad that the pzouided fo; no meate. 
Pithius being angrie with bis wife,ſaid vnto his wife, 
what haue J willed you this moznyng to do, to pꝛouide 
aide ſhe ſuche cheare as could make you metrie, where 
is it ſaide Pythius, be holde ſaide his wife on the tables 
there is kyng Midas dinner, theſi thinges houſebands 
doe make you moſt mearie and nothyng elles doe pou 
erteme, Certen Xenopon the great Philoſopher tans 
ted no better his wife Aj paſiagth n this ſeslie and ſims 
ple woman nipped hir houſe! > Pithius,Goldis the 
delite of theauarous manne,ſporls: d catching till is 
the deſire of the touetous. All is fiſhe that commeth in 
his Net, as by that auarous Adian ſurnamed Sophis 
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ſta , pꝛoued when a gentleman a neighbour ot his bad 
ſente hym a le we daintie fiſhes foz a pꝛeſente.couered 


verie faire on a greate ſtluer diſhe. he toke both the ul ⸗ 


uer diſhe and the ſiſhes, ſaipyng to the meſſenger thank 
thy maiſter,and tell hym J take his fiſhe foꝛ nonelties 
and dainties, and that J take his ſiluer diſhe foꝛ a gifte 
and a pꝛeſent. Suche impudentie raigned in conetonſ- 
nelle, that like rauening Harpeis, thei ſpoile robbe and 
catche euerie where ſuche greedines lurke in auarite, 
that like hongrie dogges they deuour ante thyng. The 
poetes faine that Jupiter though he be king of kinges, 
is yet contented with the Skies. Neptune with the 
SDeas, Eolus with the Landes, Pluto with Hell. If the 


Poetes affirme that immoꝛtal Gods line by meaſure, 
contented with Lottes, agree with Foꝛtune, whpare 
Kynges not ſuffices with Kingdomes, Koꝛdes with 
Lozdſhippes,menne mo2tall neuer ſatiſfed with ante 


how couetous of countries the wealth of were, the 
nurp of others tan wel declare it. This p⸗ | 
applte the place where auarice ishonozed, the bind 

the couetous is his money , to ſceke to bozowe 02 
aſke monepofthe couetous man, is nothyng elles but

We read 
that Cræſus a wealthie kyng ſom e in Lidia, ioped 
ſo mnche ol his ſubſtaunce and riches, that he thought 
no man ſo happie as he was. This kyng ta bꝛagge and 
to boſte of his golde and ſiluer, thought god to ſende foz 
Solon the Sage,; and wiſe Lawe maker of Athens, ta:

ſhewe vnto Solon his fo2tunate eſtate, whiche beeyng 


was farre moꝛe ſoꝛtune then he was: Creſus beyng diſ⸗ 


Nutarchus in 
vita Solonis. 


demaunded of Cræſus, wh he came to Lidia, whether 
any manne in the woꝛlde, was in effer eſtate then he 
was: aunſwered, that a pooꝛe Greeke called Cleobes, 


mated, and halfe ange rie with Solon. Demaunded as 
gaine, wha was of like Foꝛtune, Þz whether any man 
was toequall in wealthe vnto by. Solon pꝛeferrod be⸗ 
koꝛe hym againe, foꝛ Foꝛtune any wealthe, one Biton. 
The third tyme he afked the like and Solon tommen⸗ 
ded befoꝛe hym one Tellus. Then kyng Cæſus comes 
maunded Solon to departe his pʒeſente, with greate 
wꝛathe and anger, and where h had thoughte to giue 
hym plentie of golde and ſiluer, if Solon had preferred 
his foꝛtune:he gaue hym greate checkes, ſhewed hym 
hidden hatered, that he defpiſed his eſtate, and wealth. 
But at laſte, this woꝛthie and rithe kyng be yng con⸗ 
nicted and taken in warres by Cicus, when that he 
ſhould die, at the ſolempnitie of his funerall , he thaiſe 


called Solon happie, foꝛ that Solob deſpiſed moſte, whi⸗ 


ehe he honozed chief: That nan

ther any manne in all the wide woꝛlde, was as riche WY 
ashe, and there after long bzaggesofhis Ryngdomes, 1 
and vaine oſtentations of wealthe: an aunſwere w M1} 


made vnto hym by Apollo, out af the ſecrete place of 
the Temple, that Aglaus a pooꝛe manne ofthe Coun⸗ 
trepof Arcadia was: farre richer , and moꝛe foꝛtunate 

then he was. Thus are thei mooſte miſers, noted of 

wiſe men, hauing all thinges, and yet hauyng nothyng 

foz that thei are neuer contented with any thynge. 

When Aleibiades had muche bꝛagged ok his foꝛtune, 

wealth, and ſubſtaunce, boaſted very muche of his lan⸗ 

des in Athens, a certaine Philoſopher ſhewed alittle NN 1 
Table, wherein the whole Countrey of Athens w „ 
deſcribed in a verie little roume, deſiryng Alcibiades *. Me 
to ſhewe hym there his liuynges and landes in Athes, 

whiche when Alcibiades mighte not, no could in an 
wiſe ſhewe the ſame ; No moꝛe ſaied the wiſe Philo⸗ | [i 
pher,can any coueteous manne ſhewe any parte of 11 
ſabſfance,foz that thei haue nothyng, though thei haue | [if 
muche. Thus Cræſus and Giges,though thei wer mo 
wealthie kynges in Lidia, pet wer thei both by Apoll 
and Solon, adiudged miſers. So odious was vſurie a 
coueteouſnes that when it was demaũded of Cato {if 
wiſe, what vſurie was, he anſwered, what is to mur⸗ My 
ther a man? It robbeth and killeth pooze men, it mur⸗ | eh; 
thereth innocentes. This is that falſe felowe. that wil 
ſell all thinges with Sims.

The ſtritpꝛeparynga banquet 
to hir frende and louer Antonius , where one diſhe of 
meate ſtode hir in two hundꝛed thauſande Crownes. 
The ſeconde ſo ſumptuous and ꝑꝛodigal, to ſet ſhowes 
of gliſteryng Gold vnder hir Vopſes feete. The thirde 
moſt pꝛoude and impudent ts appoint veſſels af Gold, 
wꝛought with Pꝛecious ſtoanes, to reteaue hir excre⸗ 
mentes in ſtead ot hir ſtale of eaſe. Their ſumptuous 
pꝛodigalitie, exceſſe and pꝛide muſt not be vnſpoken, to 
che we the hozroz therof,as an example to other pzoud 
pꝛodigall Pzinces . Therefoze to matche theſe ſump⸗ 
tuons Ladies,J wil trauel no farther then thecitie of 
Rome, where thz# Emperouts, one ſucceedyng in a 
maner the other, not onely comparable to theſe dainty

Caligula the only Dzegges and Fzx of Emperous and 
Pꝛinces ſoꝛ pꝛodigalitie, and erceſſe ſpending and ſpoi⸗ 
lyng the whole reuene wes of the Empire of Rome, v⸗ 
pon Poozes and Queanes, a ®acriledge of churches, a 
ſpoiler ofthe Citie,a robber of all the Countre p, ſo fil⸗ 
thy was this Emperour, ſo odious fo2 his exceſſe, that 
hee wiſhed that all Nome had but one necke, that hee 
with one ſtroke might ſtrike ol the head, to the end he 
might haue ta ſuffice his pꝛodigalitie, his Ades perti, 
culerly to touch it were tedious, foꝛ he neuer did a good 
tourne to the Citie of Rome. The ſeconde Nero, ſurna⸗ 
med the tyꝛaunt Caligula his ſiſters ſonne, moſte like 
his owne ſonne, fo2 that he was knowen to be nought 
with Agrippina his ſiſter Neros mother, this Cmpe- 
rour paſt Caligula his vnckle, in all erceſſe ofglotonie 
and dꝛonkennes, waſting e ſpendyng with ſtrumpets 
and queanes, conſuming daie + night with riotous and 
infamous perſons, vſing the cõpanie of Pinſtrels,fre- 
guentyng feaſtinges and banquets, accompanyng — 
felowſhip of Theues and Tpꝛauntes, that Nero hy 


ſelfe was — the fireb2zande of Rome, The thir 5 | 


Heliogabalus,the verie ſincke of ſhame, the onely rot- 


ten member of the wo2lde , who paſt all the ſlaues ot 


the wozld in pꝛodigalitie, tearpngall fo peces in bꝛa⸗ 
nery,P2ecious clothes,commaundyng Nanies to ſink 
befo2e his face in the riuer of Tyber , his houſe with all

dꝛonkenneſſe onlp, foꝛ that fault Alexander the great, 
the conquirour of the whole woꝛlpe, is much defamed, 
Jam vrged amongeſt ſo manp vertues, that Alexans 
der had this onely filthy and abhqminable vice to note 
wherin he had great delight, mah yng certen garlands 
and bꝛaue Crownes of Gold, appointyng greate gifts 
and rewardes fo2 them that excelled in dꝛinkyng. Ca- 
lanus when he ſhould die at the goꝛgedus pompe of his 
funerall, and ſolemne exequies, he deſired Alexander 
to make a memoꝛiall of his death , by ſame ſacrifice of 
dꝛinkyng, whiche Alcxanderaccqmpliſhed, made thzee 
Garlands of pure golde, the beſt valued. lxrx. poundes, 
The ſeconde.rrx.Pounde, The thirde.x,Pounde. And 
then pꝛepared a ſumptuous feaſſe, with ſuche Diriges 
of dꝛinkyng foꝛ Calanus, that Alepcander wan the beſte 
and firſt Garlande, Promachus the ſeconde The third 
ahundzed made claime by lawe. Thus Alexander ha⸗ 
uyng ſuch felicitie in dꝛonkenneſſe. Androcides a gen⸗ 
tleman of Greece w2ote vnto Alexander being in Ba⸗ 
bilon, perceiuing the pꝛone and pꝛopenſed mind of this 


Paince to win, a letter, wherein was a Table wꝛitten 


one with this little Sentence in letters ol Golde. Ne⸗ 
member Alexander when thou doeft dꝛink wine, that 
thou doeſt dꝛinke the blood ol the vearth, he neuer hur⸗ 


ted any but in his wine kamous in al things, infamous 


in that, exteemed and honoured ok all in all thinges, lo⸗ 
thed and abhoꝛred in that thyng in all the woꝛld. Such 
trueltie he ſhewed in dꝛonkenneſſe, that hee ſlue his 
owne ſiſters bꝛother Clitus, killed Caliſthenes his phi⸗ 
loſopher and councelour, murthered his deere frende 
Lifmachus,Cambiſes kyngof Pęrſea, and Father vnto 
Cirus the ener tyꝛannit he woulde commit in 
dꝛonkenneſſe, 
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dꝛonkenneſſe, as boyng either ſpoken oꝛ counceled hee 
woulde re warde with death and toꝛmentes. At whe 
tyms Praxaſpes, one ot his councelours, willed hym to 
abſtaine from wine, whiche maketh P2zinces not one⸗ 
ly ſubiectes to infamie and repꝛoache, but woulde alſo 
depꝛiue Princes of ſences, declared the pꝛopꝛietie of 
wine vnto Cambices, as to make the feete to ſtamher, 


the eyes to ſtare, the handes to ſhake, and all the witte 


of man to be baniſhed. The kyng commaunded Praxa⸗ 
{pes to bꝛyng his only ſonne, which he had befoꝛe him,

whiche beyng bꝛought. he toke him by the heare ofthe 


head with the left hande, and his dagger dꝛawen in the 
right hande, ſaipng Now Praxaſpes thou ſhalt knowe 
whither my fete will ſtãber, oz my eyes ſtare, oꝛ whi⸗ 
ther my hande will faile of thy ſonnes harte, and with 
all he thꝛuſt Praxaſpes ſonne vnto the hart. So dange⸗ 
rous is dꝛonkennes, ſo filthy and beaſtlp is this Uice, 
that Cleomenes a famous kyng ſometpme ok Sparta, 
beyng muche giuen to imitate the dꝛonken Scithians, 
and Thracians people of ſhamefull life , became from a 
tout and a ſtrong kyng oner the famons people of Las 
cedemonia,to be a Raſcoll and bely ſlaue, ſubiect vnto 
all Grecce.Sueronius doth make mention of two pꝛo- 
digall bꝛethꝛen, either of them then named Vitellius, 
Whoſe ſumptaous eſtates of filthy life, with ſuch enoꝛ⸗ 
mitie of dꝛinkyng and erceſſe of glotonie, that almoſte 
comparable they were to that monſtrons Beaſte of 
Rome Heliogabalus. What infamie is, oꝛ can be moꝛe 
vnto a man. muh moꝛe vnto a pꝛinte then dꝛökennes: 

When Philippe Ryng ok Macedonia, and father vnto 
Alexander the Greate , had heard that a certaine Ba- 
tedonian had appealed from him vnto kyng Philippe, 
be demaunded of the manng what kyng Philippe was 
he that he did apprale vnto. The manne aunſwered, 3

this faunte,commended the bolyeneſſe of the woman, 
reuoked his falſe ſentence with ſhame , beeyng giuen 
befoze when he was in wine, and Judged right beyng 
ſober, Too true is that ſentence of the wiſeman, that 
who ſo euer he bee, Beiſar oz Uyng, that thinketh to 
dꝛinke alwaies, and not to bee dꝛonken ſometpme, let 
hym then thinke to d2inke poiſon , and not to die of if, 
Beaſtes neuer dꝛinke ſaieth Pljni, but when thei are 
thurſtie, manne onely bibbyng fl waies. The Dogge 
will bee dꝛonken, if he dꝛinke wine, and the — 
like wiſe, ik thei taſte the ſame. ff the greate and huge 
Elephant dzinke wine, he loſeth ſtreight his ſtrength, 
knoweth not his foꝛce, and is aui conuicted. If the 
Ape dꝛinke wine, ſhe foꝛgetteth her paſtyme and tric⸗ 
kes, and can doe nothyng but lgpe. And therefazenas 
turally all beaſtes abhozre wine,as enemie vnto their 
fkrengthe . Dꝛonkenneſſe is a pꝛiuie murtherer, that 
ſpoileth life on a ſodain. Archefilaus as Hermipp? doth 
repoꝛte, and Domus ſurnamed A pher, whiche Euſe- 
bius maketh mention of, in! [tripertite biſtozies, the 
one by ſuperfluous ferdyng. ſodainly at ſupper choked: 
The other Carouſſyng a dꝛaught of wine, died pꝛeſen⸗ 
tly, This was fo abhozred ofthe wiſe, that when kyng 
Antigonus tame kifſing and clipping of Zeno the Phi⸗ 
loſopher, whom the kyng ſo loned, that he willed Zeno 
to demaunde what he would, and he ſhould haue it. Ze 
no perteiuyng the ſtate of kyng Antigonus, take hym 
a ſide, beſoughte hym in his eafe to goe vomite, and to 
purge his ſtomacke, whence ſnche ſente and ſmell pꝛo⸗ 
ceaded, that Zeno could not abide the bzeathe of kyng 
Antigonus Byng Antiochus pf Siri | 

with the people of Rhodes in 
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tyme,negletyng greater affaires, wherby honour and | 
fame might bee gotten, to obape bealte, and to accoms 
pliſhe luſte , whereby infamie and ſhame grewe vnto ol 1 
him. Theſe greedie gluttons want not their paraſites, 1 
to flatter them in their dꝛonkenneſſe, to feede them in | 


their vicious and filthte life,yea, to maintaine them to 
doe euill, and to lette them to doe good. Bad not Dio- 
niſius the tyꝛaunte Ariſtippus 2 Had not Czlar Cutio⸗ 
Vad not Alexander the Greate Promachus. ta, euen 
as Terence ſaieth, where ener I hraſonicall maſters be, 
there be alſo appoinaed out of the Schole of flattryng 
Gnatho vnto theſe Pꝛintes, gloꝛieus Paraſticall ſers 
uauntes. To this Epicuriall pamperyng of bealies, to 
this inoꝛdinate cramming daie and night. To this con⸗ 
tinuall feedyng. was the people of Lapirum, a nation ſo m 
muche giuen to wine , that when thei could dꝛinke no aus; 
moꝛe wine, thei waſhe theim ſelues ouer naked with : 
wine + oile,then thei went to llepe vntil thei wer able 
again to dzinke, To this dꝛonkenneſſe the Bizantiages Byrzancias, 
were fo addicted, that thei ſolde their landes, ſette out 
their houſes, to applie the Tauernes, leauyng their 
wines as common to others at home, as wine was to 
theim at Tauernes, fo:gettyng all haneſtie of life, | 
mindeſull onely of glottonie and dꝛonkenneſſe.

What luſt moued dꝛonkards . Secũdus the Philoſopher 
being dꝛöken, did lie with his own mother, as an igno⸗ 
raũt beaſt by wine, being a learned philoſopher, which 
the knowyng beyng ſober, fine her ſelf therefoꝛe, and 
be fo: ſhame of the aste, and loꝛ ſoꝛo we of her death, pi⸗ 
ned and toꝛmented hymſelf , all the daies of his like. 
The huge and migblie Yolifernus beeyng dꝛounken, 
was beheaded by Judith a ſelte woman. The monſte 

rous Ciclops Poliphemas,being ouercome with wine, 
fgeping in a cane, was latne by Vi:xcs a ſimple Greke, 
The pugill and Champion Alexander, the conguerour 
ol all the whole wozlde , was bettaied and murthered 
with wine. A ſuche repꝛoche happen by wine, if ſuche 
pe rilles and daungers accompanie dꝛonkenneſſe. If ſo⸗ 
daine death al waies waite foz glottons and dzonkars 
des.hente maruaile muche mien maie, that all menne 
euery where at all tymes, dooe embꝛate this pꝛodigi⸗ 
dus monſter. Ff Lacidis the Philoſopher fell into a pal⸗ 
ſie, by dꝛinkyng of wine, by dꝛonkenneſſe died Why 
did Mar. Antonius make a booke in defence of wine, to 
maintain his dꝛõkenneſſe, whiche boke was as odious 
vnto Rome. as dꝛonkenneſſe was eſtemed of Antonis 
us. A Philoſtrates by dzinkyng of wine, was made dꝛõ⸗ 
ken, and bꝛake his necke from a ladder,by a fall, to his 
greate infamie and ſhame: Why did Timocreon cauſe 
an Epitaphe to be ſette on his graue in Rhodes , loꝛ a 
bꝛagge of his ignomious life, ſaiyng: ere lieth Timos 
crcon of Rhodes , that in life tyme cate muche meate, 


dꝛanke muche wine, ſpake muche euill. Thus vice bes 


ginneth ſweete, it endeth ſawer: It beginneth with 
pꝛide, it endeth with ſwame: t beginneth with wealth 
it endeth with pouertie. Euen as Licinius Craſlus was 
flouted ſomtime in Nome, ſcofte in Italie, mockt of all 
men, betauſe from a wealthie man, he became a pooꝛe 
begger , by pꝛodigall expences, a are thei laughed to

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tomkoꝛteth the harte, ſharpe

dulleth the witte , and ſpoileth all the ſenſe of manne,

Ts 


uen as Gnolius was contempney in Greece , that the

ton, and a dꝛonkarde, that when he went in the ſtreete 
euerponc pointed his finger at hym , when he would 
goe to any houſe euery manne would auoide his com⸗ 
pante. Plim doeth repete the benefites of dꝛõkenneſle. 


Thente ſaith he, pꝛocede the dꝛopſie, the ſwolne viſage 


the pale colour, the queuerpng handes, the foulteryng 
tongue, ſtaring eyes, redde noſe:hence ſaieth Plini pꝛo⸗ 
teade furious dꝛeames, ſtinckyng bꝛeath, and beaſtlie 
behautour : hence the goute and palſie, and all kinde of 
diſeaſes, theſe come of immoderate dzinkyng of wine, 
mode ſtie in dꝛinbyng of wine reutueth the ſpirites, 
th the witte, and ma⸗ 
keth glad the heame minde. as Homer the ſugered and 
ſweete Mecænas of Greete, was muche reuiued by a 
dꝛaughte of wine. Che aunciente Poete Enueus, tould 
beſt applie his ſtudie after a cuppe of wine, Ariſtopha⸗ 
nes and Cratinus, feit them ſeliſes moſte apte, and reas 
die to verſifie at᷑ter little wine Bo that Pithagoras ſaid 
true, that the Nins hath thzee granes:the firſt ot plea⸗ 
ſure, the ſecond of dzonkennefſe, the thirde of madnes: 
The firſt dꝛaught is pleaſaunte, the ſeconde is daunge⸗ 
rous,the thirde is madneſſe. Some wꝛite that it hath 
ſeuen granes: the firfte as afoje ſaied, of pleaſure, the 
ſetonde ofcompanie, the third of farewell , and thus 
free, then the lo werth of flaunder , the fifte of bꝛau⸗ 
lyng, the firte of blowes, the ſeuenth of madneſſe:then 


bothe wine and the ſecrete, fop in wine there is no ſi⸗ 
tence, There were certaine ſhuldiert ne 
| i iti 
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titie ſometyme vnder the Romaines;and «ll that time 


defendsd by Pirrhus kyng of Epire , who beyng dꝛoun⸗ 
ken, and ouertomed with wine, began fo launder and 
to defame Pirrhus with obloquie, + ignomious talkes 
and be yng demannded by Pirrhus, why thei ſo ſpake of 
hym, one aunſwered and ſaied, moꝛe had been ſpoken, 
had not wine wanted, Thꝛee thynges there are that 
mutche are to be lamented: the marriner in a tempeſt, 
the pooꝛe manne in debte, and the pꝛodigall perſone 
with mony. Thus Demoſthenes would oftt repeate in 
his Oꝛzations, to moue the Olinthians and the people of 
Athens, to abhozre pꝛodigalitie + dꝛonkenneſſe. There 
was ſometyme a Temple in Sicilia, conſecrated vnto 
Ceres, wher Triptolemus appointed ſolempne ſacrifice 
great honour, with glottonte, and acceſſe of eat ng and 


dꝛinking. Melapus like wiſe as Herodotus doeth wzite 


bꝛought firſte from Egipte vnto Grece, the exteſſe oꝛ⸗ 
der of dꝛinkyng called the feaſt of Bacchus, from Grete 
not long after it was bꝛought vnto Hetruria, from He- 
truria vito Rome, from Rome vnto all the wozlve. 
Thus glottonie and dꝛonkenneſſe grewe , baile fello- 
wes with Pzinces,Jn Pontus with kyng Mithridates. 
Jn Lacedemonia with Cleomenes. In Sicilia with Dios 
niſius. Jn Lidia with Camberes. Timolaus in Thebes, 
And as Plini affirmeth, in Grece with Alcibiades and 
Diotinus: In Rome with Piſo and Torquartus, Jn æ-. 
gipt, Herodotus pzeferreth Amazis Theſe pꝛin⸗ 
s vnder the ban- 


ces andnoble felowes were Souldic 


ners of Bacchus and Ceres, maintainyng glottonie and 


dꝛonkenneſſe, two vile vites, foꝛ tw noble vertuous. 
Wozthie were ths people of Sparta und Lacedemonia, 
of immoꝛtall commendaftids of perpetuall kame. Thei 
ſo abhozred this vile vice of dzinkyng, that thei made 
their flaues and captines named Helotes, at their fea⸗ 
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ſtes appointed dꝛonken, that their childꝛen might ſee 


the beattlinelle thereof, that thei migbte marks the 
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zre the filthines and bzutilh bellauour of dꝛonkards 
vſing their houſhold ſeruauntes,in ſo muche that if 
v of their chilvzen wared fatte p2 groſſe in Lacede- 
monia, they ould ſalteit ont! vith bzead and water, 
in,bepng demaun⸗ 


in beholdyng the vacomely geſtures of dzunkenneſſe, 
foz ſome dzonkards will bzag much of their dzinking,

WY Jn this facultie ſome if the 
LENS l bea in euerie Conntrie tra⸗ 
mails 1s Buda amongeſt the Babilonians, Hermes a- 
mongeſt the Egiptians , Zamolxides amongeſt the 
Chꝛacians, and Numa Pompilius amongelt the Roy 
maines, and amongeft the Perſeans was this Magick 
exteemed, that their Rynges therein were inffructed, 
as an arte neceſſarie to be knowem foꝛ Princes. oz 
that wiſe and learned Socrates went vnte · Gobrias an 
ercellent Magician, to bee taught in this Arte, and to 
tearne the puniſhment ol ſoules, and their reſtyng pla⸗ 
tes after death, which was inſtructed as Crinitus faith, 
in. q. bb. and Cap. 2. in all thinges accozvyng vnto his 
expectation. Plinie ſaieth, that Moiſes vſed a kinde of 
Magicke, whiche was like wiſe graunted by Ood onto 
Halamon, as Joſephus in his eight booke of antiqnitie 
affirmeth. Likewiſe Pithagoras, Empedocles, Demo- 
critus, and diners other Philoſophers trauailed vnto 
the furthe ſt parte ofthe woꝛld, to be acquainted with 
this facultie, and after fo2faltyngof their Countrep, at 
their returne pꝛactized the ſame, and opened the hiddẽ 
and ſetrete nature ot the ſame vntoothers, Straynge 
thinges mate bee bꝛought to paſſe by ioinyng infertour 
kthynges, with ſuperiour qualities, whiche by wee

Marcus Antonius, when the Douldiours wanted was 
ter to dʒinke, he cauſed Lightnynges and Thondersto 


pꝛouide raine, to ſatiffie the thurſt pt the Romaine ſol⸗ 


diers. By this like wiſe doeth Pligic, repozt ofa kyng 
ſometime in Armenia, which allured moze the Empe⸗ 
rour Nero being af ſupper with him, to be in loue with 
the enticement of Pagicke , then to delite in the Yar- 
monie and melodie of muſike, and other ſhe wes pꝛoui⸗ 


 dedfoz the encreaſeof mirth,foz natural Pagick was 


ſo exteemed, that it was thought onely to bee the pꝛo⸗ 
foundnes and perfection of naturall Philoſophie , mas 
kyng open the actiue parte thereof , with the aide and 
belpe of other naturall vertues.

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ryng muthe or the enoꝛmitie, andluſte the 
Emperour ſometime in Rome, ſende hym — 
how, and after what ſoꝛt he ſhould within ſewe t — 
dis. This by tudiciall Aſtrologie did Meſon, foꝛeſhewe ! 
to the Athenians, ſailing then vnto Sicilia, the ter —— 
that was to come vpon the Seas, whereby he fe 
hym ſelf madde, to auoide the daunger thereof. By — 
Sulpitius Gallus, opened the effect of Etlipſe of the 
PMoone, vnto the fearfull ſouldiers of P. milius, whis 
che feared and doubted, to meete Kyng Perſeus and his 
armie, vntilli thei were certified of the cauſe thereof, 
The iudgemente likewiſe that thei haue ofmenne, by 
their faces, and contemplations , of the pzopoztione wy 
Nature, iudgyng ſome to bee Saturniſt, others to 
Marcialiſt: ſome to bee louialiſt, others Mercurians, 
appliyng ſome vnto the Hunne, others vnto the Pon; 
It is written. that the auncient Philoſopher Pithago⸗ 
ras would take no ſcholer, oꝛ admitte any to come v 


to his ſchoole, without he indged hym apte, and meete 
by ſight to receiue learnyng.

The Phrigians had ſuche cofidence in dininations,that 
Alcanius the ſonne of Æneas, aſked counſaile of Augu⸗ 
rers befoze he went vnto the fic * againſt Mezentius 
In fine, the icilians, the Arat n, and the Vmbrians 
folowed Augurers deuiſe and cc aſatles, in all their dos 
vnges and attemptes, Therefoꝛe from age to age, A⸗ 
ftrologers were the Reyes of the Augurers, to pꝛac⸗ 
tiſe their ſecretes by erection of their figures, and ton⸗ 
iequres of ſimilitudes, to ſhe w the very waie vnto di⸗ 
uination.
